We 
may upon better grounds not only note the Deviſes of ſeveral Romans upon their Conſular Coins ( Carclus Patin in Amiguis 
N umiſmatibus , @'c. pag.

A third Competitor there was, Guy of 
Bourgoigne; who though more diſtant in blood , yet by the treaſo- 
nable practices of his diſcontented Lords, had ſuceeeded in his De- 
ſign ; had not the Duke (warned by a certain Fool) by a ſudden 
retreat into France , not only avoided them , but perſwading that 
King to afliſt him in Perſon with his Forces , returned home , and 
at the Battel of Dunes cut off that Knot of Confederacy ; forcing 
Bourooigne tolubmit to mercy. This happened when he was about 
Two and twenty years old. Several other Afﬀeonts were after- 
wards offered him , ſome by meanerperſons , ſome by the King of 
France himſelf ; all which he overcame with ſuch Pradence and Va- 
lour , that they got him a high opinion in the World , and ſettled 
him on the Baſis of a firm Government. And being thus fixed, his 
Nobility minding the Duke of a Succeſſion, perſwade him to mar-

WILLIAM thus overcome by death , was forſaken of his 
Followers , deſpoiled of all, andleft naked on the ground , till at 
laſt one Harlewyne a Countrey Knight embalmed his Body , and 
conveyed it to Cane; where in the Office of Burial it was thrice for- 
faken, and then a Compoſition forced for his Grave by Anſelme 
Fitz-Arthur , which at laſt proved too little for ſo great a Con- 

uerour. 

But afterwards King William Rufus his ſecond Son , and imme- 
diate Succeſſor in his Kingdom of England, cauſed a moſt ſtately 
Mauſoleum to be ereed for Him , before the High Altar of wit.cen-

of Farnham. He contended often with the Archbiſhop of 

Canterbury for Superiority, under colour that he was the Popes 

Legate a Latere, and ( as ſome write ) a Cardinal. He is

over Seven Churches. He lived in great honour till the Reign

EMongſt the Children of William the Con- 


querour and Queen Maud , this Prince was 
the eldeſt Son, ſurnamed Conrtchoyſe, of his 
ſhort Thighs 3 or Conurthoſe , of his ſhort 
Breeches ; or Coxrtois, of his courteous be- 
haviour : ( for ſo many are the Comments 
upon his Name. ) He had his birth in Nor- 
mandy , many years before his Father ſub- 


ich Dukedome, and alſo the Earldome of 


Main , he pretended a Title ; to Normandy, by the Gift of King 
William his Father, and to Main, upon the intereſt of Margaret his 
betrothed Wife , Daughter of Herebert Eari of that County (al- 
though ſhe died in the Nunnery of Feſchampe before the Conſum- 
mation of her Marriage. ) This was not the firſt promiſe the Con- 
querour had broken, and therefore ROBERT reſolved by force 


- of Armes to gain thele Territories rather then with dutiful patience 


to expett them; and the King of France that now began to fear King 
William , endeavours by aſliſting the Son, to leflen the Father ; nor 
found he a leſs friend of his Mother , who grown impatient not to 
ſee her Son in the poſlefſion of a Dutchy , underhand contributed 
largely with her own purſe. ROBERT thus confederated, gives 
his Father battel at the Caſtle of Gerbery , Anno 1075 ; who was 
there launced thorow the Arm, and unhorled (but being diſcovered, 
remounted again , and conveyed out of the battel, leaving him the 
honour of the day. ) Which unnatural action of Dake Robert did 
not ſo much incenſe the King , but that he performed his promiſe 
to him at his death 3; yet with ſuch a brand , that he ſeemed rather 
therein to juſtifie himlelf, than to accommodate his Son, Thele 
are the words of his Will, The Dukedome of Normandy (ſaid he) 
before Ifought again$t Harold in the Vale of Senlac , I granted unto my 
Son Robert, for that he is my firſt begotten , and bath already recei- 
ved homage of all the Barons of his Countrey ; that bonour given can- 
not be again undone. But yet without doubt , I know it will be 4 miſe- 
rable Region which is ſubjeS to the rule of his Government ; for he is a 
fooliſh proud Knave , and to be puniſbed with cruel fortune.

tend , who had his portion left him in money ; and beſides it was a« 
greed with William , by conſent of all the Lords of the Realme 
that the ſurvivor of them ſhould ſucceed.

His war made upon Rhees ap Tewdor the laſt Prince of South-

jection from that people , than had been exaGed by any of his 
Predecefſors, At which time Rob. Fitz Hamon and his followers 
obtained a fruitful poſſeſſion 1n thoſe parts. 

King WILLIAM being at Glocefter , was out of kindneſs

The Pope had no friend of our WILLIAM, who lighted 
his binding andloofing , and held it unavailable to invocate Saints, 
he puniſhed the then {welling Clergy for their pride, luxury, and a- 
varice, by heavy impoſitions ; by which means he filled his Cof- 
fers: heard a Diſputation of the Jewes ( who bribed him to favour 
them) againſt the Chriſtians, but they loſt the day and their money 
rogether. A Groom of his Chamber ona time bringing him a pair 
of Breeches of three ſhillings price , was by him blamed , and com- 
manded to furniſh him with a pair fit for a King , that ſhould coſt a 
Mark ; he goes, and preſenting him with a meaner pair , which he 
ſaid coſt ſomuch; Yea Bellamy (or by St. Luke's Face ) ſaid the 
King, they are well bought; ſuch was the frugality of thoſe times. 
His liberality to religious perſons and places, do manifeſt he was 
not void of Religion ; and thoſe ſtately Structures of the Tower; 
and We$tminſter-Hall of 270 foot long and 74 in breadth, are ſuf- 
ficient marks of his Magniticence. And although it be ſomewhat te- 
dious , yetI cannot omit (among many _) this one example of his 
Magnanimity-; Word being brought him , as he ſate at dinner, that 
his City of Mans in Normandy was beſieged, and in great danger to 
be taken, if not ſuddenly relieved ; whereupon King WI L LI- 
AM asked which way Mans lay, and then cauſed Maſons imme- 
diately to take down the wall, to make him paſſage the next way; 
and fo rode inſtantly towards the Sea ; his Lords adviſing him to 
ſtay till his people were ready, No, ſaid he, but ſuch as lowe me , T 
know will follow me ; and being on ſhipboard, and the weather 
growing, tempeſtuous, he was adviſed to ſtay for a calm ſeaſon ,

He granted the Nobi- 
licy free leave to hunt, and to encloſe Parks for Deer z baniſhed 
from his Court all Flatterers, regulated the Extravagancy of Appa- 
rel, and Luxury in Diet : Ordained puniſhment by death for 
Theeves and Robbers, and the loſs of fight to them that counter- 
feited his Coin 3 and allo is faid to have held the firſt Parliament , 
which he ordained ſhould confiſt of the Three Eſtates, of which 
himlelf was Head. He obliged the Clergy by recalling Anſelme 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury from baniſhmenr, and furniſhing the Va- 
cancies in the Church, with learned and grave Divines.

he died at St. Denys 1n the Forreſt of Lyons ( after ſeven dayes 
ſicknefle ) upon the iv. of the Nones of December ( wiz. the 
ſecond day of December ) in the LX V. year of his Age, and of 
Our Lord 1135. when he had reigned King of England 3s years 
and 4 moneths, Jacking one day , and been Duke of Normandy 29 
ears , two moneths, and four dayes; (mm whom ended the Heirs 
Malcs of the Norman Line , fo that his Daughter and Heir Maud 
the Empreſs, tranſmitted the Crown into the Family of Plantage- 
net , in her Son Henry II. of the Name , called Fitz-Empreſs ; not- 
withſtanding her Coſin German Stephen Earl of Mortain , both u- 
{urped and held it during his life.) From thence his Corps was con- 
veyed to Roan, and there his Bowels, Tongue, Heart , Eyes, 
and Brains were taken out , and buried in the Church of St. Ma- 
ry de Prato ; the body allo ſliced and poudered with ſalt , was 
wrapped ina Bull hide , to avoid the ſtench , being 'ſo intollerable 
that the Phyſician that took out his Brains was poiloned therewith, 
and immediately died 3; whereupon ſome obſerved , that other 
Kings killed men in their life time , but he allo, afrer he was dead : 
thence alſo was his Corps carried into England , and honourably in- 
terred inthe Church of our Lady in the Abbey of Reading (upon 
Chriſtmaſs day next following , King Stephen with many of the 
Clergy being preſent) which he had founded, and richly endowed, 
as he alſo did the Abbeys of Hide and Circeſter , and the Priory of 
Dunſtable. His Wife Queen MA UD alfo founded thePriory of 
Holy Trinity within Aldgate , and the Hoſpital of St. Giles in the 
Fields, fo that by himſelf, his Queen , and other pious perſons , 
24 Foundations to religious uſes were in his Reign ereted. In 
Gemmeticenſis 1 find theſe ſeveral Epitaphs compoſed for him not 
long after his death.

Book. 


RICHARD, another Baſe Son of King Henry , was, as 
appeareth by an ancient Regiſter of the Monaſtery of Abing- 
don, born in the Reign of William Rufus, of the Widow of Ordericms 
Anskil, a Nobleman of the Country adjoyning to that Abbey. 85: 314 
In the year 1119. this Richard was with His Father King Henry, EIS 
at the reducing and burning of the Town of Ewerenx, held out 4: 
againſt him by the partakers of William, Son of Robert, Duke 
of Normandy; and alſo, at the Battle of Brenwvile , where the 
ſaid William, and Lewis King of France, were forced to flie for 
their lives, leaving King Henry the Field, with ſeveral Priſoners 
of note. And much about the ſame time, Richard was ſent 
with 200 Horſe to the ſuccor of Ralph de Guader ; with which 
aſſiſtance, Ralph was ſo well pleaſed, that in requital he beſtow- 
ed upon him his Daughter Amitia, with the Seigneurics of 
Bretvile, Gloz, and Lyre ; bur this Marriage was prevented by 
the death of Richard, drowned near Barflete, in his return for 
England, among other of King Henries Children, the 26 day 
of November, An. 1119. And Amitia, his eſpouſed Wite, was witie:. 
afterwards married to Robert, Earl of Leiceſter. moot 
RETNAL D, Farl of Cornwal, Third Natural Son of 
King Henry I. mentioned at Jarge in the IX Chapter of this 
Firſt Book. 


ROBERT, another Baſe Son of King Henry I. was born 
of Edith, the Siſter of Ive, Son and Daughter of Forne, the 
yon of Sigewolfe, both of them great Barons in the North ; witic:;

Norton, who often mentioneth this R O BE RT in his Charters, © 
ever calling him RO B ER T his Brother, the Kings Son. I 
have ſeen a Charter of (Mahalt de Abrinco uxor Roberti filiz 
Regis Henrici) Maud de Auranches, the Wife of Robert, Son of In can, 
King Henry, to which Her Seal is appendant , impreſſed with oy 
Her Effigies, without any Shield of Arms ; which Maud, in all #** 
probability, was the Wife of this ROBERT. 
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GILBERT, another Natural Son of King Henry, is men- 
tioned by William Gemmeticen(is, the Norman Monk, in the Chro- 
nicle of that Countrey, written by Fohn Taylor, being a Tranſ- 
lator of that Work out of Latin into French ; and not long 
ago, 1n the Treaties betwixt England and France, written in 
the French Tongue by John Tillet, Secretary to King Henry 11. 
And yet in them not any other mention is made, bur onely of 
his name. 


WILLIAM de TRACT, another Baſe Son of Henry 1. 
had for his Appennage, the Town of Tracy in Normandy , from 
which he took his ſurname, and was called W ILLIAM of 
TRACT, whoſe death immediately followed that of his Fa- 
ther King Henry I. But whether he were the Progenitor of the 
Tracies, {ometimes Barons in Deyonſhire , or of them which 
now be of the ſame ſurname? or, whether Sir William Tracy, 


one of the Four Knights that flew Thomas Becket, Archbiſhop | 


of Canterbury, were any of his Poſterity ? is not certainly re- 
ported, nor any thing elſe concerning him. 


HENRY, another Baſe Son of King Henry 1. was born of 
the Lady Nefta, Daughter of Rhees ap Tewdor, Prince of South- 
wales. (Who was the Wite of Sir Gerald Windſor, and of Ste- 
phen, Conſtables of the Caſtles of Pembroke and Abertivy in 
Wales, and Progenitors of the Families of the Fitz-Geralds 
and Fitz-Stephens in Ireland,) He was born, and bred,and lived, 
and married in Wales, having iſſue two Sons, Meiler and Robert. 
The elder of which, Meiler, took to Wife the Daughter of Hugh 
Lacy, Lord of Meath in Ireland. He loſt his lite in the con- 
flick betwixt Magnzs the Son of Harold-Harfager, King of 
Norway, and Hugh Mountgomery, Earl of Arundel and Shrews- 
bury, An. 1197- I have had the view of a Pedigree, which 
deriveth the deſcendants of Henry Fitz-Herbert, Chamberlain 
to King Henry I, and Sibill Corbet his Wite, Concubine to the 
ſaid King, from this HE NRT, who in that Genealogy is called 
Henry Fitz-Roy, or the Kings Son. But in a Commiſſion (of 
which, I have a Copy) ſent into Wales to the © Bards there, 
by King Edward IV. to enquire of the ſurname of William, 
by Him created Earl of Pembroke ; the ſaid Bards make return, 
That the (aid Earl William, was the Son of Williawz, Lord of 
Ragland, Son to Thomas, Son to Guillime, Son to Fenkzne; the 
Son of Adam, the Son of Reynold, the Son of Peter, the Son 
of Herbert, Baſe Son of Henry the Firſt, King of England.

After ſome fruitleſs Propoſals in order to an Agreement , 
whether by connivance of their Keepers, but more probably by 
conſent, both King Stephen, and Earl Kobert, got to beat Liberty, 
and the Empreſs not long after is beſieged by the King in Oxford ; 
from whence She makes Her ſecond eſcape. Nevertheleſs the pre- 
ſent fear left ſuch an impreſſion upon Her, that She never after- 
wards had any mind to appear upon the Stage of War, -but left it 
to Her Son, Duke Henry, who being grown up and able to bear 
Arms, did fortunately ſupply the places of Robert Earl of Glo- 
cefter his Uncle, and Milo Earl of Hereford, another of his Mothers 
Captains, both lately deceaſed. Into England Henry comes with 
freſh ſupplies, and befieges Malmsbury, to give Stephen a diveroſin 
at that time with an Army before Wallingford ; who reſolving to 
put the bufinels to the tryal of a Battel, brings an Army far fupe- 
rior to that of Duke Henry ; but Floods and Storms kept them fo 
long aſunder, till an agreement was made by the Biſhops, eſpeci- 
ally by the Mediation of the Archbiſhop of Canterbury , and at 
Wincheſter was concluded upon theſe Conditions. viz. That King 
Stephen, during His Natural Lite, ſhould remain King of Ezgland, 
and Henry enjoy the Dukedom of Normandy, and be proclaimed 
Heir Apparent to the Kingdom of England. The Partiſans of 
both, co enjoy their Ancient Rights and Titles. Things to be as 
they ſtood before Stephen was King ; and all Caſtles built in His

After this Pacification, Hexry returns into Normandy, and Ste- 
phen having attained ( that which he never had before ) Peace

a BALDWIN, Eldeſt Son of King Stephen ( bearing the 
name of Baldwin , King of Feruſalem, His Mothers Uncle ) 
was born in the Reign of King Henry the Firſt, His Fathers Un- 
cle, and died in his Infancy, during the ſame Kings Reign.

King no Malce-iſſue, which he earneſtly longed for, but onely two 
Daughters, which (being yet judged legitimate by the Church) 5$.;,s, 
were married ; Mary of France the Elder, to Herry, the Firſt, Moriers: 
Count Palatine of Troys in Campaigne, and of Brie, &vc. And & ». 339 
Alix of France, the younger daughter, was Wife of Theobald, cal- © 1 
led The Good, Earl of Chartres and Blois, and Great Steward of 
France.

was interred in the Monaſtery of Font Exrand, where Her Figure 
in Royal Robes, with Her Crown on Her Head, carved in Grey- 
Marble, is at this day to be ſeen, lying by Her Husband King 
Henry in that ſtately Monument, ereRed by the late Lady Abbels. 
Her Effigies is marked with the Letter B. and the Tomb is exhibi- 
ted in Sculpture at the later end of the Reign of the ſaid King. 
Duke Henry about two years after the Death of His Father, came 
again for England, where after ſome velitations with King Stephen, 
they were at laſt * reconciled, and His ſucceſſion to the Crown af 
England, ratified by Act of Parliament ; not long after which, he 


returned into Normandy, and laid fiege to a Caſtle detained from 


Him by the King of France ; where news was brought Him that 
King Stephen was dead, notwithſtanding which, Henry (who had 
no competitor to fear ) continued before it ſix weeks, until it was 
ſurrendred, and then came for England, and was Annointed, and 
ſolemnly Crowed at Weſtminſter, by Theobald Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury upon the Fourteenth of the Kalends of Fanuary, viz. 
the Nineteenth day of December , in the year of our Lord 
1152. 

Pe began His Reign with ſingular Prudence, making choice 
of the wiſeſt men He could get for Counſellors, He expelled 
thoſe ſtrangers brought in by King Stephen, and demoliſhed the 
Caſtles, the Nobility had built by His allowance (often proving 
Nurſeries of Rebellion) and the Crown-Lands alienated by that 
King, He reaſſumed, judging it ſafer to offend a few, then diſob- 
liege many : And for the furtherance of Juſtice (in the One and 
twentieth year of His Reign) He divided His whole Realm into 
fix ſeveral Circuits , appointing in every Circuit Three Judges, 
who twice a year rode together to adminiſter Juſtice ; and to hear, 
and determine cauſes berwixt party and party. 

His War with Owen Prince of Northwales, was rather account- 
ed an exerciſe to keep Him in motion, then to diſturb His reſt, yet 
notwithſtanding, Owen was not fo cafily reduced, but that Henr 
de Eſſex the Kings Standard»Bearer, being opprefled by the Welſh, 
let ftallthe Royal Standard in Battel ; Dr which he was caſhiered 
for cowardiſe, ſhorn a Monk, and had his Lands ſeiſed into the 
Kings hands. 

After which, Himſelf and Queen Eleanor His Wife were ſo- 
lemnly Crowned at Worceſter upon Chriftmas-day, where they at 
the Offertory laid their Diadems-upon the Altar, Vowing never 
to wear them after. This being the third time, at which, in three 
ſeveral places, Weſtminſter, Lincoln, and this City, he had been 
crowned. To make His Dominions more entire, He ſeiſed into 
His hands the Earldom of Anjou, left by His Fathers Will to His 
Brother Geoffrey, allowing him in lieu thereof an annual penfion; 
and alſo diveſted David, King of Scots, of the Earldoms of Cum- 
berland and Huntington, peeces granted him by King Stephen, and 
of Northumberland, the gift of his Mother the Empreſs, leaving 


David 
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in Anjou, the Twenty fixth day of Twne, inthe year 1202. And Hearytt:

If King Henry had hitherto managed his affairs with much 
Wiſdom and Prudence , he now ſhews as much weakneſs and 
infirmity, in cauſing his ſon Henry to be made Copartner with him 
in the Kingdom, and to be twice Crowned ; the * firſt time by * Reter: 
Roger Archbiſhop of Tork, and a ſecond time with Margaret his cfer,s. 
Wife, by the defire of her Father King Lewis, in the City of *7 * 
Wincheſter, by Rotrock of Warwick, Archbiſhop of Roan, where 
the Father deſcended ſo low, as to ſerve as a Sewer at the Table 
of his ambitious ſon, and made the Barons {wear him Allegiance ; 
which a& proceeded partly from Indulgence to him, but more 
(it is believed) to enſure his Succeſſion to the Crown, finding by 
experience , that Oaths for Succeſſion are often evaded , but 
Oaths for preſent Allegiance, ſeldom are eluded. And now 
Henry the young King is blamed by his Father-in-Law , for that 
having entred upon the Government, and being Crowned, he 
would yet permit his Father to rival him in the Kingdom, and con- 
tent himſelf with being a Titular King onely , which eafily en- 
flamed the youth with unjuſt defires: So that breaking out into 
open hate, many quarrels arole betwixt the two Henries, which 
were at length defided by ſharp and bloody Wars : In all which, 
moſt unnaturally his ſons, and moſt undutifully, Robert Earl of 
Leiceſter, and Hugh Earl of Che$ter, together with William , then 
King of Scots, taking part with the King of France, were con- 
tinually overcome by King Henry, forced to an Agreement, and 
all their Complices upon ſubmiſſion pardoned. 

Long was the contention betwixt King Henry and Thomas Becket 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, which though no equal match, yer it 
1s hard to diſtinguiſh which had the Vitory : The difference was, 
the King would have it ordained, that MalefaQors of the Clergy 
ſhould be tryed before the Secular Magiſtrate, as Lay-men were. 

This Becket oppoſed, urging it to be againſt the Liberty of the 
| Church, and therefore againſt Gods honor, many Biſhops ſided 
with the King,fome few with the Archbiſhop ; at laſt Becket figns the 
Ordinance, yet with a Sal yo ordine ſuo, which not being ſatisfaRory 
to the King, he then ſigns abſolute, without reſervation, but im- 
mediately recants, and hath his Temporalities {eiſed on; upon 
which he flies the Realm,and his Kinred are baniſhed. Becket in this 
miſery continued Seven years, till by the Popesthreatnings of Ex- 
communication,or by the Mediation of the King 'of France, he was 
reſtored to his Archbiſhoprick, who ſtill continuing his Pride, and 
nterdicting thoſe Biſhops that had offended him, ſo much incenſed 
King 
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Cp r: King Herry, that it forced ſome raſh exprefions from him z which Henry 17. 
being noted by four Knights there preſyit, viz. Reynold Fitz- 
Urſe, Hugh Morvile, Themas Tracy, art Richard Britton, who 
thioking they ſhould do an acceptably ſervice to the King, by 
ridding him out of the way, came ſhoyly afterwards for England, 
and murthered the Archbiſhop in hi-Own Cathedral, upon the 
Thictieth day of December, An. 1 1/ 2+ Which allaſſinates being 
ever afterwards abhorred of the Ki1g, died miſerably 3 and the 
King himſelf being accuſed of its death by the Pope, purgeth 
himlelf by Oath z but yet is foxed to do penance, and afterwards 
to Foot it three miles on his boody bare Feet, to viſit the Shrine 
of this Unruly.Saint ;- and firther, ſuffered himſelf to be beaten 
with Rods by every Monk in the Cloyſter. By which he is ſaid to 
have appeaſed Beckets gjoſt (ſay ſome Authors) and to become 
victorious, not onely is is Wars in England and France, but alſo 
immediately thereupen made his Conqueſt of Ireland, begun by 
Robert Fitz-Stephen and Maurice Fitz-Gerald, proſecuted by Ri- 
chard Strongbow Farl of Striguile, of the Family of Clare, in 
behalf of Derm (Son of Mac Murgh, King of Lemſter) whoſe 
Daughter Ewa, Strongbow took to Wile , and was adopted his 
Heir ; whom they made promiſe, to eſtabliſh in his almoſt loſt 
Kingdom zgainſt Roderick, King of Connaught, deſigning the Uni- 
verſal Monarchy of Ireland.

Berengaria was eſpouſed to Alphonſo 
the Ninth, King of Leon, in whoſe Right He had allo the 
Kingdom of Ca$tile ; and by Her Iflue, Ferdinand the Third, 
King of Ca$tile and Leon, who by Beatrix His Firſt Wife, 
Daughter of Philip of Swenia, Emperor Ele&, was Father of 
Alphonſo the Tenth, King of CaStile and Leon : And by Foar 
Counteſs of Poutive, His ſecond Wite, He had iflue Queen 
Eleanor, the Beloved Wite of Edward, Firſt of the Name, King 
of England. Blanch was the Wife of Lewzs the Eighth, King . 
of France, and from them are iſſued the ſucceeding Kings of 
France ; and Charles Earl of Anjou, and afterwards King of 
Sicily, &-c. Uracca was married to Alphonſo the Second, King 
of Portugal; and from them the Royal Houle of Portugal de- 
riveth its ſelf. And Eleanor had to Her Husband James the 
Firſt, King of Aragon.

ing poſture, and placed in that ſtately Mauſoleum rebuilt by 
Her, An. 1638. That of the Counteſs F O AN at the Head of

E. And that of Count Raymond at his Grand-fathers Feet, ſtrik- 
ing his Breſt with his Right Hand, as he had ordained by his 
Will, noted with this Charracter F. Which Images are lively

As his Brother William: had been raiſed by the buſineſs 
of the Sword, ſo was this Geoffrey by the Church ; for being 
inclineable to an Ecclefiaſtical Life, he was in his tender years 
made Archdeacon of Lincoln, and after Biſhop of that See, 
which he held about ſeven years without Conſecration ; and 
then making a Reſignation thereof Ar. 1181. into the hands of 
his Father, and Richard Archbiſhop of Canterbury , he was 
made Chancellor of England, and afterwards by his Half-Bro- 
ther King Richard, was adyanced to the Archbiſhoprick of Tork 
( being conſecrated at Towrs in France in+ the year 1191, ) 
which See he governed with ſingular approbation. But in the

Armori- 
canis in Philippeidos, Lib. 3. uttered in the perſon of Monſieur William de Barr, ready toencounter him,

Under His other Great Seal, He confirmed many Grants and Charters, after His return from Feruſulem, and 
His chargable Captivity in Auſtris and Germany ; by which means He refurniſhed His exhauſted Exchequer ; upon 
which, King Richard is repreſented on Horsback in His Coat of Mail. His Helmet is adorned with the Plents 
Geneſte, or Broom Stalk, and on His Shield are plainly repreſented, The Three Lions Paſſant Guardant ; which 
from this time became the Hereditary Arms of His Succeſſors the Kings of England ; from which age, Arms ſcem 
to have taken their riſe and original in this Kingdom, and by little and little ro become Hereditary, it being ac- 


counted moſt honorable to carry thoſe Arms, which had been diſplayed in the Holy Lani, in that ſervice, againſt 
the profeſſed Enemies of Chriſtianity ; but beeame not fully eltabliſhed, until the later end of the Reign of King 
Henry the Third. 5

if ſhe had been left Queen Regent : In which condition ſhe man- 
aged affairs with wonderful Moderation , Integrity , and Judg- 
ment, until King Richard having ſetled His Eftate in Normandy, 
came home, and was upon the Third day of September, 1n the xoygern 
His Corona- Year 318g. Anointed and Crowned at Weſtminſter, by Baldwin F*.07 
OR Archbiſhop of Canterbury ; the manner of which Coronation 
was as followeth. 
Firſt, The Archbiſhops of Canterbury, Roan, Triers, and 
Dublin, with all the other Biſhops, &c. apparrelled in rich Copes, 
and having the Croſs, Holy Water and Cenſers carried before 
them ; came to fetch the King at the door of His Privy Chamber ; 
and there receiving Him, they led Him to the Church of Weſt- 
minſter, till they came before the High Altar, with a ſolemn Pro- 
ceſſion. In the middle of the Biſhops and Clergy, went Four 
Barons bearing Candleſticks with Tapers ; after whom came 
Geoffry de Lucy bearing the Cap of Maintenance, and John Mar- 
ſhall next to him, bearing a Maſſive Pair of Spurs of Gold ; then 
followed William Marſhall Earl of Pembroke, who bare the Royal 
Scepter, in the rop whereof, was ſet a Croſs of Gold; and William 
Fitz- Patrick Earl of Salisbury, going next him, bare the Warder 
or Rod, having on the top thereof a Dove : Then came three 
other Earls, viz. David, Brother to the King of Scots, Earl of 
Huntington, John Earl of Mortaign the Kings Brother, and Robert 
Earl of Leiceſter, each of them bearing a Sword upright in his 
hand, with the Scabbards richly adorned with Gold ; the Earl of 
Mortaign went in the midſt betwixt the other two. Afﬀter them fol- 
lowed fix Earls and Barons bearing a Checker Table, upon which 
the Regalia were placed ; and then followed William de Mandewile 
Farl of Albemarle, bearing a Crown of Gold before the King,who 
followed, having the Biſhop of Durham on His right hand, and 
Reynold Biſhop of Bath on His left ; over whem a Canopy was 
borne 3 and in this order He came into the Church at Weſtminſter, 
where before the High Altar, in the preſence of the Clergy and 
the People, laying His hand upon the Holy Evangeliſts, and the 
Relicks of certain Saints, He took His Solemn Oath ; which done, 
He put off all His Garments from His middle upwards, but onely 
His Shirt, which was open on the Shoulders, that He might be 
Anointed; then the Archbiſhop of Canterbury Anointed Him in 
three places, on the Head, on the Shoulder, 'and on the right Arm, 
with Prayers in ſuch caſe accuſtomed. After this He covered His 
Head with a Linnen Cloath hallowed, and ſet His Cap thereon ; 
and then after He had put on His Royal Garments,and His upper- 
moſt 
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Chap. 2- moſt Robe , the Archbiſhop delivered Him the Sword , With Richard q 
—— which He ſhould beat down the Enemies of the Charch ; which 2 
done, two Earls put His Shoves upon His Feet, and having His 
Mantle put on Him, the Archbiſhop forbad Him on the behalf 6f 
Almighty God, not to preſume to take upon Him this Dignity, 
except He faithfully meant to do thoſe things He had ſworn to 
perform; whereunto the King made an{wer, That by Gods Grace 
He would perform them. Then the Km took the Crown be- 
fide the Altar, and delivered it to the Archbiſhop, which he ſet 
upon the Kings Head, delivering Him the Scepter ro hold in His 
Right Hand, and the Rod-Royal in His Lett Hand. And thus 
being Crowned, He was brought back by the Biſhops and Barons, 
with the Croſs and Candleſticks, and Three Swords, paſling forth 
before Him to His Seat. When the Biſhop that ſang the Mals 
came to the Offertory, the two Biſhops that brought Him to the 
Church, led Him to the Altar, and brought him back again ; rhe 
Maſs ended, He was brought with ſolemn Proceflion into His 
Chamber. And this was the Form of the Kings Coronation , 
which ſolemnity was haneelled with the Blood of many Jews, 
(though utterly againſt the Kings will) who preſſing mro the Ab- 
bey to {ce Bis Coronation , were in a tumuir ttiriouſly mur- 

thered. 

No ſooner was He Crowned, but {by the inſtigation of the 
Pope) He was engaged with Ph#lip King of France, Leopols Duke 
of Anu$tria,and many other Chriſtian Princes in the famous Croſtede 
for the winning of Jeruſalem, at that time pollefled by the Sonidan 
Saladine ;, therefore for the railing of Money for this intended 
Pilgrimage, He rather choſe to furniſh Himſelf out of His own 
Eſtate, then to burthen His People; which He did by felling Pri» 
viledges, Demeans, Immunities, and Cities ; among which, He 
ſold Berwick Caſtle and Koxborrow, to the King of Scots for Ten 
thouſand Pounds ; and the Earldotn of Northumberland, to Hugh 
Pudſey Biſhop of Durbam, tor much Money, (at whoſe Creation 
King Richard told the ſtanders by, That he was a good Craftſman, 
that had made a new Earl of an old Biſhop) and alſo did proteſt, 
That for the performing of ſo juſt and honorable a Serwice, He was not 
anwilling to ſell Hzs City of London its ſelf (if any there were able 
to purchale it) rather then to be chargeable to others. 

As for Men and Soldiers, the Clergy that undertook the 
cauſe, had ſtirred up innumerable; but the onely main danger of 
the State, was His Brother John, whoſe aſpiring minde he endea- 
vored to moderate by making it appear, how much the bounty of 
a Brother did exceed the hardneſs of a Father ; for he conferred 
on him the Earldoms of Cornwal, Lancaſter, and Dorſet ; and by 
the Marriage with J/abe{l, one of the Daughters and Heirs of Wil- 
liam Conſul of Glocefter, he had that Earldom alſo ; many other 
peeces likewiſe he enjoyed, in all amounting to Four thouland 
Marks yearly : But having made him thus powerful, Richard yec 
takes away that opportunity which might put him upon the Ulur-

cill His return ; but for the laſt, their Mother, Queen Eleanor, be- 

So that the Kingdom beiog left to the Go- 
vernment of ſeveral Men of Power, Wiſdom, and Loyalty ; of 
which , William Longchamp Biſhop of Ely, and Chancellor of 
England, was cheif, and Robert Earl of Leiceſter ſet over Normandy. 

King Richard appoints His Nephew Arthur to be His Succeſſor, in 

caſe He ſhould fail in this Expedition. 

And now having prepared an Army of Thirty thouland Foot, cbrenic: 
and Five thouſand Horſe, and appointed to meet Philip King of $:ebn 
France in Sicily; at the end of June, An.1 190. ſets forward bim- (515%; 
ſelf by Land to Marſeilles, and there ſtays the coming about of 
his Ships ; but his Navy being driven by Tempeſt to other parts, 
the King that brooked not delay , ſhipped himſelf and his Army, 
and paſled forward to Meſſina in Sicily, where allo arrived Lewis 
King of France, and not long after his own Fleet. Here Richard 
affronted by the Meſſmnians, aſſaults their City, and Tancred King 
of Sicily that detained the Dower of Richards Siſter Joan, Wid- 
ow of William King of Sicily his Predeceſſor, was by him forced 
topayit, and alſo to promiſe tomarry his Daughter to King Ri- 
chards Nephew, Arthur Earl of Little Brittain, and to give a good 
part of the Portion in hand. King Philip not well pleaſed with 
theſe conditions, in the Spring fails with his Army tor Ptolemais 
(or Acon) which the Chriſtians had long beſieged, and with them 
he zoyns, while King Richard taking with him his Siſter Joan, and 
Berengaria the King of Nawars Daughter, puts to Sea for the ſame

, His Marriz he ſolemniſed his Marriage with the beforenamed Berengaria. She —_ 
T was the Daughter of Sanche, Fourth of the name King of Na- z,;. 
varre, and Beatrix his Wite, Daughter of Alphonſo the Seventh, 5%" 
ſurnamed The Wiſe , King of Caftile, a match procured by "— 

Mother, Queen Eleanor. The King negle&ed her company for 


a while, yet upon more ſetled thoughts, he afterwards retained 
her 
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Chap.2- her to his affeRion ; for (be was a Royal, Eloquent, and Beauteous Richard E 
Lady, and for love of him had adventured through many dangers; 
both by Sea and Land. What became of her after her return 
into Sicily in order to her voyage for England, is notknown, more 
then that meeting King John at Chinon, An. 1201. He there ſatis- 
fied her her Dower , upon the Teſtimony of Philip Biſhop of 
Durham, and others, who were preſent at, and witnefled her Mar- 
riage 3 and that King Henry the Third, in the Fourth year of His 
Reign, compounded with her for the ſame, until which time, its 
certain ſhe lived. She died without iſſue, and the place of her 
burial is not known. 

WTO Ciprus being left in good hands, Richard puts to Sea, and in 

Gloceſter, his paſlage for Ptolemais, boards a Saracen Dromond , where he 

gs lays about him, with almoſt incredible valor takes her, and puts 
the Turks well nigh all to the Sword ; after which, he arrives at 
Ptolemais, belieged by the Chriſtians, and defended by Saladine, 
who fearing the increaſe of the Chriſtian Army, propounds con- 
ditions, which being accepted , it is delivered in August, An; 
1192. 

F And here fell out an accident, which though it was an Honor 
to King Richard, yer proved afterwards both troubleſome and 
chargable : For Leopold Duke of Auſtria, having firſt ſer up his 
Colours upon the Wall of Ptolemais, King Richard cauſed them 
to be pulled down, and his own to be {et up in their place 3 which 
drew upon him Leopolds hatred, and King Lewss his valiant As; 
being darkned by thoſe more valiant Adtions of King Richard, 
under pretence that the Air agreed not with his Conſticution, with- 
drew himſelt by conſent, and returned home. So that Soxuldan 
Saladine who had diſmantled all the adjacent Fortreſles, and was 
upon the point of ſurrendring Fernſalent its ſelf ; when he ſaw the 
King of France was departed, not doubting but the reſt would 
{oon follow, grew more confident then before. 

Ar this time Guy of Luſignan was poſſeſſed of the City of 
Tyre , and with it of the right of the City of Jeruſalem, with 
whom King Richard makes an exchange for the Kingdom of Ci- 
pris, and then prepares for the ſacking of Feruſalem, 'and had 
certainly taken it ; but that by ill counſel, and the backwardnefs 
of Odo Duke of Burgundy, General of the French Forces, who 
envied that King Richard ſhould have the Honor of ſo great a 
priſe ; he was diverted,until that Saladines Army being encouraged 
with the diviſion of the Commanders, and the continual decay 
of the Chriſtian Army , concludes a Peace with Richard , upon 
terms not very honorable for the Chriſtians; which King Richard 
was forced to do, to defend his Eſtate at home, embroiled by the 
pride of Longchampe Biſhop of Ely, and his Brother Fohn, and his 


Dutchy of Normandy, invaded by Philip King of France, contrary 
to his oath. 


Order being therefore taken for the tranſporting of his Army, 
with his Wife and Siſter for Sicily, and fo for England ; himſelf, 


with

whereot the Emperor had two parts, and the Duke one ; and

Edmond he offers up the rich Standard of 
Cnrſar King of Ciprus , which he took among the ſpoils of the 
Griffons Camp ; but for his Brother John, both Ingrateful and 
Ambitious, he deprives him of all thoſe Poſleflions he had beforc 
given him ; and now. upon the Seventeenth day of April, Ar. Regrn 
1194. at Wincheſter, caufing himſelf to be Crowned a ſecond #1104. 
time (leaſt the People ſhould forget they had a King, who had 
been {o long without one) he obtains a Subſidy, and then in all 
haſte (ets ſail for Normandy, to finde out his old enemy the King 
of France, who then lay with his Army before Vernoil; but not 
daring to ſtay King Richards coming, raiſed his ſiege in haſt, and 
with diſhonor left the Field.

The Scots being excluded in this Peace , ſend their Jamentable 
Complaint to Pope Boniface of the King of Englands Ulurpation 
upon them, but have no redreſs : for, in a Parliament at Lincoſze 
(upon a Confirmation of their Charters) a Fifteenth is granted , 
with which King Edward makes a Fourth Expedition and a Fourth 
Conqueſt of Scotlaud, after which He removes His Exchequer 
from York, Feaſts His Nobility at Lincolne ; And being received 
with great Solemnity at Loxdoz , there He renders Thanks to God 
and St. Edward for His Victory. Then' he began to ſhew his Re- 
ſentment of the Stubbornels of his Nobility 1n times paſt, and fo 
terrifies them, that the Lord Marſhal] makes him heir of all his 
Lands, though he had a Brother living. Heyeford eſcapes by death, 
the reſt redeeme themſelves with great Sums: the Archbiſhop of 
C anterbury is ſent over to Pope Clement ( who ſucceeded Boniface ) 
to be cruſht by him , who being a' Native of Burdeaux, and ha-« 
ving received a great preſent from the King, gratifies his deſire in 
this, and alſo abſolves him from all his Covenants made to his Sub- 
jeas in the three laſt Parliaments. But all this was quaſhed by 
the appearing of a new King in Scotland, Robert Bruce Earl of Car- 
rickt, Son to the Competitor with 'Baliol, who eſcaping out of Exg- 
land where he was a Pentijoner, becomes the head of that diſtratt- 
ed People, and is Crowned' their King, of which advice being gi- 
ven toKing Edward, by Fohn Comin, Brace his Coſin German, a 
titler alſo himlelf, he is violently purſued by Bruce ; and by him 
Murthered in Dunfrayes Church. 

The King vowes torevenge Comyne death, and himſelf upon the 
perjured Scots, adjuring his Son and the Nobility, if he dyed in the 
attempt, to carry his Corps abdut Scotland, and not to bury It, till 
the Ulurper and Country were ſubdwd.

As Edward III, was the firſt of our Kings, who Quartered Armes in His Seal, ſo was He the firſt King that on His Counter - 
ſeal repreſents you with a Creſt, being 4 Lyon paſſunt guardant crowned wpon 4 Chapeau,with which His Figure on Horſeback 
is adorged, and which our ſucceeding Monarchs down to Edward VI. inclulive, have continued in their Royal Seals, And 
furthermore we muſt obſerye, thar in the Margin of this Counterſeal, near to the point of the Kings Sword, is repretented the 
Hand of Fuſlice, being an Enſign of Royalty peculiar «nly to the Kings of France ; for although the Monarchs of the Lillies 
carty in their Right Hands 2 Scepter of Gold ( which is common to uther Princes ) yet in the other they bear The Han! o f 
Fuſtice, being a Rod of 4 Cubit in height, baving on the top thereof 4 Lefe Hand wile open, of Ivory, pure whitc, 
framed out of the Tooth of the Elephant, which among «ll f-nr-footed Beaſts is 6bſeruable for his Devotion and Pier, 
love to his Governors, and 4lſo in bis Equity : The reaſon why the Lett Hand is here prgterred betore the Right, is faid co b< 
becauſe that the Left Hand not being employed to the working of many diihonzit 22ions, or viol:ne, wichour art, deceipr, or 
induſtry, is much more proper to reprelent and fiznifie the Rudder or Sterne ot Juſtice, than the Right Hand : Moſt aptly 
therefore was this Hand of Juſtice placed az the point of King Edw4rds Sword (in His Counterſeal,) ſeeming to intend, tha:

before them. She was the Daughter ot Sir Payn Roet alias Gny- 
en King of Armes, and Widdow to Sir Ottes Swynford Ke. and 
had been familiarly acquainted with the Duke of Lancaſter, in the 
life time of his former Wives, being Guardianels to his Daughrers 
the Ladies Philipe and Elizabeth, in their minority : for a recom- 
pence of whoſe carein theireducarion, the Duke grants her by Pa- 
tent dated 27 Decemb.

procuring them to be made legitimate, by an Act of Parliament, 
An. 20 R. 2. in which«they were rendred capable of all Eccle- 
fiaſtical and Civil Honours and Employments, the Royal Dignity 
excepted: being called Beauforts , from the Dukes Caſtle of Beax- 
fort in Anjou, the place of their Nativity.

His death. T 4pcafter departed this mortal life, at the Biſhop ot Ely's Palace 


in Holborn , in the year 1399. An. 22 R. 2. (leaving his Eſtate 
and Honours to his ſon Henry of Bullingbrook, Duke of Hereford, 
at that cime a baniſht Man; who landing here, upon pretence 
of taking poſſeſſion of his Fathers Duchy,rook allo the advantage 
of King Kichard's abſence in Ireland, to lerze his Kingdom.) He 
was Interred in the Cathedral Church of St Paul, in London, 
by his firſt Wife Blanch of Lancaſter, in a loity Monument of Free- 
ſtone, piaced betwixt two Pillars, on the North-lide the high 
Altar. Their Portraitures are cut in Alablaſter, according to the 
Figure in the following Page 3 in which you havea view of the 
Creſt, Shield, and Speare, whuch he is reported to have uſed in his 
life rime; the upper part of which Tomb was detaced in the Jate 
facrilegious rimes, to make way for a Galary there built: and the 
remains burnt ro aſhes in the late dilmal Fire, An. 1666. This

It was the cuſtom in thoſe times to puniſh the delinquences of -Book 4, 

reat Men by baniſhment, which proved not more grievous to the 
Subje& than dangerous tothe Prince ; an example of which was 
never more evident: than at this time, in the Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury, and the Duke of Hereford ; who often meeting together 
in France, in their baniſhmenr, and aggravating the grievances of 
King Richard's Government, fell atlaſt ro conſult how they might 
remove him 3. to the effeQing of which, three things did moſt tor- 
trunately occur ; Firſt, the death of his Father the Duke of Lanca- 
fter, upon whoſe Eſtate King Richard LI. had ſeized ; under pre- 
tence of regaining which, the Duke of Hereford took umbrage 
of returning tor England. Secondly, The Kings abſence 1n Ireland, 
whither he had lately taken a Voyage, to revenge the death of his 
Coſin the Earl of March, and where he was ſtayed by contrary 
Winds, till the Duke, by the affluence of his Friends and Allies, 
had formed a Power, not only capable of putting him in polſleſſi. 
on of his Inheritance, but alſo of placeing the Crown upon his 
Head. But neither of theſe, nor both togerher, could have cfte- 
Red the matter, had it not been for a third,, iz. The Kings dif. 
ſolute and uneaſie Governmenb; and on the contrary, the Dukes 
acceptableneſs to the people, in whoſe hearts he had already reign- 
ed, having won them by a generous and obliging carriage, and al- 
wayes allerted their Priviledges, that their eleCtion would better 
paſs for a Title to the Crown, than his feigned delcent from the el- 
deſt ſon of King Henry II. which had been formerly infinuated 
by the Duke of Lancaſter his Father, and which to all Hiſtorians 
and Men of Judgment, appeared ridiculous. 

By what conduct and re{oJution theſe advantages were put in 
practice we find in the cloſe of King Richard's Reign, that Prince 
being not only forced with much eaſe to part from a Crown, which 
he had worn with great violence , but is alſo ſeemingly made 
to become an earneſt Suitor to Henry of Lancaſter tor the accep- 
tance thereof, making a formal reſignation of his Kingdom, and 
confirming it, by putting his Signet upon the Dukes Finger ; who 
by an unanimous conſent of the Lords and Commons (Thomas 
Merkes, the Religious, Learned, and Reſolute Biſhop of Carliſle 
excepted) was choſen King : and a Sermon upon this Texr, Vir 
dominabitur in populo, Preached by the Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury. Having the Crown of England ſet upon his head with all 
Magnificence, at. Weſtminſter, by Thomas Arundel the ſaid Arch- ryigns 
biſhop,his exiled Companion,upon the 1 3th of OSober, An. 1399. j.;5; «. 
(on which day the year before, he had been baniſhed ) ha- 7 
ving in the Tower the day before his Coronation, made Forty — 
fix Knights of the Bath, four whereof were his ſons, Henry, Tho- 5* 
mas, Jobn, and Humfrey ; the eldeſt of which, Henry, was created ryuign 
Prince of Wales, Duke of Cornwal, and Earl of Chefſtl, and ſoon _ 
afrer, alſo. Duke of Aquitaine ; and the Crown by Parliament in- 
tailed on King Henry, and the Heirs of his Body lawfully begotten.

Richard Earl 
p361-%. of Warwick is delivered our of Priſon, and the Earl of Arundel's 
2-35” fon reſtored to his Honours and Inheritance ; and many baniſhed 

by King Richard recalled. Several acculations in this Parliament 

were exhibited againſt many great Peers of the Kingdom, for trea- 

ſonable practiſes againſt the new King, who waves them all, as ha- 

ving got the Crown in a Storm, hethinks it beſt to keep itin as 

reat a Calm as he could. 

And ſo to moderate as well the hatd opinions of Foreign Prin- 
ces, as his SubjeRs at home, concerning King Richard's depoſi- 
tion 3 ſeveral Embaſladors are ſent to Rome, Spain, France, and 
Germany ; all which,as not much concerned, ſeem eafily ſatisfied ; 
only France having lately married a daughter to King Richard , 
prepares an Army, and threatens revenge ; but before they could 
proceed to any aCtion, hearing of King Richard's death, they dit: 
band, confidering that the time was then paſt. 

In this Parliament it was moved what ſhould be done with King 
Richard (not as yer murthered) whereupon Thomas Merkes, the 
Loyal Biſhop of Carliſſe, made a bold Speech in his behalf, affirm- 
ing him to have been moſt unjuſtly depoſed ; and the Duke of 
Lancaſter without any right received to the Crown, but ſtrength 
prevailing, did no good, but rather haſtened the ruine of that mi- 
{erable Prince. 

Whether it were upon this Speech or otherwiſe is uncertain, but 
a Conſpiracy is forged by the Earls of Kent, Huntingdon, and Rut- 
land, (lately Dukes of Surrey, Exceter, and Aumarle) the Earl of 
Gloceſter, the ſaid Biſhop of Carliſle, and other diſcontented Lords, 
in the Abbots Houle at Weſtminſter, where it 1s contrived, that at 
a Tournament to be held at Oxford, whereat King Henry promiſed 
to be preſent, he ſhould be ſlain z which by accident was diſco= 
vered by the Earl of Rutland, orrather by the Duke of York his 
Father ; whom he chanced to viſit on his way to Oxford, againſt 
the appointed day, having the Indenture of Confederacy in his bo- 
ſome; as they late at dinner, the Duke ſpyed it, and demanding 
whart it was, forced it from him, and peruſing the contents, bitter« 
ly reviled his fon, for being twice a Traytor, before to Kin 
Richard, and now to King Henry, vowed to diſcover him to the 
King, then at Windſor ; but the younger years of the ſon outſtript 
his Fathers ſpeed ; and coming to Court before him, confeſſed the 
Treaſon, and obtained pardon. 

The contederate Lords perceiving that their Plot was diſcove- 
red, and diſpairing of mercy, thought it beſt now openly to de- 
clare their intentions, and the better to colour their proceedings, 
they apparel one Magdalen in Royal Robes, who was one of King 
Richard's Ohappel, and extremely like him, to perſonate him, as 
though he had eſcaped out of Priſon, and march towards Windſor; 
but finding that King Henry was removed to Londou, they fell 
into conſultation, whether to purſue him before he could raife a

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Leneofri- force to oppoſe them, or to releaſe King Richard before their Book 


counterfeit was diſcovered 3 ſo being divided in opinion, fince they 
could not do both, they do neither ; but hearing at Colebrooke, 
of King Henry's approach with an Army of 20000, not daring to 
encounter, expe&ing as ſuppoſed aid from France, they withdrew 
to Suznings near Reading, where the young Queen Ijabel lay, to 
whom their cominggave ſome ſparks of con(olation, which became 
ſoon extinguiſhed ; for at Cirenceſter, the Townſmen rifing againſt 
them. the Earls of Kent and Salisbury were thereſlain, and their 
heads ſent to London; Sir Bernard Brocas, Sir Bennet Shelley, and 


Sir Thomas Blount, with 28 Lords, Knights, and Gentlemen taken 


Priſoners, and ſent ro Oxford; their whole Army dilperſcd, where- 
of the Earl of Glaceſter fled towards Wales, the Earl of Hunting. 
don and Sir John Shelley into Eſſex, but were all ſhortly after taken 
and beheaded ; their Pleudo-King Magdalen, with Frereby,another 
of Kivg Richard's Chappel, hanged and quartered, as alſo divers 
others of the Nobility and Gentry put to death in ſeveral places,ſo 
that ſo great a maſſacre of noble Blood at one time, and for one 
cauſe, hath ſeldom been heard of. 

The Engliſh conſpirators being thus rooted out;the Welſh ſpring 
up as faſt;for nowin the year 1400, and ſecond of this Kings reign, 
Owen Glendour ( formerly an Eſquire to King Richard, having 
quarrelled with the Lord Grey of Ruthin, about ſome Lands, and 
and in a hoſtile manner taken him Priſoner ) draws the Welchmen 
to a general deteQion 3 who,entring Herefordſhire,were oppoſed by 
Edmond Mortimer Earl oft March, whom Owen took Priſoner at Pe- 
lale in Radnorſbire, and flew above 1000 Enghſh whoſe Privy 
Members the Welſb Women moſt barbaroufly cut off, not ſuffering 
their Corps to receive burial tor many dayes. But the Kings fortune 
under his Lieutenants in the North, was more propitious; where 
the Scots having, with above x0000 Men,under the conduGt of Ar- 
chibald Earl of Douglas, made great ſpoils as far as Newcaſtle, were 
encountred near Halydown-Hill, upon Holy Rood day, by Henry 
Percy Earl of Northumberland, his valiant ſon the Lord Henry Per- 
cy called Hotſpurre, and George Earl of Dunbar, and put to flight ; 
much of which Victory is attributed to the gallantry and valour of 
the Lord Percy's Archers; againſt whoſe Shafts neither the Scot- 
tiſb Shields, nor Armour could prote& them. Earl Dowglas the 
General himſelf was taken Priſoner, ( having ſealed his valour 
with five wounds, and the loſs of an eye) with Murdack Stewart 
Earl of Fife, George Earl of Angus, the Earls of Murrey and Ork: 
ney, the Lords Montgomery, Erskin, and Grahme, and about four- 
icore Knights, beſides Eſquires and Gentlemen. The Lords Gour- 
don and Swynton,with (cveral other Men of Honour and Name, fell 
upon the place ; and above 500 were in their flight drowned in 
the River Tweed, Upon which Aion, out of a fetlod Peace, an 
open War breaks our berwixt England and Scotland, whereby 
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: haridred Men ſent him,” inoſtof which were loſt at Sea, and the 
reſt returning home, were reuiforced-with 1 2000. | Theſe land- 
cd ſafely,but did Owen no (ervice ; for upon report of the approach 

. of 'the Engliſh, ſulpecting their own ſtrength, and the WWelſbmens 
fidelity, they fly totheir Ships, and diſgracetully return home. 

King Henry haviog been nine years a Widdower, takes to his (e- 
cond Wife Foane of Navarre (the relict of Jobn Earl of Mont- 
fort, ſurnamed the Valiavt, Duke of Britaine ; who decealed, Ar. 
1299. leaving Iſſue by her,threefons and four daughters ) ſhe was 
the daughter of Charles IT. King of Nawarre, and Count of Eve- 


& renx, ſurnamed the Bad, and Foane his Wite eldeſt daughter of 


John King of France, by Bona of Luxemburg his firſt Wite. He 
eſpouſed her at Wincheſter, in the year of our Lord 1403. and 
cauſed her ro be Crowned at Weſtminſter, with much magnificence, 
upon'the 26 day of Fanuary in the ſame year. She outlived the 
King her Husband many years, and died without Iſſue by him, at 
Havering in the Bower in Eſſex, An. 1437. on the 1oth day of Fu- 
ly, in the 16th year of King Henry VT. 'her Husbands Grand/on; 
whom ſhe lived to ſee crowned King of England, and allo of 
France ; and was Interred at Canterbury ;;' where her Efigies is to 
be ſeen lying on the right hand of King Henry I V. her Husband, 
upon his Monument ; the repreſentation of which is exhibited at 
the end of this Chapter, wide page 267. | 

In the year 1403 allo, began the memorable Rebellion of the 
Percyes, the firlt of ' whom, that diſcovered in Arms his mortal ha- 
tred to King Henry was the noble Hotſpurre, (who under colour 
of the Scottiſh War) made head abour Cheſter, and the Marches 
of Wales: to him repairs the malicious old Man Tho. Percy Earl of 
Worce$ter his Uncle, leaving the young Prince of Wales, and the 
Princes Houſhold,over both which the King had placed him as Go- 
vernor; and although Henry Earl of Northumberland, Hotſpurrs 
Father, the chief Conſpirator, was not joined to them, as he did 
intend ; yet by his influence, were their numbers grown mighty , 
with which they intended tooin Glendour, aud to enter Shrewsbu- 
ry,as the moſt advantageous place for the feat of the War. But be- 
fore they do either, colourable cauſes of their taking Arms are de- 
clared, viz., Care of the Commonwealths reformation, and their 
own fafeties, with a Proteſtation of their innocencies as to the 
breach of Loyalty, ec. Theſe Articles had the place of the 
Huske, but the kernel of the enterprize contained other matter, 
Firſt, 'To deprive King Henry of his Crown and Life. Second- 
ly, To advance the Title of Lord Edmond Mortimer Earl of March, 
their neareſt Ally (tor Herſpurr had married Eliza. this Earls Aunt, 
the daughter of Edmond Mortimer Farl of March, by Philipe daugh- 
ter of Lionel Duke of Clarence : and his Uncle Sir Edmond Mortimer, 
had taken to Wife a daughter of Owen Glendour.) Thirdly, To

King Henry on the other ſide defends bis cauſe by Letters, and », ,,, 
ſtrongly puts the blame upon the accuſers;and co create a right un. 44.9, 
derſtanding, and to take all fear from the Conſpirators, ſends to 
the Earls of Northumberland and Worceſter, and the Lord Percy, 

a ſafe Condudt under his Royal Seal, which is by them rezeQed; 
whereupon the King, by the Council of the valiant Earl of Dun. 

bar, armes with all ſpeed, and with his ſon, the young Prince of 
Wales in the head of a puiſlant Force, appears within ſight of 
Shrewsbury, when.the gallant Hotſpurr ſtood ready to aſlault the 
Town ; who no ſooner diſcovered the Royal Standard, but he 

left off that enterprize, to form his Battel, confifting of x 4000 
bardy Bodies, for trya] of his fortune againſt a well tempered and 
experienced Adverſary, through whoſe tendernels Peace had yet ow oy 
enſued, had it not been for the miſchievous Earl of Worcerſter ; 1%», 
who by miſreporting and falfitying the Kings Words did precipi- 

tate his Nephew into ſudden Battel. 


The Kings courage in this Fight was as great as his danger, and Thi

Battel of the Prince, being then firſt to enter himſelf into the School of ;;i 
Sbrewsbury. . . 
War, gave no ſmall hopes of that perfeQion, unto which he af- ** 
tewards attainede, being wounded with an Arrow in the face. 
Theſe two valiant Champions allo , the Lord Percy and Earl 
Douglas , inſtead of ſpending themſelves upon the multitude, 


ſet the point of their hopes upon killing the King, as in whoſe 
death they knew Ten thouſand would fall; but their deſign be- 
ing diſcovered by the Earl of Duzbar, he drew King Henry from _ 
that place which he had choſen to make good, and - thereby "_ 
in all probability ſaved the Kings life, for the Royal Standard 
was overthrown,(and among many valiant Men) the Earl of Staf- 
ford, and Sir Walter Blount: the Kings Standard-bearer (with ten 
new Knights) were ſlain with many Eſquires and Gentlemen,and j;,..;; 
about 1600 private Soldiers : Douglas killed three that day, in the 
Kings Coat-Armour, many of whole Soldiers believing He had 
run the ſame fate, quit the Field. But the King notwithſtanding 
(an undaunted Captain) reinforces the Fight, and performs mar- 
vails with his own hands. But that which put an end to this tragick 
Scene was the death of Horſpurr , who riding in the heat of the 
Batte], was killed by an unknown hand,drawing a ruine after him 
ſutable to his ſpirit and greatneſs; for there fell with him moſt of 
the Eſquires and Gentlemen of Cheſhire, in number 200, and 
above 5000 common Soldiers, the reſt running out of the Field, 
were by the Kings order,unpurſued. 'The Earls of Worceſter and 
Dowglas, Sir Richard Vernon, and the Baron of Kindertor, were 
taken Priſoners; Dowglas,who had unhorſed the King, and being 4, wa; 
himſelf diſmounted, was by the Royal command carefully atten- p. 369. 
ded, and had his liberty without Ranſome, but the other three ' 
were on the Monday following beheaded, This Battel was fought 

upon 
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upon Saturday the 21 of Fuly,and Eve of St Mary Magdalen (An. 
1403-)to whoſe memory(in thankſulneſs to God for this fignal Vi- 
Qory ) be founded a Colledge on the place,and called it Battlefield. 

The Earl of Northumberland came in ſhortly after, and ſubmit 


. tedto the Kings mercy, whole crimes were pardoned , bur not 


forgotten ; and Glendour, then in Wales, after many ViQories 


r.wd. obtained againſt the Marchers,ſeveral depredations of their Coun: 


trey> an obſtinate defence againſt the Royal Army, and that of 
Prince Henry , more fortunate in obtaining Vittories than in 
making a right aſe of them, is at laſt abandoned by his followers 
(many whereof were taken and pur to death) either died of fa- 
mine, or was (as ſome ſay) by one of his near Kinſwomen nou- 
riſhed privately till the time of his death; in whole exit all che 
broiles of that Principality took an end. And now the Britains 
ſpoil the Town of Plimonth, and in revenge, the Weſtern Men, 
under the command of William de Wilford an Eſquire, put to Sea, 
land upon them in Britaine, take 40 of their Ships, laden with 
Wine and Oyl, and burn as many more. 

After which, the French land in the Iſſe of Wight, get together 
a great booty of Cattel, which are by the Inhabitants quickly re- 
covered, and many-of them forced to leave their Carkaſſes to be 
ſtript by the Iſlanders. 

Twice after this, between Chriftmasahd Palme Sunday, the King 
aſſembled the Eſtates, firſt at London, and then at St Albans, for 
the bufinels of Money, but with much diſtaſte the Lords riſe from 
the later Seſſion ; and Thomas Moubray the Earl Marſhal,one of the 
chief Men which diſliked the carriage of publick Aﬀairs, draws 
Richard Scroope Archbiſhop of York into a Conſpiracy js full hope 
that Henry Percy Earl of Northumberland, the Lord Bardolf, with 
the Citizens of Tork, and the common People, would afliſt their 
cauſe, which was gloſſed with the ſpecious pretence of redreflin 
ublick abules, happening through the Kings default. Ralphe 
Neyil Earl of Weſtmerland hearing of this attempt , wherein the 
Archbiſhop and the Earl Marſhal were leaders of the People, 
gathersa force to encounter them, but finding himſelf too weak, 
by faining to approve the quarrel, gets them both into his power, 
and preſents them as an acceptable oblation to the King;who abour 
Whitſontide comes to Tork (where, notwithſtanding Weſtemerland 
had promiſed them their lives) both the Archbiſhop and the Earl 
Marſhal were beheaded, the Pope excommunicating all ſuch as 
had a hand in the Archbiſhops death. 

The Earl of Northumberland and the Lord Bardolf being pur- 
ſued by the King, with an Army of 37000, fly firſt to Barwick, 
and thence into Scotland, where they are entertained by David 
Lord Flemming ; and where the King employs his Treaſure, up- 
on ſecret praQtiſes with the Scots, that they might be delivered 
into his hands, in exchange for ſome Scottiſh Priſoners 3; where? 
upon Northumberland and Bardolf eſcape into Wales and the Scots 
miſſing cheir purpoſe ſlay Flemming, for diſcovering their intention

du Caſtel (and 30 (ail of ſhips) attempt.to land at Dartmonth but 
are repelled.-by the Countrey People, du Caftel and his 2 Brothers, * 
with 400 moreflain, and-200 taken ;''of which number, the Lord © 
Baqueville was one. Theſe Priloners beibg. preſented to King Hen» ' 
ry, their takers wete rewarded with good ſtore of Gold and Sil. 
ver, and ſent merrily home into their own Countrey. After 
-which, the Earl of St Paul, with 500 Croſsbows, and 1500 Men 
at Arms, -lays ſiege to rhe Caſtle of St Marck, near Calais, but is 
thence beaten by Sir Philip Hall and Sir Richard Aſhton, having 
moſt of his Men ſlain and taken, himſelf flies to St Omer. 

Not long after, Thonras Duke of Clarence, the Kings ſecond 
ſon, with the Earl of Kent, enter the Haven of Shuce, burn four 
ſhips, and return to the relief of Calais , then-befieged by the 
French, taking in their paſſage three Carricks of Genoa richly la- 
den, which they bring into the Chamber of Rye. 

The remaining five years Reign of this Prince were without 
trouble,unleſs of mind for the much Blood he had fſpiltin England, 
for expiation whereof, he reſolves upon the Crufiado to Fernſa- 
lem, tor which great preparation was made, far more than needed 
for that Feruſalem which only his deſtiny permitted him to'ſee ; 
for at his Prayers in Weſtminſter Abby, before the Shrine of St Ed- 
ward, an Apoplexy ſeiz'd him, in which, being removed to the 
Abbots Houle, and there coming to himſelf, he defired to know 
where he was; which being told him, and that the Chamber was 
called Feruſalem, he ſaid, Lord have mercy upon me, for here muſt I 
die, (having been told by a South(ayer,that in Feruſalem he ſhould 
end his dayes) as indeed he did,upon the 20th day of. March, in 
che year of our Lord 1412. Having all the time of his ficknels 
(by his own command) the Crown lying by him, which Prince 
+2074, Henry, ſuppoſing him dead, took away ; but the King recovering 
again his ſences, asked for it, and had it reſtored by the Prince, wiſh- 
10g him Jong life to wear it ; whereat the King anſwered him ſigh- 
10g, What right I had to it God knows : the Prince thereupon' re- 
Plies, But if you die, my Sword ſhall maintain it mine + Well, ſaid 
the King, I refer all to God ; but on my Bleſſing, be ſure to adntini- 
fer 7 uſtice indifferently, and be not ſparing in Merty; and ſo turning 
about, ſaid, God Bleſs thee, and- bave Mercy on mee; with' which

His Tomb Crepreſenred in the precedent page) is of Alablaſter, 
parcel gilt, and leems to have been erefted by Queen Foane of 
Nawarre, his ſecond Wife, whoſe Effigies lies upon his right hand, 
and is placed berwixt two Pillars on the North: fide the Chappel 
of St Thomas Becket, oppoſite to the Monument of Prince Eq.

The 239 Jag of this 4th Book preſents" you with the Royal Scal of this King Henry V. which is very Hiſtorical ; 
on the one fide whereof; qhe fits on his Throne, with the Scepter of the Flower-de-luce in his right hand, and the 
Mound and Croſs in his eft; in three Niches over his headare placed the Trinity and our Lady. On each fide the 
Throne in ſeveral Niches the Statues of King Edward the Confefſor, and King Arthur , whoſe Arms are there re- 
preſented : The Banner of France and England quarterly, and the Banner of Englend alone. Without theſe ſtand 
the Symbols of the fonr Evangeliſts, St Mathew, St Mark, St Luke, and St Fobn; viz. the Angel, the winged Lyon, 
the flying Oxc, andthe Eagle. And at the foot of the Throne (on three pannels) are the Arms of his Principality 
of Wales, Dukedom of Cornwall, and Earldom of Cheſter, 

On his Counter-Seal is his Efhgics on Horſeback, his Shield, Surcoat, and the capariſons of his Horſe adorned with 
the 3 Flowers de Lys, and the 3 Lyons quartzrly, And Sans complement to France, in the circumference of his Scal, 
Reverſe, and this his Charter (dated 15 May an, 4 H. 5.) he writes himſelf Yenricus dei graria rex Anglie er 
Francie et dns Yibernie. He was the firſt King of England that in his Scal did bcar the 3 Flowers of France,and that 
placed England before it, in his circumſcription. Ex Regiſtro Weſtm. 


His young years were employed in Literature in the Acade- 
my of Oxford, where, in Qzeens Colleage, he was a Student under 
the Tuition of his half Uncle Henry Beaufort, Chancellor of that 
Univerſity. Afrerwards, in the time of his Fathers Exile, King 
Richard IT. took this Henry with him into Ireland, and cauſed bim 
to be impriſoned in the Caſtle of Trym. But his Father depofing 
that King, and obtaining the Crown, and himſelf come to the

But grown from under the command of his Tutors, as his youth 
ſtood effeGed, fo were his Conſorts, and thoſe offen, whoſe in- 
clinations were none of the beſt ; whether led by inclination of 
youth, or to know that by experience which other Princes do b 
report, is uncertain 3 but many ations he did far unbeficting the 
grandure of his Perſon; and among' others, is taxed with no ber- 
ter than Thefr, conlorting with ſuch as ſpent their Wits upon 
other Mens Labours ; lying in wait for the Receivers of his Rents, 
and robbing them of chat which was really his own , receiving 
of them often many blows, which he freely forgave, ever abating 
their lofles in the foot of their Accomprts. 

His ſtriking the Lord Chief Juſtice, was a crime incontinently 
expiated by a quiet ſubmiſſion ro his judgement, and a formal 
impriſonment; notwithſtanding which, the King reſenting this af« 
front done to his Repreſentative, diſmiſſed his ſon from the office 
of Preſident of his Privy Council, and placed therein. his ſecond 
ſon Thomas Duke of Clarence, to the no ſmall grief of Prince Hen- 
ry, who having drawn upon him (by theſe licentious courſes) the 
diſcontent and jealoufie of his Father, found out an extraordinary 
way of reconciling himſelf to his love, and entring into a due con- 
{ideration of his former diffolute manners; they appeared unto 
him in ſuch deformity, that he baniſhed all his idle companions 
from about him; (and yet, upon their betrer conformity, gave 
them lufficient maintenance.) and thereby became not only reſto- 
red to the Royal Favor, but gained a Soveraighty over the hearts 
of thoſe ſubjeQs : who (afterKing Henry's death) made it appear 
how: willing they were to ſubmit to his Empire, by ſwearing Al-

King of France; and that nothing appeared to his hinderance,but 
their pretention to the Salique Laws, which by no Law of God, 
or firſt inſtitution of that Countrey, he was bound to obſerye; 
with which heroick enterprize, young-King Henry was quickly in- 
flamed ; and in order thereunto, reduced his F lowers delize to the 
number 3. as did Charles V I. the then FrenchKiog. 

And diſpatching bis Embaſſadors for France, demanded that 
Crown from Charles V I. offering that if the ſame were willing» 
ly granted, he would take his daughter Katherine ro Wite ; but 
the ſame being rezeed, he immediately prepares for War ; his 
Men ſhipped, and the King himſelf ready to goon board : a Con- 
ſpiracy againſt his lite is diſcovered, forged by Richard Earl of 
Cambridge, Henry Lord Scroope of Maſham, the Lord Treaſurer, 
and Sir Thomas Grey of Northumberland, who being {uborned by 
the French tor a Million of Gold, as upon their apprehenſion they 
confeſſed (though their Indictment contains other matter) were 
all three put to death : which was no ſooner performed, but that 
the Wind blowing fair, King Hezry weighs Anchor, and with a 


Fleet of 160 ſhips, ſets ſail on Lady-day, An. 1414. and landing «,. 


at Caux, his force confiſting of 6000 Horſe, and 24000 Foot, 
from rhence marches to Harflew, which after ſome days ſiege 1s 
turrendred unto him ; into which he entred, not in Triumph, but 
in an humble manner, paſſing along the ſtreets barefooted, to the 
Church ot St Martin, where, with great Devotion, he gave thanks to 
God for this his firſt atchieved Enterpriſe. The Government of this 
Town he committed to the Duke of Exceter, who ſubſtituted 
Sir Fobn Faſtolf his Lieutenant of the ſame, with a Gariſon of 
I500 Soldiers. And from thence with 2000 Horſe and 16000 
Foot, he marches toward Calais, through the Countreys of Caux 
and Ex. 

The French Court (under a brain-fick Prince) ſwarms with 
FaQtions ; yer all uniceto diſturb the common Enemy ; in order 
to which, King Charles, the Dauphin, his Brother of Ponthien, the 
King of Sicilze, the Dukes of Berry and Britaine, with the whole 
force of France aſſemble at Roan, and in Council conclude, that 
the Engliſh ſhould be fought with before they got to Calais, and 
impeded in their march by continual skirmiſhes, breaking down of 
Bridges, ſtaking of Foords, guarding of Paſſes, and conveighing 
all Proviſions out of the Countrey : King Henry intending to pals 
the Soame firſt at Blanchetagne, and then at Pont le Remy, finds both 
places guarded, ſo that keeping along the River fide to Hargeft, 
the French Army march on the other bank, led by Charles de Al- 
bret, Conſtable of France, Art laſt, through the negligence of 
them of St Quintin, King Henry foords the Soam at Bethencourt , 


his Soldiers weary, faint for want of Proviſions, and many of them 


fick ; from whence he ſends to the aſſembled Princes, to profer a 
ſurrender

—— diliurbance he might depart for Calais. To this, the Conſtable 
and Marſhal conſent, but the other young Princes deſpifing the 
ſmall numbers of the Engliſh, do not onely refuſe all conditions 
of Peace, but with an aſſurance of victory, divide the ſpoil, dif- 
poſe of Priſoners, and prepare a Chariot to carry the captive King 
in Triumph. They ſear allo toKing Charles and the Dauphin, re- 
ſiding at Roan, to be preſent at the Batrel, that they might have 
the honour of the day ; whereat the Duke of Berry was highly 
offended, having had experience of the Engliſb valor at the Bactel 
of Poitiers, where King Fohn of France was taken Priſoner. 
Trdigns King Henry continued his march, till upon che 24th of Ocober, .- colts 
27 hecame to Axzincourt, near to which place the French bad pitched 
the Royal Standard, and drawn up their Army, exceeding the 
Engliſh above fix to one in number ; theic Van-guard was led by 
the Conſtable, the Dukes of Orleance and Bourbon, the Earl of 
Ex, and Boxchiqualt the Marſhal, Dampier the Admiral, Gnychard 
Daulphin & Awergne, and Clunet of Brabant; The main Barrel 
by the Dukes of Barr and Alenzon,Earls of Newers, Blaumont, $4- 
lines, Grandpre, and Rouſſe. The Rear-guard by the Duke of 
Brabant , Eails of Marle, Forquenberge, and Monfieur de Lor- 
ney. The right Wing had for Commander Arthur Earl of Rich- 
»ond, and the Lefr, Lewis de Bourbon Earl of Vendoſme. 

In the mean time, King Henry having made choice of a ground 
halt fenced on bis back with the Village wherein he had reſted the 
night before, having on both ſides ſtrong hedges and dirches, be- 
gan there to order his Batre], bur firſt appointed an Ambuſh of 
200 Bowmen, who, upon the ſign given, ſhould diſcharge their 
whole flighrupon the flank of the Enemies Horle; thele were com- 
manded by Sir Thomas Erpingham. The Kings Van-guard con- 
Neeſt-p, fiſting alſo of Archers, was led by Edward Duke of Tork, aſſiſted 
$4--17* by the Lords Beaumont, Willoughby, and Fanhop ; the main Bat- 

tel headed by the King himſelf (was compoſed of Billmen and 

ſome Bowmen) accompanied by his Brother Hamphrey Duke of 
Gloceſter, the Earls Marſbal, Oxford, and Suffolk; and the Rear- 

ward, conſiſting of diverfity of Weapons, was commanded by 
Thomas Earl of Dorſet the Kings Uncle ; the Horſemen, as wings, 
guarding the Foot on both fides. To prevent the fury of the 
French Cavalry, the King had appointed ſtakes of fix foot long 
ſharpned at both ends, to be pitched behind the Archers, and Py- 

oneers to attend their removal according to diregion. Things 

thus ordered, and publick Prayers performed, the onſet was im- 

Ted, mediately given by the French Horſemen, upon whom Erping- 
92+ bam gave his Bowmen the Sign to let fly their Arrows, which ta- 
king place upon the flank of the Frexch Horſe, ſo gauled them, 

that their Van- guard was inſtancly diſtreſt, and diſordered in ſuch 

a confuled preſs, that they were not able to uſe their Arms to 

any advantage. Their Wings likewiſe efſayed to charge the Eng-

through the Engliſh Archers; bur they retreating behind theic 
ſharpaed Stakes, the French advanced upon the: {pur , and by 
"Troops falling upon them, were miſerably overthrown and paun- 
ched to death. 
The Engliſh Arrows and Bills were mortally employed ,and vied le 
this day for execution ; againſt whom, the Duke of Brabant , [1 t 
hoping by bis example, to encourage others (followed by a tew ) 
faced about,and having broken into the Engliſh Body ;couragiouſly 
fighting, was there ſlain. | 
With the like Manhood, Fohn'Duke of © Alenzon, forced his 
' paſſage into the Kings Battallion, and: with his Axe, cut off part of 
his Crown ; with which ſtroke, his Caſque was battered to his 
brow ; but enraged Henry redoubling his ſtrength, threw him to 
the ground ; (flew two of his Seconds) but would have ſaved 
his lite, had the Victory been at that time out-of diſpute. 
With Alenzon's fall the main Batcel of the French firſt gave 
ground, then. turn'd their backs, and laſtly, threw away their Arms, 
and fled. But then ſome Troops that firſt ran away,led on by Ro- 
binet of Bonw1l, and the Captain of Azincourt, intending to wipe 
away the ſtain of running away from Soldiers, by fighting with

ſuch a lamentable ſhreek, that King Henry verily believing ſome 
freſh F6rces had been come, cauſed all the Arrows that were ſtick- 

ing 1n the Field to be gathered, and the Stakes to be plucked up, 

and made ready for a ſecond Encounter ; among which,the Duke 

of Yorks Body was found miſerably hacked and defaced; the 73% 


ſight whereof, together with the danger of a ſecond charge, cau- 293623 


ſed the King to command the Priſoners (hould be lain, except 
ſome principal Men, which were ſecured by being bound 'back 
to back. 

With what moderation and devotion King Henry managed this 
great Victory all Hiſtories are full. The next dayafter the Battel 
he cauſed the 113 Pſalm to be ſlung by his whole Army, com- Tholigns 
manding all the Foot, at the Verſe, Non nobis Domine, non nobis, 4.2 
Jed nomini tuo da Gloriam, to fall on their knees, and thoſe on 
horſeback, ro make a reverend bow.

The Emperors buſineſs was chiefly to mediate for a Peace with 
Frauce, which he doubtleſs had obtained, but that the French at 
the time of Treaty, had laid fiege to Harflew, and then nothing 
but War would King Heyry hear of, immediately ſending his bro- 
ther Fqbn Duke of Bedford, with the Earls of March, Oxford, 
Huntingdon, Warwick, Arnndel, Salisbury, and Devonſhire, in 200 
ſhips; who, upon the Feaſt of the Aſſumption of our Lady, land 
in the Mouth of Seine, where they funk near 500 French ſhips, 
and bravely relieved the Town; whereupon, the Emperor entring 
into a League offenſive and defenſive with King Henry (the Popes 
concerns, with whom the Emperor now or lately was at War only 
excepted) the 29th of Oftober departs towards Germany. Bur 
the French not yet defiſting, inforce their Fleet with ſeveral Car- _ 

' Tricks of Genoa,and blocking up again the River of Soame, are like- 
wile by the Earl of Huntingdon taken and diſperſed : In one of 
thele Carricks was the whgle halt years pay for the French Fleet, 
together with Faques baſtard of Bourbon its Commander ;z with 
which rich Prize the Earl returns to Southampton, where then King 
Henry lay ; who by his Proclamation dated at New Sarum, the 24 
day of June laſt paſt, had commanded, that no perſon retained 
in this preſent expedition, of what quality ſoever, ſhould preſume 
to wear any Coat- Armour, to which he had not righe from his 
Anceſtors, of by grant from a ſufficient Deputy impowered there- 
in, upon. penalty of being caſhiered, loſs of wages, and the ha- 
ving his Coat of Arms raſed and torn off his back ; except thoſe 
which did bear Arms with him at the Battel of Agincourt ; there- 
by rewarding his veterane Soldiers with a mark of Honour, wha 
had atchieved it in his laſt bloody ViRory ; and puniſhing thoſe

whole innocency he knew would not abuſe him : The Kings defire 
was granted; butin the interim, the Earl of Salisbury takes Freſzay, 
and the Earl of Huntington, Mayne, who marching cowards 
Ments, was encountred by the Forces of the Dauphin, whereof 
he put 5000 to the Sword, and took 200 Priſoners z, for which 
Viftories King Henry gave publick thanks to Ggd at Roan : Thi- 
ther other Embaſladors arrived from theKing and Queen of France, 
and a Letter from the Lady Katherine ; which was fecretly delive- 
red to the King of England by the Biſhop of Arras ; the ſubſtance 
of their buſineſs was to invite the King to come with all ſpeed to

Henry roy d'Engleterre Heretier de France)whereof pro- 
clamation being made in both Kingdoms, the Nobility is ſworn 
to obſerve them 3 asalſo the Duke of Burguxdy, with all the Sub- 
Jets: of account throughout each of their Dominions.

Henry V IT. her Grandion, when he laid the foundation of. his 
new, Chappel there, ſhe was never ſince buried ; but remaineth 
Riill above ground in a Coffin of. Boards, near the Sepulcher of 
Henry V. her firſt Husband, by her erc&ed_ in the Chappel of 
the Kings; (che figure of which Coffin is marked with the Letter 
B. inthe 281 page of this 4th Book) near unto which, on a. Ta- 
bler thele Verſes in Latine and Eygliſh are pencil'd.

The Salique Law thus broken: the very next day after the Mar- 
riage, being the 4th of June, King Henry, with the French King, 
the King of Scots, the Dake of Burgundy, and Prince of. Orange, 
21 Earls, 45 Barons, many Knights and Gentlemen , with an 
Army conſiſting of Engliſh, French, Scotch, Iriſh, and Dutch, to 
the number of 60000, marched in queſt of the Dauphin; and 
on the 7th day of June, laid fiege to the Town of Seine, which 
afrer four days was yielded ; thence to Monſtreu, which by force 
was taken, the Caſtle only held out; during the Siege whereof, 
King Henry created a new King of Arms, to be principal Herald 
of the Order of St George, which he ſtiled Garter, whom he ſent 
with offers of mercy to the Caſtle; but returning with nothing 
bur reproaches, a Gibbet was erected in fight of the Captain, 
whereon 12 of his friends were executed : This Siege continued 
fix weeks; when enforced by famine, the Beſieged delivered ir 
upon mercy. | 

The King from hence marched to Melxn upon Seine, and the 
30th of Fuly laid ſiege toit; which was moſt valiantly defended 
by one Barbaſon, a Gaſcoigne, who fought at Barriers hand to hand 
with King Henry, yet through Peſtilence and Famine Barbaſor 
was forced to yield; and being ſuſpetted to have had a hand in the 
death of Fohn Duke of Burgundy, was ſent Priſoner to Paris 3 
whither both Kings with their Queens, the Duke and Ducheſs of 
Burgundy, and a Royal Train immediately followed : where the 


three Eſtates of France, under Hand and Seal, ratified again King. 


Henry's (ucceſſion to the Crown of France, the Inſtruments where- 
of were by him ſent to be kept in the Treaſury at Weſtminſter. 

King Henry now begins to exerciſe his Regency ; cauſes a new 
Coin to be made called a Salute, whereon the Arms of France 
and England were quarterly ſtamped : appoints the Duke of Ex- 
ceter with 500 Men for the guard of Paris;and {ends out his Procels 
againſt the Dauphin co appear at the Marble Table at Paris ; 
which he nor obeying, is by Sentence of Parliament baniſhed the 
Kingdom, as guilty of the Duke of Burgundys death. And on the 6th 
of Fanuary tollowing (having conſticured his Brother the Duke of 
Clarence,bis Lieutenant-General of France and Normandy) departs 
with his Queen from Paris to Amiens, thence to Calais, and land- 
ing at Dover, paſſes through London to the Palace of Weſtminſter. 

Mean whyle, in France, the Duke of Clarence having made 
an inrode into Anjor, and returning home laden with Prey, was 
betrayed by his Scout-maſter into an Ambuſh of the Duke of 4- 
lenzon; where, with the Earls of Tanquerwille and Angus, the Lord 
Roos, and above 200 Engliſh more, heloſt his life, though moſt 
valiantly dilpured. 

This {ad diſaſter happened upon Exfter Eve, An. 1422. whereof 
King Henry having advice, being upon his progreſs for the Queens 
divertiſement at Beverley, preſently diſpatches the Earl of Mor- 
taign into Normandy; and about the middle of May himſelf fal- 
lows;and landing at Calais,haftens to the relief of Chartres, which

The Dauphin about this time fits down before a Town of the Thegraty 
Duke of Burgundy's, called Coſſney ; which King Henry endea- 4%-n.53 
vouring by haſty marches to relieve, ſo much over-heated himſelf 
with Travel, that he fell ſick (at a place named Suley) of a Fea» 
ver: and Flux 3; from whence he ſent Fobn Duke of Bedford to 
raiſe that Siege; upon whole appearance the Dauphin flics ro 
Berry; and the King of Englandis removed to Bois de Vincennes ; 
where growing worle and worle, having made the Dake of Bed: - 
ford Regent of France, and Governor of Normandy, the Duke of 
Glocefter Proteor of England, and of his Infant ſon Prince Hen- 
rys Perſon, exhorting all his Nobles to be faithful unto him, and m__ 
ſerviceable tothe Queen. He departed this life, (repeating a Pſalm ,,,,, 
of David) upon the laſt day (St Marthe ſaith the 29th) of Au- t-5% 
guſt,1422, in the 34th year of his age, having Reigned g years, 
s Months, and 14 dayes. 
Immediately after the Kings death, his Bowels were Interred in 5m: 
the Church of St More de Foſſes , and his Corps being imbalmed, {7% 
was incloſed in Lead, and accompanied folemnly to Paris, and 3% 
there depoſited in the Church of Noftre Dame, where his Exequies 
were performed, from whence he was brought to Roan, and 
there remained til] all things neceſſary for the conveyance of 
his Body into England were prepared. He was laid in a Cha- 
riot drawn by four Horſes ; and above the Corps was his Fi- 
gure made of boyled Hides or Leather, repreſenting his Per- 
ſon; and painted to the life : upon whole Head, was ſet an Im- 
erial Diadem of Gold and precious Stones; on his Body, a 
Purple Robe, Furred with Ermine ; in his right Hand he had a 
Scepter Royal, and in his left a Ball of Goid, with a Croſs fixed 
thereon. As the Chariot paſſed through any Town of Note, 
there was born over it a Canopy of great value, by Perſons of 
Quality. In this manner, being accompanied by the King of Scots, 
beſides other Princes, Lords, and Knights of his Houſhold, he was 
brought from Roan to Abbeville; trom whence, reſting at Hedin 
Monftrevil and Bulloigne, they came to Calais, the Queen-Dow- 
aper ſtill following at ewo Miles diltant with her Retinue.

His Exequies being ſolemnized in St Pauls, he was brought 
from thence and Interred in the Abby of St Peter at Weſtminſter, 
at the Feet of King Edward the Confeſlor, in a little Chappel , 
ſince enlarged and beautified with ſeveral Statues, and fenced with 
two Iron Grates, by King Henry VII. according to the Figure in- 
ſerted in the preceding page. 

In which a Royal Image of Silver gilt, was placed upon his Tomb, 
ereted by Queen Katherine his Widdow ; but abour the Jatter end 
of King -Henry VIII. the head of the Kings Image (being of 
maſlie Silver) was broken off, and conveighed away, with the 
Plates of Silver that covered his Trunck, which now only remains 
(of heart of Oak) to witneſs againſt thoſe that ſacriligeouſly ſtole 
it away; and his Epitaph defaced, which was bur theſe two filly 
Verlſes:

Afterwards Henry VI. by the aſſiſtance of Richard Newil 
Earl of Warwick, recovering the Crown, Jaſper was again re- 
ſtored to be Earl of Pembroke in the year 1470; bar be- 
ing taken Priſoner at Burnet Field, in April following, An 1 471. 
he loſt this Earldom the ſecond time ; which being ſurrendred 
by the ſecond William Lord Herbert to King Edward [ V. he 
gave it to Prince Edward his fon, who enjoyed it during his 
lite.

000 common Soldiers, took the Conſtable Priſoner, with the 
Earl of Ventadour, and 2200 Gentlemen. Of the Engliſh were 
lain Sir Fobn Grey, Sir William Hall, Sir Gilbert Haſſal, and 2100 
Soldiers; from thence the Earl led his Forces to Montaguillon, 
which after five Months ſiege he took. The Earl of Suffolk at the 
ſame time forcing the ſtrong Caſtles of Cowey and le Rethe. 
About this time Fohy Duke of Britain and his Brother are 
wrought upon (notwithſtanding their Oath) to deliver up to the 
French che Caſtles of Crotoye and Terny. And the Regent being 
reinforced with 10000 freſh Soldiers, not only wins many Towns 
and Places of ſtrength, but falls upon Crotoye before the French 
were well ſetled, recovers it,'and befieges Terny. To the relief 
of which, comes the Duke of Alanſon, with 16000 French; but 
ſeeing the Engliſh prepared to receive them , about he wheels 
put. x. © Vernoil, (wearing he had defeated the Regent, and had that 
mil. Town delivered unto him. | Upon which, the Regent follows _ ages 
Heer Bo- him thicher, and engaging him in a picched Battel (with the loſs Aus 1425, 
of the Lords Dudley and Charlton, and 2100 Engliſh) flew of 
the French 5 Earls, 2 Viſcounts, 20 Barons, beſide private Sol- 
diers. The Duke of Alanſon their General, with ſeveral other 
Noblemen were made Prifoners. This Batcel was fought upon 
7th of Auguſt, 1425. 
Vernoyle hereupon re delivered ; the Earl of Salisbary with 
1 0000 Men, took the ſtrong Towns of Maunts, St Suſan,Port St 
Bernard, and others, whence marching into Anjou, he performed 
ſuch heroick Acts, that his name grew terrible to all Franee, evi- 
denced at St Fame's in Brieron, where the Gariſon conſiſting only 
of 600 Engliſh, befieged by the Conſtable of France with 40000, 
being driven to extremity, made a Sally, and crying St George 4 
Salisbury, the whole Army ſuppoſing him to be come to their 
reſcue, 


— 
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reſcue, throwing away their Weapons, ran,away, leaving their - Book ,, 
Tents, Proviſions of War, and ſome Trealure behind them. 
Sir Fohn Moumtgonery and Sir fobn Faftolf take' ſeveral Caſtles, 

and the Earl of Salisbury forces above 40 more to ſurrender. 

At which time, an unkind variance fell out between the Ne. Poue bay 
phew and the Uncle, the Lord ProteGtor and the Biſhop of Win. 
cheſter, which the Regent came purpolely from France to appeaſe, 
and in Parliament performed; for joy whereof, the young King 
making a great Feaſt, and being firſt Koighted bimſelf by the 
Regent, not yet aged four years, honoured ſeveral others there. 
with, and created Richard Plantagenet, Duke of York, and Fobn 
Mowbray, Duke of Norfolk. | | 

All things thus peaceably ſerled in England, the Regent with 
his Uncle the Biſhop of Wincheſter return into Frazce ; where, 
by mediation of the Duke of Burgundy, the Duke of Alenſor is 
ranſomed for 200000 Crowns, and the Biſhop returning for Exg- 
land, is at Calais inveſted with the Hat of a. Cardinal, which the 
Regent firſt put upon his Head. Humphrey Duke of GloceSter 
the ProteQor, blemiſheth much his reputation, by matrying Ja 
queline Ducheſs of Heynalt, another mans Wife, who had been 
eſpouſed to the Duke of Brabant, and lived with him 1 o Months, 
And now in France, the Earl of Warwick and Lord Scales ſlay 
many hundreds of the French. Sir, Fobn Faſtolf likewiſe beſiegiog 
the ſtrong Town of Grav1ile, had Pledges given him, that if with- 
in 12 days relief came not, the place ſhould be ſurrendred ; where- 
of the Befieged failing, had their Pledges hanged under the Walls 
of the Caſtle. The Town of Maxnts, by conſpiracy of the 
Clergy and ſome Citizens was at midnight (the guard of Eng- 
liſb ſlain) ſer open to the Marſhal of | France; who entring the 
Town with 500 Men : whilſt they pillaged the houſes, and re- 
joyced at the ſurprize, were by the Earl of Suffolk and Lord Tal- 
bot from the Caſtle, ſurprized themſelves, 400 of them ſlain,and 
the reſt taken ; 3o Citizens, 15 Fryers,20 Prieſts,all Conſpirators, 
condemned and executed. 

Whilſt things thus proſpered in France, Thomas Duke of Ex- 
ceter dies in Englazd, whole Office of Guardian to the young King 
i5 ſupplyed by the Earl of Warwick, and his Place in France, by 
Tho. Mountague Earl of Salisbury ; who befieging Orleance,won the 
great Fort, where, looking out ofa Window upon the Town, was a” 
unfortunately wounded with a great ſhot by a ſplinter,in his head, pu rs 
whereof within eight dayes he died, and with him, much of the *** 
Engliſh good Fortune in France: for though by the Lord Talbot and 
Sir Fobn F aftolf,, many notable ſervices were performed at that 
place, yet the fiege at laſt was forced to withdraw ; befides this, 
the Tawn of Farjeux is taken by the Duke of Alenſor, andin it, 
the Earl of Suffolk; to ſecond which diſaſter, the Lords Talbot, 
Scales, and Hungerford, going to fortifie Mex, were ſet upon 
by the Duke of Alenſon, and Arthur Duke of Britain with 2 3900 
Men ; where, valiantly fighting,but opprefied with multitude,chey

Salisbury thus (lain, and Talbot taken, whoſe very natties were 


often approved ſufficient ro- overthrow great Armies of the 
French, did, as needs it muſt, create a great ferocity in them, as 
in the Engliſh the contrary : yetche Duke of Bedford the Regent, 
to'ler them ſee that all rhe Engliſh Conrage remained nor only in 
thoſe two heroick Men, with 10000 Engliſh and ſome Normans 
ſets forth from Paris, and bids defiance to the French Kiog to join 
Bactel if he durſt; bur all would not provoke him to it; where- 
fore marching towards him with what ſpeed he could make, King 
Charles as faſt fled away, whom the Regent as vigorouſly purſaed 
from place to place; yet afraid of being drawn too far from Pa- 
ris, not without great cauſe, doubting their fidelicy there; ſince 
the French King could by no means be gotren to fighr, he rerurn- 
ed thither. 

King Henry V I. having not yet arrived to the eighth year of his 
age, is upon the fixth day of Nowember, An. 1429. with great 
ſolemnicy Crowned at Weftarinfter, by Henry Chichley Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, where he created 36 Knights of the Bath. 

About which time,inFr ance, began that won Viragothe Puſelle 
a Orleance to appear, taking upon her to be one ſent from God for 
the expulfion of the Engliſh trom thence;and by ſubril Stratagems, 
obtain'd that many Towns in C4mpaigne were ſarrendred to the 
French King ; who, now, in the Regent's abſence , drew all his 
Forces to Paris,which he ftercely afſaulted,but was as ſtrongly re- 
pulſed, and forced to quit the place, leaving all his ſlain and maini- 
ed Soldiers behind him. Afrer which, ſome ſervices ate perfor- 
med by the Earl of S»ffolk and Sir Thomas Kyrriel on the Eng- 
liſh part, and by the Baſtard of Orleance fot the French, till, at 
laſt, the Puſelle, by Sir John of Luizemberge was taken, and by 
the Regent ſent to Roan, where ſhe was burnt for a Witch. And 
now the Regent, to advance the intereſt of young King Henry, 
his Nephew, ſends for him to come to Paris; into which City, 
he was ſolemnly received on the 17th of November, 1431. and 
magnificently Crowned King of France, in the Church of Neftre 
Dame, by his great Uncle Henry Cardinal of St Enſebizs ; and 
had Homage, and Fealty ſworn unto him, by all the French No- 
bility chere preſent; the places adjacent following the example 
of Paris did thelike. After whoſe Coronation,there grew much 
divifion between the two Nations; but after many Councils cal- 
led, and all things agreed, the King returns into England. 

Bur now began the Engliſh Fortane in France utterly to ſink 
down, wounded by a fatal difſention,falling out betwixt the Dukes 
of Burgundy and Bedford the Regent; whereupon,the firſt wr 
to the French, and the other, in the height of all his yaliant ASs, 
dying at Paris, had his place of Regency fupplyed wich no Tels 
contention, berween the Dakes of Somerſet and Tork, the firſt Je- 
firing, but the latter obraining ir 3 which bred {6 much envy in

Which alſo,cven in Normandy had been done, had not the Lord 
Talbot awed them with the ſlaughter of 5000. of thoſe thatin- 
clined to a defe&ion, whilſt in Picardy and all other parts of France, 
Bribery was ſo common, that it grew a7 rade, and atlaſt,a Town 
or Caſtle yielded but very little Mongy to the Betrayer, notwith- 
ſtanding the ſeverity uſed by the Lord Talbot: to allTuch- whom 
he could take and find guilty. The Earl of Mortaign, lon of Ed- 
mond Duke of Somerſet, with 200 Archers, and 300 Spears being 
« ſent him; and afterwards Sir Richard Woodwile, Sir William Cham- 
berlaine, and William Peto, with more force, to ſtop the current of 
corruption. 
The Engliſh now having their hands full of employment only 
in keeping what.they had, and regaining ſomewhat of thole great 
loſſes which by treachery they had ſuſtained, and with the expence 
of much blood purchaſed. Ponthois had the fortune indeed to be ta- 
&nns 143%. ken by a ſtratagem ofthe Lord Cliffor& without blood of the Engliſh, 
but is ſeconded with a greater mistortune by the death of Richard 
Beauchamp, Earl of Warwickat Roan. After which,a Treaty of Peace 
at Calais procured by the Ducheſs of Burgundy, produced no other 
effe& than the releaſement of the Duke of Orleance for 300000 
Crowns (of the-Duke of Burgundys Mony) who had been Priſoner ;«, 
in England 25 years:much to the diffarisfaQtion of the Duke of Glo- 5,5" 
ceſter, who not only proteſted againſt his enlargement, but cauſed 
his reaſons to be Regiſtred on Record, that they might remain 
for a Teſtimony and diſcharge of his duty in that behalf. 
Thus long, though poſlefled of much, yer with liccle benefic 
im France, andevery day looſing twice more than is gained. In 
England, a more unnatural diſcord is fomented between the Car- 
dinal and the Duke of Glocefter; the Duke accuſing the Cardi- 
nal with affeQing Preheminency, contempt of Laws, and dero- 

_ gation of the Kings Prerogative. And he again, finding nothing 
wherewithal direRly -ro accuſe the Duke , finds enough againſt * 
the Ducheſs Eleanor his ſecond Wife, how that by Magick, ſhe 
had endeavoured the Kings death, for which ſhe was doomed to 
perpetual baniſhment in the Iſle of Man, and her Complices con- 
demned to death, and ſome of them exeruted. 

A Marriage is propoſed between King Henry and the Earl of 

. Armignacks daughter, with whom her Father offers the poſſeſſion 

| of all ſuch Towns and Caſtles as were by him kept in Aquitaine, 
tormerly tothe Kings of England belonging, with a large Sum of 
Money ; which to prevent, the King of France ſends the Dauphin 
with a great Army, who not only cook the 'Eart himſelf, and bis 
(00, with his two daughters, but moſt of his Countrey ; where- 
by that Match became wholly ſuſpended. |

by diſſolving the Parliament he ſet Somerſet at liberty again, and 
conſtituted him Captain of Calais and Gniſnes, the only remain- 
der now left in France; upon this, Tork,. with a ſtrong party , 
marcheth towards London, and at St Albans, the King, with the 
Dukes of Somerſet and Buckingham and others, and an Army of 
Booo Men, meets him, where (the'2a of May, An. 33 H. 6. 
1455.) both Armies joining Battel; . on the Kings party were 
ſlain Edwrond Duke of Somerſet, Henry Earl of Northumberland, 
Humphrey Earl Stafford, and Thomas Lord Clifford ,- and abour 
5 000 others, the King ſhot in the Neck with an Arrow, Humphrey 
Duke of Buckingham, and Thomas Lard Scales in the Faces, Henry 
Beaufort Earl of Dorſet ſo wounded, that in a Cart he was forced 
to be carried away. The: whole Army thus defeated, the King 
fled to a poor houſe near hand; whereof the. Dake of Tork ha- 
ving notice, with the Earls of Salisbury and Warwick , the Fa- 
ther and Son, came to- him on their knees , humbly craving his 
Royal Pardon; declaring, now fince the common:Enemy ' was 
dead, they had no more to require : whereuntothe King affrighr- 
ed, anſwered,Let there be no more killing, and I'll dowhat you'l bave 
ze. Whereupon: the Duke inthe Kings name, .commanding a 
Ceſiation of Hoſtility ; King Henry'is conveighed to London ; and 
on the gth of Fuly, An. 1457. A Parliamentis called at Weſt- 
minſter, wherein Richard Duke of York is made ProteRtor of the 
Kings Perſon, Richard Newil Earl of; Salisbyry Lord Chancellor, 
and Richard Newil Earl of Warwick ,- Captain of Calais. 

But theſe proceedings not at all pleafing ro Queen Margaret, ſhe 
labours, with the Lords of her party,' that the King take again the 
power into his own hands; Salisbaryto be diſplaced, and ſummo- 
ned with Tork and Warwick to appear before the Council Table 
at Greenwich ;. which Summons the Lords diſobeyed;; affirming, 
thatno power could call them to account: whereupon the Queen 
ſeeking to accompliſh that by policy which ſhe could not obtain by 
torce,adviſcth the King for his healths ſake- to make a progreſsints 
IWarwickſbire, and from thence invites the Triumwiri of Richards, 
by kind Letters to meet her at Coventry, intending to ſurprize 
them. . But kete again they failed her expeRation;; the Duke. $o- 
ing to his Caſtle. of Wigmore , the Earl: of Selighiory! to Middle:

Calais. 

The King not knowing of this Plot of the Queen againſt the 
Duke of York, and his Friends, returns to London, where calling 
a Council ofhiml(elt he propoſeth an accommodation between all 
Parties; which, by Mediation. of the Reverend Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, is agreed on; and ratified under the Great Seal ; for 
which, a Solemn Proceſſion was made at St Pauls, in March An. 
36 H. 6. at which the King was preſent, with his Crown on his 
head; before him went Henry Beaufort Duke of Somerſet, and 
Richard Newil Earl of Salisbury, hand in hand; fſolikewile Jobn 
Holand Duke of Exceter, and Richard Newil Earl of Wawick, 
and ſo one Competitor with another: After the King, followed 
the Queen, led by the Duke of York, with ſhew of a perteQ reconci- 
liation ; but on all ſides difſembledzas afterwards appears upon this 
{mall occafion, A Servant of the Earl of Warwick falling out 
with a Courtier, wounded him ; whereupon, the Earl as he came 
from the Council, is ſet upon by the Kings Servants; where 
Warwick defending himſelf, hurt ſome more of them,and by W as 
ter eſcaped into London, from whence the Queen commanded him 
to be {entto the Tower; which he foreſceing, fled into Torkſbire, 
where he acquaints the Duke of Tork and his Father the Earl of 
Salisbury with the Queens malice againſt them ; adviſing them 
toſtand upon their guard, whilſt himſelf (being Admiral ) haſtes 
to Calais, - taking all the Kings Snips which he could get in 
a readineſs;and in his paſſage, makes Prize of two Spaniſh Carricks, 
which upon their unlading at Calais, he found to be worth 1 0000 
ponnds. 

In the mean time, Salisbury with 5000 Men marcheth through 
Lancaſhire towards the King, to inform .him of thole indignicies 
the Queen had put upon his ſon ;. whereof che Queen having 
notice, ſent Fames Touchet Lord Audley, with a force raiſed in 
Cheſhire and Shropſbire to intercept him ; which upon Blore Heath, 


near Mackelton endeayouring to do, he is there ſlain with 2400 of 9 2458: 


his company. | 

This done, Tork no longer concealing his defign, with Salif- 
bury takes the. Field to whom, from Calais repairs Warwick, bring» 
ing with him” moſt of the Forces there, with two eminent Sol- 
diers, Fohn Blount and Andrew Trollop ;. the King likewiſe with 
the Dukes of Somerſet and Exceter draws to Worceſter; from 
whence, the Biſhop of Salizbury is ſent to the Torkifts, with a 
general Pardon to all that would {ubmic; -who returned this An. 
{wer, That the Kings Indempnity ſignified little, ſo long as the Queens 
predominant Power in all things ſo overſwayed him: whereupon 
the ſame being again offered ro all that would come into the King, 
Trollop was the firſt that acceptedit; from whom, all the Duke 
of Torks deſigns are diſcovered ; which ſo-much diſcouraged the 
Dake, that with his youngeſt ſon Edmond Earl of Rutland he 
fliesinto Ireland ; Edward Earl of March his eldeſt ſon, with che 
FE fff Earls 
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Lentsfiri> Earls of Salisbury and Warwickinto the County of Devon ; where, Book , 
ans. by means of one Fobn Dyabam an Eſquire, they all got ſhipping — 

and fled to Calais. 

Thus was Henry once more abſolute King, and Somerſet made 
Captain of Calais, whereof being ſent to take poſleſſion, he 1; 
ſhor at from the Riſebank, and forced to retire ; upon which, 
the Queen giving order that the Kings Ships then lying at Sand- 
wich, ſhould be made ready, they are boarded by the ſaid Dyn- 
ham, and brought to Calazs, together with Richard Woodwile Earl 
Kiyers, their intended Admiral ; from whence Salzsbury (ets fail 
for Ireland, and after ſome conſultation with the Duke of Tork , 
returns again, the Kings Admiral the Duke of Exceter not da- 
ring to intercept him, 

Warwick, though oppoſed by Sir Simon Monford {whom he 
took Priſoner) lands at Sandwich, and ranſacks it ; and upon his 
return, hearing of the good inclinations the Kentiſh Men had to 
him, landed there again; and by the acceſſion of the Lord Cob-

ſtood upon their guard, denied nor only their entrance, bur the 
Commons rifing at Cripple Gate, ſtop'd the Proviſions which the 
Lord Mayor was then ſending to the King," when faddenly news 
was brought them that Edward Earl of March, with Richard 
Newil Earl of (Warwick, who having gathered his ſcattered Troops 
together, and joined with him)) were now not far off, and coming 
ro them, which gave them encouragement to ſtand out with more 
vigour ; till on the 20th day of February, with great joy they 
received them into the City, where, on the ſecond day of March, 
Warwick, muſtering his Army in St Fobns Field, caſting his Men 
into a Ring about him, read the agreement of the laſt Parliament; 
demanding whether they would have King Henry to Reign ſtill, ro 
which they all anſwered No, No, Then being asked it Edward 
Earl of March, eldeſt fon of Richard Duke of York, ſhould be 
their King, they all with a greater clamour cryed Tea, Tea. Where- 
of word being brought to the Earl of March at Baynards Caftle; 
he ſeemed to refuſe the charge, till perſwaded by the _—_—

Lanceftri> ſhop of Canterbury, and the Biſhops of London and Exceter he ook, 
_ accepted it ; and the next morning went 1n Proceſſion to St Pauls, "IM 
and Offering there, after Te Dexm was lung, proceeded in preat 
State to Weſtminſter , and in the great Hall, was placed in the 
Kings Scat, with St Edwards Scepter in his Hand, receiving the 
Homage of the Nobility, and Voices ot the People there pre. 
ſent. From whence he removed to the Abbey with the ſame (o- 
lemnity, and ſeated himſelf on the Throne there, whilſt the Az. 
theme was performed ; after which, having Offcred at St Edwards 
Shrine, he returned again by Water to St Pauls, lodged in the 
Biſhops Palace, and on the 4th of March was Proclaimed 
King. 
And thus ended the Reign of this religious and -cafie Prince 
Henry V I. (a perfe& Embleme of the inſtability of Fortune ) ha» 
ving continued 38 years, 6 months, and 4 dayes , although his 
lite endured 12 years longer ; in which time, he was by his grand 
Enemy Richard Newil Earl of Warwick, called Make-king, reſto- 
red to the Crown of England; who dying in his quarrel at Bar- 
net Field, left him to be again depoled by King Edward 1 V. 
and impriſoned in the Tower of London. In which place (at 
his Devotion) he was cruelly murthered by Richard Duke of 
Glocefter, King Edwards Brother, upon the21 day of May 1472.

King Henry's Corps, the day after his death, was brought to 
St Paul's Church, in an open Coffin, bare-faced, where he bled, 
thence carried to the Black Fryers, where he alſo bled ; fromthence 
in a Boat to Cherſey Abbey, without Prieſt or Clerk, Torch or 
Taper, and there buried ; but afterward, by the appointment of 
King Edward TV. was removed to Windſor Caſtle, and there In- 
terred, 1n St Georges Chappel, undera fair Monument, of which 
there are at preſent no remains. The Arch on the South: fide 
of the Chappel (between the Choire and the Altar) under which 
he was depoſited , is gile and painted with the ſeveral Deviles 
of this King, on the Key-ſtone of which, are carved his Royal 
Arms, Enfigned with a Crown, and ſupported by two Antilopes, 
collered and chained together. In the South- window of which 
Arch, was pencilled the Hiſtory of his Life in coloured Glaſs;

tion, who now not having London his friend, encamps upon Brent 
Heath in Kent; and- King Henry pitches his Pavilion on Black, 
Heath ; but inſtead of blows, by the mediation of friends 
ſent betwixt the two Camps,a reconciliationis made ; whereupon 
the Duke pretends Loyalty, and the eafie King embraces him as 
his loving Subje& ; apon thiscapitulation, to fatisfie Tork,, Somrer- 
ſet is confined Priloner to hisown Houſe, and York is to disband 
bis Army 3 which being done, York exhibits a great complaint 
againſt the pride and avarice of the Dake of Somerſet, and. Somer- 
ſet face to face boldly accufeth che Duke of York of High Trea- 
lon, as having conſpired to depoſe the King, and take upon him 
the Soveraignty, vehemently urging that York might be commir- 
. tedandarraigned, that by his deſerved death, and the difinabling 
of his Sons, Civil War might be extinguiſhed ; finally praying thac

Ambuſcadoes, -they on both (ides broke out upon him, and flew 
him, with 3000 of his Soldiers: the reſt fled, Salisbury is taken 
Priſoner, and harmleſs Rutland, York's younger ſon (who came 
thither onely to ſee faſhions) not aged 12 years, 1s made a facri- 
fice ro his Fathers tranſgreſſion. Thus died Richard Duke of York, 
on the laſt day of December, 1 460. 1n the proſecution of a Gol- 
den Diademe (by Fate ordained for his ſon, the revenger of his 
death) whoſe Head crowned onely with a Paper one, is preſen- 
red to Queen Margaret, who makes her (elf merry with that gaſtly 
and bloody ſpeQacle, of whom it. was ſaid by the beforementi- 
oned Duke of Somerſet,his greateſt Antagoniſt, That if he had not 
tearned co play the King by his Regency in France, he had never 
forgot to obey as a Subject, when he returned into England. Salis- 
bury's Head alſo in cold blood being leparated from hisBody,is with 
the Dukes and others ſet upon Poles,and placedon the walls of York 
- Theſe Heads were taken down by King Edward his ſon, imme- 
diately after his great Vidtory at Towtor, and the Duke his Fa- 
thers Head buried with his Trunck, and the Corps of his ſon Ed- 
mond Earl of. Rutland at Ponfra& ; from whence their Bones by 
the ſaid Kings command, were with great ſolemnity afterwards re- 
moved and interred at Fotheringbay. In order to which, upon 
the 22 of Fuly, 1466. the ſaid Bones were put into a Chariot, 
covered with black Velver, richly wrapped in Cloath of Gold and 
Royal Habit ; at whole feer ſtood a white Ange], bearing a Crown 
of Gold, to ſignifie, that of right he was King. The Chariot had 
ſeven Horles, trapped to the ground, and covered with black , 
charged with Eicocheons of the ſaid Princes Arms ; every Horſe 
carried a Man, and upomn\ the foremoſt rode Sir Fobn Skipwith , 

who bore the Princes Banner diſplayed. The Biſhops and Ab- 

bors went twoor three Miles before, to-prepare the Churches for 
the reception of the Prince, in Pontificalibus. Richard Duke of 

Glocefler followed next after the Corps, accompanied with a num- 

ber of. Nobles, che Officers of Arms being alſo preſent. In this

reform what'was needful both atBench and Bar: ordering likewiſe 
the Officers of is Exchequer to moderate their Fees, and to be 
more intentive to the benefit of the Subje&, than their own 
unjuſt gain. 

And now, being about 23 years of age, King Edward is ad- 
viſed by his Coun to take a Wife, for the preſervation of his 
Poſterity ; for which, after ſeveral proffers, no place was thought 
ſo convenient to match in, as France, nor no Lady for all perſonal 
qualities, and many reaſons of State ſo fir as the Lady Bona, 
daughter to Lewis Duke of Savoye, filter tothe preſent Queen of 
France, and now reſiding in the French Court.

This Queen Elizabeth,the daughter of Sir Richard WidewileKer. 
afterwards created Earl Rivers (by his Wife Faquetta Ducheſs of 
of Bedford, the Relit of Fobn Duke of Bedford, and daughter of 
Peter of Luxemburg Earl of St. Paul) was King Edward's Wife 
18 years, 11 months, and gdayes, not more fortunate in atrain- 
ing to the height of worldly honour than unhappy in the murther 
of her two ſons, and lols of her own liberty : for in the begin- 
ning of her Husbands Reign, ſhe was forced to take ſanuary ar 
Weſtminſter, where her firſt fon Prince Edward was born ; and 
at his death did the like for tear of the ProteQor Richard Duke of 
GloceSter.

Thus were theſe ſeveral Coats 
Marſhalled for the bonour of this Queen, t6 ſhew the illuſtrious Nobility of her Maternal D-ſcerit (and impaled in 
the Royal Eſcocheon'with thoſe of King>Fdwerd TV. who' firſtof all our Kings marricd his Subje&) in imitation of 
which many afterwards did the like ; which ſo increaſed, that of late ſome have packed near Ong hundred in one 
Shield, And this is to ſhew their right; for it was objeted againſt Richard Duke of York, when he claimed the

party hearing, turned their backs, and were to the number of 
5000 ſlain, the Earl of Pembroke himſelf, and Sir Richard Her- my 
bert his Brother, having fought bravely, were made Priſoners, 5% 
and at Banbury beheaded. Whereupon the Northamptonſbire wy 
Men, under the condu@ of Robin of Riddſdale, riſing with the 
Rebels, came to Grafton, where they ſeiz:d upon Earl Rivers 
(Father tothe Queen) with his ſon Sir Fohn Widewile ; brought 
them to Northampton, and there took off their heads ; upon

Lancafter, where, with the Lord Haſtings, raifing fome Forces he 
came to London. 

Warwick and Clarexce upon this, preparing to raiſe more For- 
 Ces,by intermediation of ſome Lords,an Interview (with Qaths of 
ſecurity 6n boch fidestaken)is agreed on,to be in Weſtminſter Hall, 

berween King Edward and his Brother Clarence, with the othet 
 Giſcontented Lords, which came to nothing ; but parting worſe 
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Duke and Earl co Warwick, which they take in their way to 
Lincolne, where Sir Robert Wells, with then Forces under his com- 
mand was appointed to meer them; whom leaving there,they de- 

art Northward to raiſe more ; duriog which time, King Edward 
{ends to the Lord Wells, rogether with his Son-in-Law Sir Thomas 
Dymock, to come before him, who fearing the worſt, took ſanQu- 
ary; but upon the Royal Word for ſafety; they appeared; 
whereupon the King commanding the Lord Wells to write to 
his (on Sir Robert to fotſake the Earls party; he did accordingly, 
but nor prevailing they were both beheaded ; whereof Sir Robert 
Wells having advice, and that King Edward in the head of a great 
Army was advanced to Stamford, he; to revenge his Fachers death, 
though he knew himſelf coo weak, adventured to give the King 
Battel, where he being taken Priſoner, loſt the day, with 10000 
men, and his head into the bargain. 

The (ad news of this defeat quickly put Warwick and the Con- 
federate Lords upon conſultations for their ſafety, who thereupon 
at Dartmouth take (tipping tor Calais, where they are denied en- 
trance by Vawchkere the chief Captain , from whence therefore 
weighing anchor for Normandy, they take in their paflage ſeveral 
rich ſhips of Burgundy, and land in France ; and being afliſted by 
that King, they not long aftet land at Dartmonth again,and march 
Northward ; whom King Edward purſuing, finding few that wil- 
lingly adhered to him, and what flocking there was from all parts 
to the Earl of Warwick, at Nettingham forſakes his Army, and 
with his Brother the Dake of/Glocefter and the Lord Haſtings 
comes to Lyn; where finding two Hollartdl Veſſels and one Eng- 
liſh, ready to ſail, they with about 700 men go on board them; 
and ſtand over for the Coaſt of Flanders. 

Upon this, the Duke of Clarence and Farl of Warwick march 
to London, and Queen Elizabeth from the Tower removes to 
ſanQuary at Weſtminſter, and is there delivered of her ſon Prince 
Edward ; when Warwick entring the Tower with Fohn Earl of 
Oxford, and Faſper Earl of Pembroke, remove King Heary (now 
nine years'a Priſoner ) to his own Lodgings; from whence, Ofo- 
ber 6, they rode in triumph with him through London to the Bi- 
ſhops Place, where he reſted till the 13th, on which day he 
went in Proceflion Crowned to St Pauls ; preſently atter which, 
a Parliament is called at Weſtminſter, wherein King Edward is de- 
clared a Ulurper, his Brother the Duke of Gloceſter a Traitor,and 
both their Inheritances confiſcated to King Henry. 

About this time Jaſper Earl of Pembroke going into Wales,

ſhips, 200 Dutch men, and 50000 Florens of Gold, by means 
of the Duke of Burgundy, lands at Rawvenſpur in Torkſbire; from 
wherice coming to Tork, and finding there cold entertainment, he 
thinks it beſt ro change his pretence, and in 1mitation of his Fa. 
ther(who in like manner no leſs than thrice forſwore himlelf )there 
took his Oath, receiving the Sacrament upon it, that he only came 
to recover his Inheritance, meaning -perhaps the Crown (as ſome 
will ay to ſave him from Perury) in every place where he came 
Proclaiming King Henry himſelf, and wearing an Eftrich Feather, 
which was Prince Edwards Livery. by this means, and there- 
tucn of the Duke of Clarence to his Loyalty, he came to Lon.

Warwick being upon his march alſo towards London, had this tie!

ty, but was ready to grant him his utmoſt aſſiſtance, ſer ont. his 
Fleet to prevent his paſſage: Notwithſtanding which, the Earl 
of Richmomd with 40 ſhips and 5009 Brittazns put to Sea; but 
his Fleet being by Tempeſt diſperſed, and himfelfJanded in 
France, is honourably received by Charles the French King, and 
aided wich good Sums of Money, returns mto Brittain, where, 
on Chriſtmas day, before the High Altar in the great Church

Koman Capitals, whereas all the Inſcriptions of the Kings of E his predeceſſors, from Kicherd IL. inclubve 
(as you may obſcrye in the circle of their Seals) were in old Letters, 

The Kings Arms, (being France and England quarterly) on each fide his Throne, upon both Seals, arc placed within 
the Garter, and Enſigned with arched Crowns: He bcing the firſt King of England that in his Seal added to his 
Shicld, the Garter and the Crown, In imitation of which Royal Example, the Knights of the Oxder, in the latter 
end of his Reign, cauſed their Eſcocheons on their Stalls at Windſor, to be encompaſſed with the Garter ; and thoſe 
that were Dukes, Marquiſſes, or Earls, ha4 their Coronets placed upon their Shields, which hath been ſo prafiſed 
ever ſince, And whercas all the precedent Kings of England, from King Edward 1, had the Enfgns of their King- 
doms repreſented on the -Capariſons of their Horſes in their counter-Scals: this King diſcontinued the fame , and 
in place thereof, cauſed his Capariſons to be embroidercd, on the _— ——_— ſmall Flowers 42 Lize placed in Net- 
Work; and on the nether part, with large Roſes and Branches embolſed , the edge thereof being garniſhed with 
a deep Fringg, Both before and behind the Kings Horſe, within the Circle , are placed ſeveral Ovals, alternately 
charged with Roſes and Flowers de Lize : afid und-rneath the Horſe is a Greybound current, with a Collar 
_ - Neck ; which this King did uſe, td ſhew his deſcent, by his Mother Queen Elizabeth from the Royal 
Houſe of Tork 

The like Greyhounds are thus placed in the Seals of our ſucceeding Monarchs, Edward VI. King James, King 
Charles T1. and his preſent Majeſty King Charles IT.

Lord Chancellor, and divers other Lords and Judges, being there 


' in Commiſſion; one eſpecial Article, among others, wherewith he 


was charged, was, for quartering certain Arms which belonged to 
the King and the Prince ; which the Earl juſtifying, that they a 
pertained to his Anceſtors, as by proof of the Heralds he could 
make appear, was nevertheleſs by a common Jury (as not being 
a Peer of the Realm) found guilty, and on the 19th of the ſame 
month beheaded on Tower-hill ; when the King himſelf being ſen- 
ſible of the approaches of death, cauſed the great and fair Church 
of the Grey Fryers London, lately ſuppreſled, to be opened, and 
made a Pariſh Church,giviog the Revenues thereof to the City of 
London, towards the relief of their poor, endowing the ſame wich 
500 Marks yearly of Lands for ever, to maintain Gods Divine 
Service, and the ſaid Churches reparation. - Immediately after 
which, King Henry made hisWill, wherein, however Titles had been 
diſabled in Parliament, he ordained his three Children to ſucceed 
each other, for want of other Iſſue ; 1000 Marks he command- 
ed to be given to the poor, and to 12 poor Knights at Windſor 
each of them 12 pence a day for ever, every year a Gown of 
white Cloth, the Garter embroidered upon the Breaſt, wherein 
was placed the Croſs of St George, and a Mantle of red Cloth 
to be worn thereupon, ordaining for his Execators, in the mino- 
rity of Prince Edward, 16 perſons. He alſo gave competent 
maintenance, for life, to ſuch as were expulled the Monaſteries, 
commanding his ſon Edward ſhould be caretully brought up in 
the Catholick Faich. Bat he that made ſo many Wills void, had 
his own broken in every-particular. He had alſo inſtituted fſeve- 
ral Profeſſors in each Univerſity ; pat down the Stews in Soxth- 
wark; built the Tower of - 45A oy as alſo his Manſion houſe 
of St Fames's,- where he, made a fir Park. 

Thos languiſhing under a Fever and an ulcerated Leg, King 
Henry VIII. (in great penitency for his fins) deceaſed at his Pa- 
lace of Weſtminſter, upon the 28th day of Fanuary, An. 1546.

and five days; and lived fifty five 'years, five months, and as ma- 
ny days. bo! 

His Body remaining privately in his Chamber, was there cered 
and put into a Coffin of Lead, while a ſumptuous Herſe of Virgins 
Wax was prepared within the Chappel at Whiteball, with fix 
goodly Pillars, weighing by eſtimation 2000 pound ; under which 
Herſe, was a Canopy of rich Cloth of Gold , whoſe Vallence 
were half Gold and half black Silk, into which the Corps was 
conveyed, covered with a Pall of Cloth of Tiſſue, an Altar be- 
ing ere&ed at the Eaſt-end, richly adorned with black Velyet,and 
Eicocheonsof the Kings Arms. ' The Herſe was railed aboat with 
Timber covered with black Cloth, with which the Chappel , 
Cloiſter,Hall, and Chamber were likewiſe Hang, Within the Rail 
were Seats for the rwelve Lords Mourners to kneel or fit;and here 
the Corps remained fromthe 2d of February to the 14th, _

On the 14th of February about ten in the morning, the Kings 
Body ſer forward towards Windſor, in a ſtately Chariot, his Efi- 
gjes lying upon the Coffin, with the true Imperial Crown on the 
Head, ' and under it a night Cap of black Satin, ſer full of pre- 
tious'Stones, and apparalled with Robes of crimſon Velvet, fur- 
red with 'Minever, poudred with Ermine, the Collar of the Gar- 
ter, with the Order of Sc George abont the Neck, a crimſon Sat- 
ten Doublee embroidered with Gold, two Bracelets of Gold 
abour the Wriſts, ſet with Stones and Pearl, a fair *Armouring 
Sword by the (ide, the Scepter in the right Hand, and the Ball in 
the left, a pair of ſcarler Hoſe, crimſon Velvet Shoes, Gloves on 
the Hands, and ſeveral Diamond Rings on the Fingers, drawn 
by <ight great Horſes, trapped with black, adorned with Eſco- 
chevns, and a Shafferen on their Heads, on each of which rode a 
Child of Honor, carrying a Bannerol] of the Kings Arms. 
Thus with an exceeding great Train of four Miles in length, 
the Body was conducted to Syon, where it was received at the 
Church door, by the Biſhops of London, Briftol, and Gloceſter, 
who performed mP chac nighr and next morning; the Corps 
being brought into the Church, was placed in a Hefſe hke char 
at'Whitehait, but the Effigies was conveyed into the Veſtry. 

The next morning, about fix of the Clock, after the third 
ſoutid of the Trumpets (the whole company, the Marquis Dorſet 
being chief Monrner) proceeded for Windſor, and bronghe the 
Corps to the Caſtle Colledge-gate about one of the Clock, from 
which place-to rhe Weſt door of the Charch, a large way was 
railed in on both fides, and hanged wich black Cloth and Eſco- 
chedns, the Church and Quire being likewiſe hanged round with 
black. The Biſhops of Wincheſter, London, and Ely in their Pontifi- 
ealibas, with che *Sub-dean of the Kings Chappel, and all the Sing- 
ing Men of the ſame, and the Dean of Windſor, with all the 
Canons, and- their whole Quire, received the Corps at the fort- 
{aid place 3 whence, after cenfing and ſuch like ceremonies, it was 
carried into 'the Church, the' Singing Men of the Kings Chappel 
on the right'Hand, and they of Windſor on the left preceding it: 
Thus the Effigres was firſt conveyed into the Quire by divers 
Knights and Genclemen, and then the Coffin, by ſixteen Yeo« 
men, with black Staves in their Hands, was brought into a Herſe, 
made in the mid'ſt of the Quire , under which was provided a 
Soodly Vault to bury the Corps in, over which was laid a Grate, 
Whereon ſtood the ſaid Herſe with the Coffin and PiQure; this 
Heeſe was like that ar Whitehall, only it conſiſted of thirteen grear 
Pillats; and'weiphed by eſtimation 4000 pound, having abour ic 
tle-rwelveBinners of Defcents; thus the uſual ceremonies being 
performed; the Body remained there chat night.

before by ſix Knights into the Veſtry) after which fixteen'ſtrong 
Yeomen of the Guard took the Coffin, and with ive ſtrong Lin» 
nen Towels, which they bad for their Fees, Jet it into the Vault(near 
unto the Body of Queen Fane Seymour his third Wite) the Grate 
being firſt taken away 3 then the Lord Chamberlain, the Lord 
Great Maſter, Mr. Treaſurer, Mr. Comptroller, and the Serjeanc 
Porter, breaking their white Staves pon their Heads in three 
parts, as did likewiſe all the Gentlemen Uſhers, threw them into 
the Grave, when Garter, afliſted by the Biſhops of Canterbury and 
Durham, declared the State and the Name of the moſt Godly 
Prince their Maſter, King Edward V I. Thus the Funerals end- 
ing, the Trumpets ſounded in the rood Loft, and the Company 
departed. 

In a Chappel Eaſtward to that of his Interment, was begun 
for this King (by Cardinal Wolſey) a moſt coſtly and ſtately 
Tomb of Copper gilt, but never finiſhed ; in the Incloſures 
of whoſe Grates were curiouſly caſt his ſeveral Titles : with what 
charge and magnificence this Monument was intended, is mani- 
feſted by a Manuſcript taken from the true model thereot,received 
from the hands of that induſtrious Herald Nicholas Charles Lan- 
caſter, and recited at large by Mr. Fohn Speed, in his Hiſtory of 
Great Britain, p. 1037 & 1038. to which'I refer my Reader. 
It was to contain in breadth twenty foot upon the Pavement, 
and co be twenty eight foot high, which with the ſeveral Pillars, 
were to be of Oriental Stones, the Capitals and Bales Coppergilt;

Soon after this, two other InſurreQions broke out, the firſt in 
Norfolk, headed by one Robert: Ket,a Tanner of Wimondbam,who

Henry, with the Earl of Huntington, and others, to the Tower,

Whereupon Queen Mary removing from her ſaid Caſtle of 
Framingham, came to Wanſted in Eſſex, where her Siſter the 
Lady Elizabeth, with a Train of 1000 Horſe, met her, on her 
journy towards London, through which the 3d of AugnF , ſhe 
rode in great State to the Tower, where ſhe releaſed Thomas Duke 
of Norfolk, Edward Lord Courtney, Stephen Gardiner, late Biſhop 
of Wincbeſter,. and the Ducheſs of Somerſet, Priſoners there on 
her account, reſtoring Courtney to his Marquiſate of Exeter , and 
Gardiner to his Biſhoprick, whom ſhe likewiſe made Lord Chan- 
cellor. The next day Edmond Bonner was remitted from the 
Marſbalſey, and Cuthbert Tun$tal, from the Kings Bench ; the 
firſt reſtored ro his See of Londox, the other to that of Durham; 
and (hortly after the reſt of the Popiſh Biſhops and Clergy were 
inveſted alſo, | | 

Shortly after which, viz. the 18th of Augnft, the Duke of 
Northumberland, with his Son the Earl of Warwick , and William 
Parre Marquis of Northampton , "were arreigned at Weſtminſter 
Hall, before Thomas Duke of Norfolk, as High Steward of Eng- 
land ; where confeſſing the Inditment, Sentence of Death was 
paſt upon them, as likewiſe on (everal others the day after; and 
the 22d of Anguft, the Duke declaring himſelf a Catholick, was 
beheaded on Tower-bill accordingly.

and Henry, were the 3d of Nowember following, arreigned and 
condemned at the Guildhall ; the 3oth of which Month, was per- jr corona 
formed the Queens Coronation at Weſtminſter, by Stephen Gardi- fon. 
ner Biſhop of WincheSter, after this manner : ws 

The Queen riding in her Chariot, through the City of London, 
was preceded by a great number of Gentlemen, Knights, DoQtors, 

Judges, Biſhops, and Lords on Horſeback ; next, thoſe of the 
Council, and Knights of the Bath in their Robes ; then the Biſhop 
of Wincheſter Lord Chancellor, the Marquis of Wincheſter Lord 
Treaſurer, and the Duke of Norfotk; and after them, the Earl of 
Oxford, bearing the Sword, andthe Lord Mayor of London, with 
the Golden Scepter; after the Charior, followed another, my 
aC 
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Tedrr. fat the Lady Elizobetb and the Lady Anne of Cleve; afrer whom Book & 
——— came a great Train of Ladies on Horleback, richly attired wich 
their Horſe-trappings of Red Velvet, while a Dutchman on the 
top of St Pauls Steeple, with a Streamer in his hand, bowed his 
knee at the Queens coming by ; thus with many Pageants, great 
Preſents, and rare Shews,ſhe was attended to WWhitehall,and thence 
next day with equal ſtare to Weſtminſter, where her Coronation 
was, with the uſual Solemnities, moſt gloriouſly conſummated. 

After which, a general Pardon was proclaimed, ſome only for 
Treaſon excepted ; yet ſeveral of them admitted to compound af- 
terwards; and this was ſeconded by another for thoſe that were 
already condemned ; whereupon the Marquis of Northampton , 
and divers others in the Tower were releaſed, the Lady Fane ad- 
mitted the Liberty thereof, and aflurance given her of abſokue 
Pardor. | 

The Queen, now at the age of 37 year*, was perſuaded by 
her Council to marry, while waving two of the Candidates, viz. 
the Lord Courtney Marquis of Exceter, as being ſuſpe&ed a Lu- 
therar, and Cardinal Pole for his age, then fifty four ; the third is 
reſolved on, which was Philip Prince of Spain, fon of Charles V. 
Emperor ; when in the beginning of Fazxary, Ambaſladors hap- 
pily arrive in England on the ſame Meſſage ; whereupon the 
Match is concluded on theſe advantageous Conditions : 

Firſt, That after tbe Marriage, King Philip (bould have the Title 
of all the Queens Dominions only Conjun with my. 

Secondly, That to the Queen alone ſbould remain all Priviledges, 
Cuſtems, Offices, and Honors, to be diſpoſed of at all times, accor- 
ding to ber pleaſure, within her Domanions, whereof the King was 
to be aſſumed into the Fellowſbip of Government only. 

Thirdly, That the Queen ſhould in like manner be aſſumed into the 
ſame Fellowſbip of Government with the King throughont all bis Do- 
minions, and ſurviving him, bave a Jainture of 200000 |. per an- 
num, out of the ſame. | 

Fourthly, That their Iſſue ſbould inberit all the Low Countreys 
and Burgundy ; bis Son Charles by bis former Wife to enjoy all his 
Dominions in Italy and Spain; but be dying without Iſſue, all to 
remain to Queen Mary, and the Heirs of ber Body by King Philip 
to be begotten. 

To this effe& were the Articles concluded, which, how bene- 
ficial ſoeyer to the Kingdom, were not ſufficient to ſtay the pre- 
cipitate raſhneſs of ſome Malecontents in Religion, from drawing 
ro Rebellion, under pretence of preventing the ſubjugating of 
England to Spain, by ob{trufting the Match. The firſt. chat ap- 
peared, was Sir Thomas Wyat, with a great Army in Kezt, wherein 
Sir Hezry Tſkey, Sir George Harper, and other Gentlemen of the 
County,were engaged ; againſt whom was feat the Duke of Nor- 
folk, Sir Henry Fernegan, Sir Edward Br , and others, with a 
competent force, with.50q more, under the command of Cap- 
rain Bret, who, on his march after the Duke, averperſuaded by 
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- advice of his Soldiers, he ſurrendred himlelf to Sir Maurice Berke- 


'<d.on twenty Gibbets, io ſeveral parts of the City, Brett, at Ro+ 


the ſecret infinuations of. Sir. George Harpur , revolted to Iyat, 
obliging the-Duke to retreat towards London ; which 1o animated 
the Rebels, chat with great reſolution they advance to Southwark, 
expeAing many of the City to appear.in favor of them ; but find- 
ing the Bridge drawn up againſt them, after two, days ſtay they 
remove to KingSton, where paſſing the River,they come to Brent= 
ford, and the 3d of February to London ; whereupon the Queen 
addreſling her (elf to the City, is preſently aflifted with a confide- 
rable force 3 when Wyat advancing to Charing-Croſs, encounters 
the Lord Chamberlain,and worſts him, but coming to Ludgate,and 
finding his entrance denied,returns toward Temple Bar;zwhere being 
informed of Sir George Harpurs forſaking him, that all his men 
were defeated by Sir Thomas Bray near Knightsbridge, and that 
the Earl of Pembroke with the City Forces, was at Charing-Croſs 
coming upon him, by the perſuaſions of Clarencenx,contrary tothe

ley, who carried him to the Court, whence he was ſent to the 
Tower, as moſt of his company were to (everal Priſons. 

In the mean while the Duke of Suffolk endeavouring to raiſe 
{ome Forces in Warwickſbire, to join with Wyat, is apprehended 
by the Earl of Huntington,ſent to London,and the 1 oth of February 
committed to the Tower, where the, Lady Fane his daughter, and 
the Lord Guilford Dudley his Son-in-Law, in ſtead of their enlarge- 
ment, which before they daily expeQed,are now clapt up cloſe Pri. 
ſoners. Thus their Fathers Treaſon becomes once more a cauſe 
of theirs as well as of his own deſtruQion ;. for within two days 
after, viz, the 4 2th of February, that innocent Lady with her 
Husband, were beheaded on Tower-hill; where their Father more 
deſegvedly met-with the ſame Fate the 15th of the ſame month: 

About which-rime fifty of the more eminent Rebels were hang+ au :;;5 
chefter, Sic Henry Iſley, &c. at Maidftone, others at Sevenoke, and 
laſtly Wyat. himfclt. was the 1 1th of April, beheaded on Tower- 
hill ; all. others concerned in or ſuſpe&ed to be of the Conſpi- 
racy were pardoned by the 'Queens mercy, only the Lord Thomas 
Grey, brother to the Duke, being found aGtive in that Treaſon, 
was beheaded the 27th of that month; and the 18th of the next, 
one Mr. Williav Thomas,for conſpirivg the murther of the Queen, 
was drawn to.Tyburn, and there hanged and quartered. 

. Shortly. after which, Cranmer late Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
Ridley Biſhop of-: Rocheſter, and Latimer Biſhop of Worceſter and 
Glaceſter, were ſent from the Tower to Oxford, there to diſpute (e- 
yeral controverted points in Religion,, among which that of the 
Eucharift being chiefly infiſted on, -the Aſſembly rezeQed the 
ppinions of the late Biſhops, requiring them to recant 5 which 
om alone fubſcribing to, the other two were condemned of 
Herehe. 
.-\Huhberto theſe. diſtarbances had protracted the buſinel(s of the Arnot 154 
Queens marciage, which now in Parliament was fully concluded, 
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Tuders. with theſe Reſervations : | Firſt, That no Stranger ſhould be ad. Books. 
TT. mitted into any Publick Office. Secondly, That no Innovation © 
ſhould. be made on any of the Laws or Cuſtoms of the Kingdow.. 
Thirdly, That the Queen, without ber conſent, ſhould not at any 
time be carried out of England, nor any of ber Children, without 
conſent of ber Council, Fourthly, That if Prince Philip ſurvived 
ber, he ſhould claim no intereſt in the Kingdom, but that the Right 
and Rule thereof ſhould redound ſolely to ber Heirs. Laſtly, That 
neither Money, Plate, Jewels nor Arms, ſhould at any time by Him or 
bis Order be conweyed ont of the Nation, which in no wiſe was to be 
engaged in bis War againſt France. To all which the Queen con- 
ſenting, the Prince is ſent for over, and the 2oth of Faly land-

Te, Marr8* that Cathedral, by the Biſhop of that place, then Lord Chancellor 

1554. of England ; when immediately before the Marriage, Prince Phi. 
lip had ſent him from his Father the Emperor, a ſurrender of the 
Kingdom of Naples, which he freely gave ro Him and his Heirs. 
The Queen was given by the Marquis of Wincheſter, the Earls of 
Arundel, Derby, Bedford and Pembrokg, in the name of the whole 
Realm.

former Subſcription, was alſo burnt, baving firſt declared himſelf 
of the Reformed Religion, and puniſhing the Hand that ſubſcri- 
bed his Recantation, by thruſting ir firſt into that fire which im- 
mediately after conſumed his whole Body. The adheripg to 
which, coſt many more their lives in ſeferal places of the King-

A ſtately Herſe being prepared in the Chappel, the Corps was 
brought down, and placed therein on Saturday the 1oth of De- 
cember, the Counteſs of Lenox being chief Mourner. 

On the Tucſday following the Corps was removed and put in 

a Chariot,having thereupon the repreſentation of the Queen, and 
ſo ſolemnly.proceeded to the Abbey of Weſtminſter. The Queen 
had an embroidered Banner, Helm, and Creſt, Target, Sword,and 
Coat of Arms ; four Banners,the firſt of the Trinzty,ſecond of our 
Lady, third of St George, fourth of Mary Magdalene. The Herſe 
was drawn by five Horſes : a fair Herſe was prepared in the 
Abbey, adorned with Angels of Wax, the Valence fringed and 
adorned with Eſcocheons, and within the Garter, Dieu &» mon 
Droit. 

Garter King of Arms ſaid with a loud voice, Pray for the Soul 
of the moſt Puiſſant and Excellent Princeſs, Mary, by the Grace of 
God, late Queen of England, Spain, France, both tbe Sicilies, Jeru- 
ſalem, end Ireland, Defender of the Faith, Arch-Ducheſs of Auſtria, 
Ducheſs of Burgundy, Milan, and Brabant, Counteſs of Flanders, 
Haſpurg, and Tiroll. Afterwards Garter,afſiſted by ewo Biſhops, 
did declare the State of the Queen preſent, in'this manner , 

Moſt High, Puiſſant , and Moſt Excellent Princeſs , Eliza- 
berh, by the Grace of God, Queen of England, France, and Ireland, 
Defender of the Faith. God ſave Queen Elizabeth. The

From Woodſtock, by the ſolicitation of King Philip for her de- 
livery, ſhe was conveyed to Hampton Court, where the King and 
Queen Mary then refided, and ſhortly after diſcharged of her Jat- 
lor and kindly reſpeQted; when her Siſter Queen Mary dying, 
17 of Nowemb. 1558. this Renowned Princeſs, then at Hatfield in 
Hartfordſbire, was there firſt ſalured Queen, and the ſame day with 
great acclamations publickly proclaimed. The 23d following, 
ſhe removed to the Lord North's Houſe in the Charter Houſe, Lox= 
don, and the 28th rode through London to the Tower. The 5th of 
December. after,ſhe removed thence to SomerſetHouſe in the Strand, 
and ſhortly after to her Palace at Weſtminſter, The 12th of Fanuary 
ſhe went. back again to the Tower, and the 1 4th ſhe rode thence 
10 great State to Weſtminſter, in order to her Coronation, which 
wasthere performed the next day,being Sunday, Fanuary the 1 5th, 
with great ſolemnicy, by DoCtor Oglethorp Biſhop of Carliſle; at

he 20th of January beganthe Parliament atWeſtminſter,where- 
in were reſtored to the Crown not only the Supremacy of the 
Church; but all Tenths, Firſt-Fruits, Abbey-Lands; exc. where- 
upon ſeveral of the Reformation were recalled from beyond the 
Seas, others of the Church of Rome baniſhed, and moſt of the late 
Biſhops ſecluded;and Proteſtant ones placed in their roomes. Thus 
the Queen began to perfeQ the Reformation, which yer ſhe did gra- 
datim; for having compoſed her Council of both parties; ſhe firſt 
permitted only the Epiſtles and Goſpels,the Decalogue, Lords Prayer, 
and Creed in the Exgliſb Tongue : The 22d of March the Eucha- 
riſt was allowed in both Kinds ; the 24th of Fune the Maſs was 
aboliſhed, and the Liturgy in Exgli{þ eſtabliſhed ; in Fuly the Oath 
of Supremacy was exhibited , and in Awguft Images were re- 
moved. | 
During this time, a Treaty of Peace was held at Cambray, be- 
tween the Emperor and the French King, in which Philip ſtood 
firmly for the reſtitution of Calais ; bur underſtanding that Queen 
Elrz.abeth rezeQing his Suit of- Marriage, had eſtabliſhed the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, he defiſted ; whereupon the Queen concluded a 
Peace for herfelf Conditionally, that afcer the expiration of eighe 
years 
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years Calziz ſhould be delivered unto the Engliſb, on the forſei- tne 


rure of 500209 Crowns. | | 

King Henry LI. of France; unbappily flaio in Tilting about this 
time by the Earl of Montgomery,is ſucceeded by his Son Francis 11, 
who having married Mary Queen of Scots, now lays Claim to the 
Arms and Crown of England,but work ſufficient was found them 
in Scotland to employ their Power, a great part of the Nobility, 


' and moſt of the Commons, by the Preaching of Fobn Knox, be. 


ing now up in Arms on the. ſcore of Religion. Whom Queen 
Elizabeth finding herſelf obliged to aſſiſt, ſo ſtrengthened the 
FaQtion, that the French King ſoon ſued to England tor a Peace, 
which by Commiſſioners at Edenborourgh, was on theſe Conditi- 
ons ſpeedily granted, viz. That both King and Queen of France 
and Scotland ſbould abſolutely acquit the Arms of, and Title to the 
Crown of England ; That both French and Engliſh ſhould depart out 
of Scotland, and a Free Pardon granted to all that had been ASors 
in this Commotion. 

The French King not having Signed the Treaty before his 
death, Queen Elizabeth by her Leiger in France, required the 
periormance thereof at the hands of the Queen Dowager, and 
Charles IX. the young King, Brother of the forefaid Francis ; which 
not readily accepted, Queen Elizabeth Treats with the Lords of 
Scotland, perſuading them to a mutual League of Amity with her- 
ſelf and other Proteſtant Princes, and to declare thac their Queen 
(now a Widow )ſhould not Marry with any Foreign Prince what- 
ſoever ; whereupon Queen Mary reſolves for Scotland, and willing 
to keep her Correſpondence with Queen Elizabeth, entreats a free 
paſſage by Sea into that Country; which being denied, and ſeve- 
ral Ships ordered to intercept her, ſhe retires herſelf at Calais till 
favoured by a Miſt, ſhe ſer fail and arrived ſafe in Scotland, where 
by her preſence ſhe fo appealed her SubjeRs of all ſorts, thar be- 
iog now quiet, ſhe ſent co Queen Elizabeth, proteſting her affeQi- 
on and readineſs to enter into a perpetual League with her, if by 
AR of Parliament ſhe mighe be declared her Succeflor ; ro which 
the Queen an{wered, That for ber Amity ſhe wiſhed ber well,but as 
to ber Propoſal, ſhe was not yet weary of her life. 

It was now the fifth year of her Reign, when the Proteſtants of 
France, under the Prince of Conde, having raiſed a Rebellion in 
that Kingdom, were afliſted by Queen Elizabeth with an Army of 
6000 men commanded by Ambroſe Dudley Earl of Warwick,unto 
whom the Town of Newhawen was delivered, rowards whith the 
Prince of Conde marching, was intercepted by the Duke of Gni/e, 
and taken Priſoner ; whereupon a Peace was concluded between 
them, and the Earl of Warwick required by the French (nay cven 
by the Rebels themſelves) to redeliver the place, which at lengeh he 
did by the Queens Order. 

Hereupon Queen Elizabeth ſending into France, that Calais 
miglit be ſurrendred unto her according to the former Treaty, rc- 
ceived this anſwer, That ber Intereſt therein was forfeited by = 
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Chap. 5 late AG in defence of the Rebels. To-which the Proteſtants of France Q, Eliza- 
—— likewile agreeing, the Queer! ſent over Sir Thomas Smith, with pcm 
whom it was concluded, that for the Sum of 600000 Crowne;the 
French Hoſtages ſhould be reſtored, and 4 perfe& Peace upon re. 
ciprocal Oaths ratified, Jab 9s ets | 
The Queen having cteated Robert Dudley (Maſter of the Horſe) 
firſt, Baron of Denbigh, and then Earl of Leiceſter, propoſes him in 
Marriage to Mary Queen of Scots, promiſing upon her acceprance 
of him , ſhe ſhould be declared” her Succe(lor to the Crown ; 
but (he having refuled ſeveral great Marches, by reaſon of 
Queen Elizabeths diſapprobation, reje&ed this for. the meaneſs 
of his Quality , ſancying rather the young Lord Darnley, eldeſt 
Son to che Earl of Lexox (ac that time a long Exile with his 
Farher jn England) as being of Engliſh birth, and reputed, nexr 
her, Heir co che Crown ot: England: Them Queen Mary recalls 
into Scotland ; to which Q1cen Elizabeth after two years con- 
ſenting, they arrive at Edenborough in Febraary, and five months 
afrer ( contrary to the 1nclination of Q1cen Elizabeth , who 
to prevent it, had a little b-fore remanded both the Father and 
Son into England upon their Allegeance ) this Princely Gentlc- 
mar,then about 19 years of age was married to that Queen. 
© Þo che interim, the Parliament of Englazd requeſt her Majeſty 
to think of Marriage, accuſing her indifferency for preferyation of 
Poſterity, and declaiming againſt her Councellor Cecil, and Phi- 
ſitian Dr. Huit, as fuſpeQed to advile her to the contrary ; when 
the Queen ordering 30 of both Houſes to come before her, gave 
them lo great latistaGion 1n that particular,as never after to trouble 
her therewith. | 
The Queen of Scots after the murther of her late Husband, and amo :5«t: 
impoſed Nuptials with the Earl Bothwell, having ſuffered i 1 months 
impriſonment by: her own factious Nobility,abour this time makes 
her eſcape to Hamilton Caſtle, whither in a few days about 6000 
mea relorted unto her ; butthele being ſoon defeated by the Earl 
Murray, ſhe flies to Workzinton in Cumberland, whence addreſſing 
her (elf. ro Q1een Elizabeth for admiſſion to Court, ſhe is, inſtead 
thereof, firſt carried to Carliſle, and afterwards committed to Bol- 
ton Caſtle, under cuſtody of the Earl of Shrewsbury, while a 
Cemmiſlion was held at Tork to debate the matter between that 
Quees.apd her Lards;to which ſhe defiring the French and Spaniſb 
Amballadors might be joined, the buſine(s was abruptly broken off.

The Duke of Norfok, endeavouring about this time'a Marriage 
with the Queen of Scots,chiefly perſuaded thereunto by the Earls 
Marray and Leicefter,is ſoon commirted to the Tower,from whence 
though he got once releaſed, yer in fine it coft him his life, In 
which interim the Earls of Northumberland and Weſtmorland having 
railed a Rebellion in the North, came to Durham, where they burner 
all che Exgliſh Bibles and Books of Common- Prayer, and atter- 
ward beſieged and took Barnard Caſtle; but hearing that the Earls 
of Suſſex and Warwick, were coming againſt them, they fled inco 
Scotland, where Northumberland ſheltering himſelf a while, was at 
taſt delivered up to Murray, and after beheaded at York, 22 Ang. 
1572, while Weſtmorland conveying himſelf into Flanders, lived 
there to 2 great age,on a ſmall Penſion allowed him by the Kiog of 
Sp4in.Not long after the Earl of Marray, Regent of Scotland,meet- 
mp an untimely fare, Queen Maries friends not ſycceeding in their 
violetit attempts upon England, endeavor by fairer means witch 
Queen Elizabeth to procure her releaſe , which not prevailing , 
they have recourſe ( though in vain) to underhand praQtues , 
withall getting che Pope to iſhie out his Bull againſt her ; up- 
on which a Conference is held with the Queen of Scots abouc 
the Condictons of her releaſe; which though it leſſened the ru- 
mour of het hard uſage, yet nothing was. effefted thereby in 
favour of her; bur on the other hand, Fohn Hamilton Arch- 
biſkop of St Andrews, and: Brother ro the Duke of CaiHle He- 
rald, being bloodily aſſaſſinated in his Bedchamber, che Queen of 
Scots is thereupon Sictiarged of moſt of her Recinge, which while 
ſhe deſigns ro complain of to the Pope and French King, her Let- 
ter# in the hands of the Biſhop of Roſſe, and by him communica- 
red co the Duke of Norfolk, ate treacherouſly revealed; wheres 

the Duke is apprehended, condemned and beheaded, and 
the Biſhop ſent priſoner tothe Tower. 

Aboue ten days after the Dukes death, the Lord [2 Ware, Sir 
Ralph Sadjer, and others, were ſent co-the Queen of Scoxs to ex- 
poſtulate with her, Firſt, For having uſurped the Title of Eng- 
land.

Complaints of very hard uſage from Fohz Duke of Auftris, Go. 
vernor of the Low Countreys,lhe entered into a League wich them, 
requiring his removal by her Ambaſſador in Spaiz, when ſhortly 
after, _ made Arbitrels between them, (he ſo determined the 
marter in favour of the diſtreſſed States, that many Volunteers 
were thereupon permitred to tranſport themſelves into their ſervice, 
and ſeveral Horle and Foot received there ar her charge,out of Ger« 
many, under command of Caſſimire, Son to the EleRor Palatine. 


On the 3d of November, Sir Francis Drake returning from his 4am r540. 


famous Voyage about the World with incredible quantities of 
Gold, Silver, and Pretious Stones, the Spaniſh Ambaſiidor requt- 
red a reſtauration of the Goods as taken from their SubjeQs in the 
Indian Seas: upon which the Queen (having before ſequeſtred 
chem) repaid a great part of the ſame to Pedro Sebura,the King of 
Spains Agent; which afterwards was ungratefully employed in 
the Low Countrey Wars. 

And now more earneſtly than ever is the Match berween the 
Duke of Alanſon (now Anjor)) and Queen Elizabeth, ſollicited by 
the Queen Mother of France, in compliance co which, Delegates 
on both ſides are appointed, and Articles at laſt agreed on, much 
to the ſame purpole with thoſe of Queen Mary and King Philep, 

n which the Duke comes over,ſtays here three months, and was 
ſo kindly received by the Queen, that publickly ſhe rook off her 
Ring from her Finger, and pat ic upon his, admitting many pri- 
vate Conferences with him ; but being thwarted: by the Earl of 
Leicefter and the Court Ladies, for fear of re-introducing Popery, 
ir came to nothing. Many Tumules at this time ariſing in Scot» 
land, even to the ſurprifing the Kings Perſon, Queen Elizabeth 
ſends thither Sir Francis Walſinghaw, to adviſe the King a 
little before had refcued himftelt trom his Surpriſers) co beware of 
evil Counſellors, to preſerve the purity of Religion, and the Amity 
of both Kingdoms ; to which the young King returned a full fa- 
tisfaQory anſwer, beyond 'What could be expeRted from his 

ears, 

f Many praftifes were abaut this time diſcovered for the Queen 
of Scots Enlargement, the chief whereof was by Francis Throcks 
worton, ddeſt Son to the Chief Juſtice of Cheſter ; upon whole 
apprehenſion, ſome perſans of Note fled beyond the Sea ; others 
were commured, and-1n fine Sir Wlliam Wade is ſent to Treat 
With the Queen of Scots, from whom, chough ke received all he 
could require, yet did it not feffice, but that an aſſociation was 
entercl iro by the Farl of Leicefter, and others, for the profecu-

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© her, ſent ſo abſolute a Submiſſion to the Queen in all things but 
that of her Religion, that Queen Elizabeth was in a manner diſpo. 

But fo potent were her Adverſaties in 
England and Scotland, that they wanted not opportunities to ob. 
ruſt it, by ſuggeſting to the Queen the dangerous conſequences 
thereof, which was ſeconded with ſuch ſcandalous and contume. 
lious bellowings, from the Scotrzſb Pulpits againſt her, and other 
ſtratagems and devices, as might it poſlible drive her to ſome de- 
ſperate attempt ; but failing, Aſſaſſinates were by Leicefter ſent 
to make her away ; which they had certainly done, if Sir Drue 
Drury, and Sir Amias Paulet, ro whom ſhe was now cammitted, 
had not deteſted fo borrid a Villany. 

In this Setlion of Parliament, the aforeſaid Aſſociation was uni- 
verlally approved of ; and 'twas Enacted, that ewenty four of the 
Queens Councel and Peers of the Realm ſhould be ele&ed and au- 
thoriſed to enquire of all luch perions as ſhould attempr any evil 
againſt the Queen, lay claim to the Crown, attempt, or invade the 
Kingdom ; and that perſon, by, or tor whom the ſame ſhall cither 
be attempted or invaded,to be made incapable of the Crown, and 
liable to the Law. 

The poor diſtreſſed States of the Low Countreys being now again 
drawn into a ſad ſtraight, and negleQed by the French, more hum- 
bly than ever {ollicice Queen Elizabetbs afliſtance, who confide- 
ring the growing potency of the Spaniards, and the lamentable 
condition of thole afflited people, reſolved aQually ro rake them 
into her ProteQtion, and ro ſupply them with a i 000 Horle, and 
£000 Foot, with Pay during the War, on condition that the Forts 
ot F luſbing, Ramekin, and the Brill, ſhould be delivered up to her 
uſe; which being agreed to, the Eacl of Leicefter,as General, with 
the Earl of Eſſex, the Lprds Audley, and North, &c, with a great 
number of Volunteers, beſides the before promiſed Forces, landed 
at Fluſbing in December,'1584. where they were honourably re- 

_ ceived by Sir Philip Sidney Governor of that place; whence being 
with great magnificence conducted to the Hague by the States of 
Holland, Leiceſter is inveſted with the Titles of abſolute Governor, 

. and General of all the United Provinces; whereat Queen Ehzabeth 

ſeemed ſomewhat diſpleaſed, as being too great a preſumption in 
them to, beſtow, and jn him to accept them, without che Queens 
knowledge and conſent. 

The Peace, thus broken with Spain, the Queen, to divert that 
Kings anger further from home, immediately fits. out a Navy of 
twenty one:ſhips, for the Weſt Indies, where they ſurprized many 
Spaniſh Towns, when a Calenture ſeizing on their Men, they re- 
turned . with a very great. Booty homewards by 'Virginia, where 
Sir Walter[Raleigh had planted a Colony, from whence they now 
firſt brought Tabaco into England. | 

The Eail of Arandel having remained near a year inthe Tower, 
was [ummonedinto the Star-Chamber, where he is.charged with 
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Parſons the-Jeldite, and his endeayouring ta.departthe Kingdom ; 
for. which being convicted, he Was Fined 4 A, l. and wu, 
again toithe Tower during the- Qucens pleature, - + ip 
'\Abbue which time another Conſpiracy was: diſcavered againſi 
the Queen, for which one Bellard a Prieſt, and thirteen more were 
ed, drawn, and quartered in St Giles's Fields, Whereupor 
the>Queen of Scots, being ſuppoſed conſcious of the Treaſon,it was 
canſalted whatthould be done with her, when concluding; ro pue 
16 @xecucioo,/the Statute of 27 Eliz. made about a year ſince, by 
the procurementof Leiceſter and his Afſociation, for that very pur- 
poſe;\Commiſhoners are appointed to proceed againſt her.;, who 
after :many meetings at Fotheringhay Caſtle in Northampton« 
ſhire, in order to. her Trya), finding her to inſiſt on her inno- 
cency and exemprion as a Sovereign Princels, threarned: her 
athaſt into a compliance ; whereupon the Court being late in her 
prelence Chamber, and the charge read, ſhe replyed, Thar the 
Letters produced might be Counterfeits, the Trealons . confeſſed 
might be extorted for fear of death, motions. for the Queens de- 
ſtruction ſhe was never privy to; but for practiſing her own En- 
largement, as 2 thing juſtifiable in her, ſhe denied not, deſiring to 
be heard in Parliament before the Queen herſelf; which not being 
granred, the Cammillitaners proceed ro Senrence, which in the 
end was performed, 1 Ang. 1586. when, upon a Scaffold, pur- 
polely erected. in che great Hall of the Caſtile of Foderinghay , 
ſhe-was after nineteen years impriſonment, unhappily beheaded. 
-;/To. excule-which, Sir Robert Cary, fon to the Lord Hunſdos, - 13 
ſeat co-King, Fares, charging Davyſon the Queens Secretary, and 
her: too. credulous Councel with the Fault, proteſting the Q1eens 
icention otherwile;. | But the King denied # accel; at the firſt 
till means were found to perſuade him ro carinue Amity with 
England; However a War from Spain muſt certainly be ex- 
pected, and. therefore itis reſolved to atrack them firſt 3 whereup- 
on Sit. Frencis Diake, with others, are ordered to Sea, who ſunk, 
reok, and fired in the Harbor of Cales 100 ſhips, took 4 Forts at 
: Cape St Vincent, and performing other eminent Exploits abour 
the Weſtern Iſles,returned'with great ſpoil.

At this time a Treaty was' held between Spain and England at 
Ofteud, but nothing concluded.and the Engliſh Delegates dilmiſt, 
a-great Navy immediately appeared; before the Coaſt of England, 
fibiog in abour x 30 ſhips, aboard which 19290 Soldiers,8350 
Marigere, 2080 Gally-flaves, and 2630 great Ordnance ; to op« 
pole which, the Qnean..provides and ſets forth her Navy, undec 
. the: command of the Lord Charles Howard Admiral, Sir Francis 
Drake Vice-Admiral, Hanthgns,Forbiſber, and others 3 who ſetting 
Jail from. Plyrowb, the 21 of July bore up to them, and atcer the 
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two days after they renewed the Fight withour--any'great'damage 
to the Engliſh, and reſting the next 'day ; proleeuted' it? again 
the twenty” fifth with great reſolution , - wherein the Ejpliſh 
having the' better , became ſo encouraged ,>rhat many of the 
Nobility, as the Earls of Cumberland, Oxford, and Northune: 
berland, with others, hired ſhips at their ow# charges, to attend 
the -Admiral'; increaſing his Fleet -ro abonr 140'fail. Qn'the 
27th of July, the Spaniſh Armada came to ari'Anchor near-Ca- 
lais, when the Engliſh Admiral having the [day after converted 
eight of his worſt Ships into Fireſhipe, 'ſent them 4n the night be- 
fore rhe Wind, rowards the Spaniſh Fle-rt. who ſeeing themall on 
fire, made the beſt way they could, catang their Cables, and fly- 
ing towards Flanders, where, betore - Graveling, they were again 
encountred by the Engliſh, who aſſiſted by the Dutch, forced them 
home, after a tedious Voyage by the North ' of Scotland; whil'ſt 
her Majeſty in perſon came with a conſiderable Army to the Camp 
at Tilbury in Eſſex, to oppoſe the deſigned Invaſion of the King- 
dom, by this Inwincible ( as they called ir) Armada. 

The next year after, to revenge this Invaſion, the Queen gave 
leave to Sir Francis Drake, Sir Fohn Norr:s, and others, to under- 
take a Voyage into Spain, to endeavor the eſtabliſhment of Don 
Antonio into the Kingdom of Portugel,who ſetting forth from Ply- 
month the 5th of April, landed at Groyne in Galitia,which they took, 
and failing thence into Portugal were: metby the Earl of Eſſex, who 
Joining them, they proceeded ro Penycha,which theynallo took, and 
thence to Lisbon, where all expeQarions failing, they - were 

Anno 2591. repulſed ;-yer ſeiſing on 60 Hulks 1n their retreat laden with Corn 
and —— came and pillaged Virgo and the adjacent 
Conntrey, and fo fEturned into England. 

This year the Queen ſent the Earl of- Eſſex, with 4000 men, 
to aſſiſt the King of Nawarre, Henry of Bowrbon, a Proteſtant, in 
the gaining the Crown of France, which was left hit by the French 
King Henry TH. againſt the Duke of Guiſe, Head of the League, 
whoſe Declaration was for a Catholick King ; who landing in Nor- 
mandy, direQed his way to that King then at Noyon, where they 
concluded upon the beſieging of Roan , which was afterwards ef- 
feed : about which rime one Hacket pretending himſelf to be 
Chriſt, was executed in Cheapſide, perſiſting to the laſt in his hor- 
rid Blaſphemies. 

About this time the Lord Thomas Howard,with ſix of the Queens 
ſhips, having waited at the Azores fix months for the Spaniſh Weſt- 
India Fleet, was at laſt ſet upon by fifry _— Men of War 
Convoys to that Navy, who overpowering the Engliſh, took the 
great Ship the Revenge, commanded by the valiant Sir Richard 

Greenville, Vice-admiral 3 which Sir Walter Raleigh ſhortly after 
ſtrook ſcores with them for, intercepting a mighty Carraque of 
theirs, called the Mother of God, valued at 150001. Sterling.

_ teived his deaths wound, while Sir Richard Hawkzins,coming home 
by.che Straights: of Magellan, rook five rich Spaniſh ſhips; bur was 
himſelf: ſhorrly: atter incercepted.; which hard fortuhe'was foo, 
recompenced by James Lancafter, who taking no leſs that thirty 
nine: rich Veſlels/from 'che' Spaniards on the Coaſt of America ,

This year Sir Walter Raleigh undertook tis Voyage to Guiana ; 
Prefton and' Somtmers, to the Weſt of America, Hawkins and 

Drake, thoſe two famous Scamen,to Porto Rico; bur none of them 
meeting with any conſiderable ſucceſs, the rwo- laſt died for grief. 
The Earl of [Tyrone (alias\Tir-Oer) having the year before ſub- 
mitted himſelf ro William Ruſſel (youngeſt for of the Earl of Bed+ 
ford) then Deputy of 1reland, is now again found in Rebellion, 
when Sir Fobn Norris being fent- againſt hM,out of Ireland, be 
diflembliog another ſubmiſſion, is pardoned: 'During which, to di- 
vert-che King of Spain from invading! England, a Navy of 1509 
ſhips, befides 22 fail of Dutch; was firred ont from Plymonth in 
the beginning of Fane, and being arrived near Cape St Vincent, 
were advertiſed thar a great Fleer of Spaniards lay at anchor be- 
fore Cales,whereupon the Generals Kobert Earl of Eſſex and Charles 
Howard Lord Admiral failing thither, ſet upon: them; and after a 
ſharp Fight rook ard deſtroyed the grearer' part of «them, when 
forcing. his entrance with great valour into the Town, he enriched 
himſelf. with an infinice Booty,demoliſhing the Forr,while Raleigh 
was ſent to fire the Merchanemenying at Portreal ; which done, 
they (unwillingly) returned home/by the, Queens command, ha- 
ving damaged the Spaniards to the value of Twenty Millions of 
Duckets. | 

About the time that Thomas Arundel of Wardonr returned from 
the Wars in Hungary againſt rhe Turks (where for his great ſervices 
he was made Count of the Sacred Empire) Q1een Elizabeth un- 
derſtanding that che Spaniards defigned ro Invade Ireland,ſet forth 
another great Navy of above 160 Men of War, under the com- 
mand of the Earl of Eſſex, the Lord Thomas Howard, and Sir 
Walter Raleigh, for intercepting.the Spaniſh Fleet from the Weſt 
Indies, which at Gratioſa they narrowly milled, gaining only three 
of forty, while the reſt gotinto Harbour. 

All Tyrone's former diſſimulations breaking out now into an open 
and declared Rebellion, the Earl of Eſſex is at laſt ſent thither as 
Lord-Lieutenant,with: x8700 Foot,and 1 300 Horſe,fully authori- 
zed to conclude Peaceior make War, when after ſome ſlight $kir- 
miſhes, a Conference is held with Tyrone, and a Truce concluded, 
with which the Queen being diſſatisfied, remands him home, when 
being come, he falls; on; his knees begging the Queens mercy; who

The four Daughters, with one of the Sons of 'this Counteſs 
Margaret deceafing in theirinfancy,mention.is made only of the 
the names of three, viz Henry, who died at the age of nine 
months, and lyeth interred at the upper end of the Chancel in 
the Pariſh Church of Stepney near London; upon whole Graye 


is engraven in Braſs, as followeth, 


Þere Iyeth Þenry Steward Lozd Darle,bf the age of thzee quarters 
of a yeere, late Sonne and Heire of Batthew Steward Eart 
of Lenor, and Lady Pargaret his (Wife, Which Henry decea- 
ſed the xxvif. day of November in the yeare of our Lozd God, 
1545. whole Soul Jeſus pardon. 


Henry Lord Darnly (another Henry ) was their ſecond Son, a 
noble young Prince, and reputed for perſon one of the goodlieſt 
Gentlemen of Enrope; he wasa Native of England, (Earl Mat- 
thew his Father haviog been kept here an Exile near twenty 
years) and having now ſcarcely accompliſhed the ſeventeenth 
year of his age , he with his ſaid Father were invited into 
Scotland by Queen Mary , nnder pretence of reſtoring to 
theEarl of Lenox his ancient Patrimony ; but indeed to con- 
ter with him about a marriage with this Hezry Lord Darley 
his Son,to ſtrengthen her own Title, and to prevent any other : 
for they were Gouſin Germans, and he next Heir after her and 


her Deſcendente, to the Crown of England. Afeer ſome time,by 
the importunity of the Counteſs of Lenox, and other means 
uſed, Queen Elizabeth was contented to give them liberty of a 


three months ſtay in Scotland; whereupon being come to Eden- 
borough, the Queen of Scots at firſt ſight became ſo enamoured 
of the lovely young Lord Darnley, that neither the menaces of 
Queen Elizabeth, nor all other conſiderations, could deter her 
from marrying him ; whom to render the fitter companion for 
ber, ſhe cauſed firſt robe honoured with Knighthood, and then 
created into the Dignity of Earl of Roſſe, and Duke of Roth- 


ſay ; which Dukedom by birth pertaineth to the eldeſt Sons 


of the Kings of Scotland. After this, when he had not been 
above five months in Scotland, and not exceeded his nineteenth 

ear,ſhe married him,and with the conſent of moſt of the Peers, 
declared him King. The fruit of this marriage ſoon appeared 
i the' Queens being with Child ; but her love to King, Henry 
was not ſo warm at firſt but it began now as much to cool, and 
Queen Mary had not heaped Honours on him ſo faſt before,but 
heis now as ſuddenly deveſted of them; for where before in 
all publick AQ, ſhe uſed to place her. Husbands name firſt ,

years, denied to give her in marriage to Edward VI. King of Eng- 


both Realms ; whereupon enſued the famous Battel of Myſſe!- 
borough,where the Exgliſh became victorious, Ar. 1547. 

But leſt this young Lady ſhould fall into che hands of the Exg- 
liſþ, the Queen Dowager Mary of Lorrain her Mother, and che 
Eſtates of Scotland convey her into France, when Henry IT. the 
French King, taking that Realm into his proteRion, ſends them 
Force:,and eſpouſes Queen Mary to his Son Francis the Dauphin; 
which Marriage, when they came of years, was ſolemnized in the 


Church of our Lady at Paris, by Charles Cardinal of Bourbon 


Archbiſhop of Roan ; upon which it was agreed, among other 


things, That Francis the Dauphin ſhould have the Title of King 


of Scotland, and bear his Arms quarterly with thoſe of Scothand, 
under the ſame Crown;the Queens Dower being aſſigned her upon 
the Duchy of Touraine,and County of PoiGon. 


Shortly afterwards, this King Daulphin, not being above ſix- 


teen years old, ſucceeded tothe Crown of France (after the death. 
of Henry TI. his Father.) by the name of King Francis II. and 
was anointed and crowned at Rheims by Charles Cardinal of Lor- 


rain Archbiſhop 


of that place, Uncle by the Mother to the Queen 


' his Wife, the 8ch day of September, An, 1559. whereupon being 


King and Queen of France and Scotland, they lay claim to the 
Crown of England, quartering the Arms thereof, and alſo bearing 
them.on an Eſcocheon of Pretence ; but a Peace being ſhortly after 
concluded atEdenborough,theſe Arms and Titles were to be diſuſed.

Dowager (having no Ifſue by him) retired into Scotland ; where 
the afterwards took to her ſecond Husband her Couſin Henry 
Stewart Lord Darley Son and Heir of Matthew Earl of Lenox,from 
which Marriage came James I. Monarch of Great Britain,the hap- 
py Unicer of both Kingdoms. 

Few years had Queen Mary enjoyed her ſecond Husband Henry 
Lord Darnly,when by the praQtiſes of the Earl of Murray her bale 
Brother (who had animared the (aid King Herry to aſlaflinate 
David Rizie her Secretary) he was moſt cruelly murthered ; fo 
that the Queen being thereby left alone, is councelled to marry 
with ſome perſon that might be able to aſliſt her againſt all oppo- 
ſers. The man pitched upon, is James Hepburn Earl of Bothwell, 


being then great in her favor, and of fingular eminency for his 


Valor. And though he were the perſon that had ated the Kings 
murther, Yet is he,by Mxrray, Morton, and their Contederates, re- 
commended to the Queen ; to which morion,as being deſticure of 
Friends, and not knowing whom to truſt, ſhe at laſt conſents : Bur 
upon theſe Conditions, That above all' things reſpe& mighe be 
had to her young Son Fames, and that Bothwell mighe be legally 
quitted both from the Bond of his former Marriage, and allo of 
the Kings murther. Hereupon a courſe is plotted, by which Earl 
Bothwell is called to the Bar, and (Morton being his Advocate) by 
the Sentence of the Judges, clearly acquitted. Upon this he is 
created Duke of Orkpey, and many of the Nobility conſenting, 
married to Queen Mary ; which bred a ſuſpicion in ſeveral, thac 
the Queen was conſcious of the murther, che thing indeed that by 
the marriage they intended : which ſuſpicion once raiſed they ſeek 
by all means to increaſe, thereby ro have the betrer colour again(t 
her ;- and fo the very ſame man who had ablolved Bothwell, and 
conſented to the marriage, now, with others, takes Arms againſt 
her, as a delinquent in both 3 force him to fly, and then ſeize up- 
on the Queen, whom clad in very homely Garments, they thruſt 
into Priſon at Loch-Lewyn under the cuſtody of Murray's Mo- 
ther, who had been the Harlot of King James V. bur boaſted 
herſelf to have been his Lawful Wife, and this Earl of Mxrray her 
Son, the Kiog's Jawfully begotten Son. 

Queen Elizabeth being informed of theſe proceedings againſt 
the Queen of Scots, ſends Sir . Nicholas Throckmorton into Scot-

uſage of her, and to conſult by what means ſhe might be reſtored 
to her liberty. Being come into Scotland, he found the Confte- 
derates in more inſolent terms than report had made them, being 
divided in opinion what to do with the Queen ; ſome would have 
her baniſhed perpetually ; others commicted to Priſon, and her 
Son proclaimed King ; others, more inhumane, were for having 
her to be deprived of Pcincely Authority,life and all;and chis Knox

bate, what Throckmorton could get of them, was a/Writing with. 
out any Subſcription;in which they proteſted they. had ſhucap the 
Queen only to: keep her from Bothwell; whoni” (he loved fo de 
ſperately, that ro enjoy him ſhe regarded not all their ruins z wil- 


ling him co reſt ſatisfied with this an{wer, till ſuch time as all che 


Peers met together. The: Queen was yet confined to a more cloſe 


. impriſonmenr,and through tear of death,compelled unheard,to ſer 


her hand ro three Inſtruments ; The firſt whereof contained, the 
reſignation of. her Kingdom to her young Son, at that time ſcarce 
thirteen months old ; Inthe ſecond, ſhe conſtituted Marray Vice- 
Roy during the minority of her {aid Son ; Andin the third, incaſe 
he refuſed the charge,the Governors nominated, were, Fames Duke 
of  Chaſteau-Herald,; Giles' Spike Earl of Argyle, Mathew Earl of 
Lenox (the Qyeens Father-in-Law) Fobn Earl of Atholl, Fames 
Earl of Morton, Alexander ' Earl of Glencarn, and John Earl of 
Mar. Andpreſently ſhe-fignified to Queen Elizabeth by Throck. 
morton, that{ſhe-had made” theſe Grants by compulſion, through 
the counſel of Throckmorton, telling. her, that a Grant extorred 
from one in Priſon (which is a juſt fear ) is actually void and'of 
none effe&. Five days after this Reſignation, Fames V I. the 
Queens Son, was Anointed and Crowned King,” Fames Knox 
Preaching at the ſame-time; but Queen Elizabeth -had forbidden 
Throckmorton to be thereat,that (he might not ſeem by the preſence 
of her Embaſlador to approve their proceeding in the diſplacing of 
the Queen of Scots : Who ſome time after (having been a Priſoner 
cleven months) makes her eſcape from Loch-lewyn ro Hamilton 
Caſtle; where, upon the Teſtimonies of Robert Mekvyn,and others, 
in a meeting of a great part of the Nobility, there was drawn a 
Sentence Declaratory, that the Grant extorted from the Queen 
in Priſon (which 1s Juſtus Mets ) was actually void from the be- 
ginning 3 upon which:great multitudes flocked unto her ; fo as 
within a day or two, ſhe had gotten an Army 'of ar leaſt 6000. 
Bur when they joined Battel with Mwrray, being but raw and ur- 
experienced Soldiers, they were/ſaon defeated; ſothat the Queen 
fought to ſave herſelf by flight, Journying in one day threefcore 
Miles, and coming at night to the houſe of Maxwell Lord Hers.

ceive from her, in abundant manner, all loving and triendly Of. 
fices. But before the Meſſenger was returned, ſhe; contrary to 
the advice of her Friends, encred into a (mall Bark, and with the 
Lords Hers, and Fleming, and a few others, Jand-d ac 37 ickington 
in Cumberland, near the mouth of the River Der:reit, 

England, inſtead of being a SanQuary tothe Citicciſed Queen 
of Scots, became only a change of air, but noc irom corfine- 
ment to liberty ; for being denicd acceſs to Queen Eliz1berb 2:14 
toſſed from one Priſon to another for the ſpace of above &,::--1 
years, in which ſhe had often ſtragled for liberty (as our Annals 
do teſtifie ) that cruel Tragedy of her life ; begun in Scotland, 
was here more cruelly ended by the ſtroak of an Axe in Fothe- 
ringhay Caſtle in Northamptonſhire (much to the diſhonour of this 
Kingdom) upon the 6th of the Ides of February (viz. the $th 
day of February) 1587: But beginning. the year on the firſt of 
Tannuary, An. 1586. | 

Being thus deprived of life,Queen Elizabeth to ſhew her dete- 
ation of ſo horrid an aa, which ſhe declared to be done with- 
out her knowledge, cauſed the Corps of the Queen of Scots. to 
be buried with very great ſolemnity in the Cathedral Church of 
Peterborow, on the firſt day of Auguſt, An. 1587. with all the Tro- 
phies of a Sovereign Queen,and a ſtately Herſe in the ſaid Church; 
the Proceeding confiſting of many of the Nobility, Lords and La- 
dies (the Counteſs of Bedford being the chief Mourner ) and 
abundance of the Gentry, all in Blacks. Here her Body reſted 
till her Son King Fames, not long after his coming to the Crown 


. of England, prepared a Vaultin the South Ile of King Henry VII. 


his Chappel at Weſtminſter, to which her Corps was privately con- 
veyed, and overthe ſame erefted a Magnificent Tomb (the Fis 

reof which is inſerted in the following page) upon eight Co- 
rinthian Pillars, under the Arch of which lies the Portraicure of 
the Queen; the Frize is beautified with ſeveral Matches of rhe 
Kings of Scotland,and the top thereof crowned with her Achieve- 
ment; ſeveral Tables of Marble contain her Epitaph , which 


gives the Reader a brief account of her Royal Deſcentand King-.

Husbands Murtherer) this young Prince, ſcarce x3 Months old, 
1s Proclaimed, Anointed, and Crowned King by the faQtious Lords, 
and Murray himſelf, her bale Brother, made Regent ; who, after 
the Queens eſcape out of Priſon, having forced her to relinguiſh 
the Kingdom, meets with a violent death at Lithquo in Scotland, 
thereby leaving Mathew Earl of Lenox Grandfather to the young 
King, firſt Governor, then Regert of the Kingdom. 

The faQtious Nobility of Scotland jrowing powene the Regent 
1s forced to requeſt aid from Queen Elizabeth m defence of the 
young King, which granted, the Caſtle of Edenborough (then in 
the hands of the Rebels) is retovered, but the adverle party fer- 
ting upon him unawares, he is obliged to render himſelf unto Da- 
vid Spenſe of Wormefter, whole care to defend him, was the cauſe 
that he, together with the Regent, was flain by Bel and Canlder, 
after having with great induſtry governed the Kingdom for his 
Grandchild about fourteen Months. - In whoſe room John Ereckin 
Earl of Marr by common conſent of the Kings FaQtion being 
choſen Regent, he, when he had governed thirteen Months, died 
of grief for the troubles he ſuſtained in the place; afrer whole 
death the Regency lay vacant, till by Queen Elizabetbs procuce- 
ment, James Douglas Earl of Morton was made Regent , who 
ſhortly after confirmed the proteQion anq keeping of the Kings 
Perſon to Alexander Ereskin Earl of Marr, to whum that cuſtody, 
during the Minority of cheir Kings of right belonged, though 
himſclf a Minor alſo. 

The Earl of Morton thas exerciſing the Regency, contrary to the 
liking of the Scottiſh Lords, againſt whom he was obliged to make 
uſe of the aſſiſtance of Queen Elizabeth, with much difficulty 
preſerves himſelf from the deſigns of the French, for depriving 
him of the Regency,and getting the young King into France,pur- 
fant to the inclinations of the Queen his Mother ; bur at length 
growing covetous, and thereby incurring a general hate, with join. 
conſent of the Nobilicy, the adminiſtration of affairs is tranſlated 
ro the Kiog himſelf, then but twelve - years old , ot there-

About this time Eſme Strart Lord Anbigny (Son of Fobn 
Stuart , Brother of Mathew Earl of Lezox the Kings Grandfa- 
ther) having after his arrival from France, been made Lord Cham- 
berlain of Scotland, Earl, and then Duke of Lenox, was in ſogreat 
favour at Court that (co prevent the Duke of Guiſe from employ- 
ing hs intereſt with the King in favor of that FaRion) William 
Rentben Earl of Gowry, and others, endeavor to remove him and 
the Earl of Arran from the King : Accordingly they invite His 
Majeſty ro the Caſtle of Renthen, where they detain him cloſe, 
change his S-ryants, imprifon Arran, and diſmiſs Lenox into France, 
where ſhortly acc” he died. The King applies himfelf to Queen 
Elizabeth for redrefs, and advice about his Marriage, when being 
ſcarce eighteen years old, he reſcues himſelf (in the heighth of his 
Surprizers ſecurity ) and eſcapes tothe Caſtle of St Andrew;where 
reſort to him the Nobility with feveral Forces to prote@ him ; af- 
rer which he adviſes his Surprizers to keave the Court, frees the 
Earl of Arran, and employs him to compoſe the differences ; but 
they plotting a ſecond furprize, are abjur'd the Kingdom : Not- 
withſtanding which, the next Spring, Gowry, and others, plotting 
again another Surprize, are di{covered, Gowry impriſoned, con- 
demned and beheaded, and his Complices forced to fly. 

Queen Elizabeth endeavouring a ſtrict League of Amity with 
the King,comnmends to him a Match with the King of Denmark's 
danghrer;but FrancisRuſſel( Son to the Earl of Bedford )the Queens 
Commiſioner being ſlain (as was ſuppoled) by the Earl of Arran, 
and Lord Fernihurft, the Queen gives way to the Earl of Angus, 
Marre,and other Scottiſh Lords (fled into England at the convittion 
of the Earl of Morton) to return into Scotland and ſubdue the Earl 
of Arran ; theſe being aſſiſted by her with money, and encoura- 
ged by Maxwell lately made Earl of Bothwell, and others in Scot- 
land, ever in the Court it ſelf, command afliſtance in the Kings 
Name ; when being joined by about 8ooo men, they approach 
Edenborough, (cale the Walls, and enter the place : whereupon Ar- 
ran ſecretly getting away, the Rebels requeſt admittance to the 
King in the Caſtle, which granted on Conditians, the Earls of

Divers new Lords being created this.year 1603. and ſeveral 
Ambaliadors from Foreign Princes ſent to congratulate His Maje- 
ſties happy arrival to the Crown, received, a ſtrange kind of Treas 
ſon was diſcovered for the ſurprifing His Majeſty and Council,and 
ſetting up the Lady Arbella, 8c. for which the Lords Cobham and 
Grey, Sir IW alter Raleigh, Sir Griffith Markbam, and others, were ap-

This year the new Exchange in the Strand was finiſhed by Ro- 
bert Earl of Salisbury,and being furniſht the King and Qneen were 
invited thicherthe 1 1th of April, where His Majeſty gave ic the 
Name of Britains Burſe ; while His Attendants were furniſht with 
all chiogs gratis. The ſame year the Kivg had aid of His SubjeQs 
of England, according to an Ancient Cuſtom, for making His 
eldeſt Son Printe Henry Knight, then almoſt ſixteen years of 
age, who in the year following was Created Prince of Wales. 

This being che ninth year of His Majeſties Reign, He inſtituted 
a new Hereditary Title of Honor, inferior to a Baron, but ſu- 
periour to a Knight, ſtiled a Baronet, to be conferred by Patent 
under the Great Seal, the number whereof, according to that Ins 
ſtitution, was not to exceed 200, nor to be compleated when any 
of them ſhould be extinct for want of Heirs Male. The Perſons 
created were to be Gentlemen of three deſcents at the leaſt, to 
have 1000 |. per annum in preſent poſſeſſion and togive 1000 |. in 
Mony towards the Plantation'of the Province of Uiſter in Ireland, 
for which they were to bearin their own Coatan Augmentation 
of the Arms of Uſſter, viz. Argent, a ſinifter Hand couped. Gules : 
an Honour at this day very numerous, contrary to the origiral In 
ſtitution, whereof nothing ſeems to have been obſerved, but on- 
ly the Precedency and Augmentation. | 

One Robert Carr a Gentleman of Scotlandin favor with the King, 
(having been on Eaſter Monday, An. 161 1: created Viſcount Re- 
cheſter,and the 22 of April 1612. {wotn of the Privy Council)was 
the 4th of Nowember this year created Earl of Somerſet, and the 
10th of Fuly following made Lord Chamberlain; when marry- 
ing the Countels of Eſſex, 1oon after her divorce from thar Earl, 
he by her means grew fo incenſcd againſt Sir Thomas Owerbury, for 
diſſuading and inveighing againſt che Match, that he got him com- 
mitted to the Tower, and there poiſoned ; for which Sir Ger- 
vais Elwaies the Lieutenant, with four others, were put to death; 
the Earl and his Lady condemned, but their lives ſpared, yer ſo, 
asnever to approach the Court, or {ee the Kings Face. Thus room 
being made for a new Favourice, Mr. George Villers tourth Son of 
Sir George Villers of Brokesby in Leiceſterſhire, ſucceeds him, whom 
the King firſt Knighted, making him a Gentleman of the Bed- 
chamber, then Baron of Whaddon, Viſcount Villers, and Maſter of 
the Horſe; afterwards Earl and Marquis of Buckingham, and Lord 
Admiral, and laſtly Duke of Buckingham ; withal creating 
his Mother, Counteſs of Buckingham ; his Siſters Husband, Earl of 
Denbigh ; and his two Brothers, one Viſcount Purbeck, the other 
Earl of Angleſey. About which time the Corps of Queen Mary 
the Kings Mother, was removed from Peterborough to Weſtminſter, 
and there interred under a ſumptuous Tomb of His Majeſtics 
erection.

Seenarts. Sir Kobert Shirley, chird Son of Sic Thomas Shirley of Wiſton in 
Suſſex Kt. having 16 years before betaken himſelfco Fravel,and fer. 
ved many Chriſtian Princes, eſpecially Kodolphxs the Roman Em. 
peror, by. whom he was made Earl of the Empire, and the 
laſt ren years in Perſia, where being General of the Arti}. 
Jery , he had the honour to marry a Siſter. to one of thoſe 
Queens,came now in Embaſlic from that Emperor to King Fames, 
to ſignife the Sophies great afte&ion to His Majeſty, with a tender 
of free Trade throughout all his Dominions; when ſtaying here 
about a Twelve-month, his Lady was delivered of a ſon,unto whom 
the Q1een was Godmother, and Prince Henry Godfather ; which 
leaving in Englazd, his ſelf and Lady returned into Perſia. 

This year being the tenth of King James, Frederick, Count Pa. 
latine of the Rhine, landed at Graveſend the ſixteenth of Ofober, 
and with great State was conducted to Whitehall, where the Mar- 
riage formerly treated of between him and the Princeſs Eliza- 
beth was now on St. Valentines day, (the 14th of February) hap- 
pily conſummated in the Chappel at Whiteball. The Feaſt being 
ſumptuouſly kept at Eſſex houle, till the xoth of April, when ta- 
king leave of their Majeſties, he embarked with his Princeſs for 
Holland, and ſo to Heydelberg. Bat theſe joytul Nuptials were 
ſadly preceded by the death of the moſt hopetul Prince Herry. 

Anio 161 4. This year Charles Duke of Tork was in his Brothers ſtead crea- 
ted Prince of Wales , for which great Truumphs were made at 
London and Ludlow : In Fuly, Chriftian King of Denmark, made 
the Queen his Siſter a ſecond Viſit in England; and in 1615. 
was finiſhed that great Expenfive Undertaking of Sic Hugh Mi- 
dleton in conveying the New River Water from Chadwell and 
Ammwell near Ware in Hertfordſbire, to the City of London. 

Anon 1616, King Fames taking his Progreſs into Scotland, ſtayed there fix 

Her dar» Months, when having ſetled the Affairs of that Kingdom, he re- 
turned for England the 15th of September. 

On Tueſday the 2d day of March, about two of the Clock 
in the morning, An. Dom, 1618. decealed Anne Queen of Eng- 
land, Scotland, France, and Ireland,at the Kiugs Palace of Hampton 
Court, from whence her Corps was brought by Barge to Den- 
mark (commonly called Somerſet) Houle,and there ſer forth with 
all the State and Magnificence of ſo great a Queen, where it re- 
mained till the 13th day of May, being Thurlday, in the year, 
1619, and was then conveyed in a Solemn Proceeding and At- 
tendance of very many of the Nobility and Gentry in Mourning, 
to the Abbey of Sc. Peter at Weſtminſter, where all the Funeral Ce- 
remonies were performed, and then interred in the Chappel of 
King Henry VII. but no Monument is yet ere&ed to her Memo- 
ry» only on a Tablature havging on the Wall on the North-ſide 
thereof, theſe Verles preſent themſelves to your view.

About this time Sir Walter Raleigh, long before condemned, 
and even then' a priſoner in the Tower, having procured liberty 
to go to the Weſt Indies,in queſt of a Golden Mine, hapned to fall 
upon a Town of the Spaniards, called St. Tome, which (contra- 
ry to his Engagement) he pillaged and burnt; for which, at his 
return he was ſo ſeverely proſecuted by Count Gundamore, the 
Spaniſh Ambaſſador here, that this gallant Man, after many great 
Services againſt the Spaniard, and fourteen years reprieve, was at 
LR on a ſudden, beheaded in the Parliament Yard. 

The Count Palatine (King Fame's Son-in-Law) being now | 
(by Ele&ion) King of Bohemia, was not only driven out of —— 
that Kingdom by the Emperor, bur even out of the Palatinate it ſelf; 
for the recovery of which King Fames conſulting with Count Gon- 
damore, is perſuaded toa Match between the Intanta of Spain, and 
Prince Charles; accordingly the Prince himlelf, accompanied with 
the Marquis( afterwards Duke )of Buckzngham,takes his journy thi- 
ther in February, where, though he was royally entertained the 
ſpace of $ Months, yet by reaſon of ſome difference between the 
Duke of Buckingham and the Count Olivares, or the wonted de- 
lays, or ſome other deſign of the Spaniards, nothiing being con- 
cluded, the King ſent for him home ; when, at his return, a con- 
ſulcation is held for the recovering the Palatinate by force, and 
marrying the Prince to a Daughter of France, whom he private- 
ly had ſeen in that Court, in his journy to Spaim.

At nine years of age, Ar. 1603, he, with the Queen his 
Mother and the Lady Elizabeth his Siſter were brought into 
England, arriving at Tork, the 11th of June, and at Eafton in 
Northamptonſbire the 27th, where they were met by the Kiog, 
and thence conducted to Londoz. 

On the 2d of Fuly (the King then keeping the Feaſt of St. 
George at Windſor) he was Inſtalled Knight of the Garrer: and 
An.1609.he was made Knight;tor which the King.had Aid of his 
SabjcQs throughout England, and the Prince to ſhew his wor- 
thinels of it, performed notable Archievements at Bartiers, wich 
great Skill and Courage, being then ſcarce fixteen years of 
age: and the year after (wiz. the 3oth of May,1610.8 Fac R.) 
being then ſeventeen years old, he was created Prince of Wales 
with great ſolemnity, Garter King of Arms bearing the Let-

This Prince being infinitely beloved of the people, and one 
that had given great hope of proving an Heroick Prince, it 
cauſed ſuſpicion in many that his death was not without violence 
offcred to nature. Some faid by Bunches of Grapes given 
him to eat ; ſome by Gloves of a poiſoned Perfume, preſented 
him. But whatſoever was the cauſe, his death would have 
given a great blow to the happineſs of this Kingdom, had 
there not been another Prince left of a milder ſpirit perhaps, but 
ſo accompliſhed with all excellent Endowments, that there 
could be no great want of Prince Henry, ſo long as there was 
lett Prince Charles.

- The King 
gave'her in Marriage, the Archbiſhop of Canterbury married 
them , and the Biſhop of Bath and. Wells Preached the Bridal 
Sermon. Which ended, (he was led home by two married 
Men, the Duke of Lenox and the Earl of Nottingham Lord 
Admiral. Theſe Nuptials were celebrated with ſtately Maſques. 
Afrer which the Lord Mayor and Aldermen gave the Bride a 
Chain of Oriental Pearl, valued at two thouſand Pounds. And 
now, when all things had been performed for honouring their 
Marriage, on the 1oth of April the Count Palatine and the 
Princels Elizabeth took their leave of the King and Queen at 
Rocheſter,and there embarking, on the 2gth of the ſame Month 
they arrived at Fluſbing;and from thence journied to Heydelberg, 
being received in all places where they paſſed with great State 
and Magnificence. 

The Count Palatine being thus ſtrengthened by alliance with 
the King of Great Britain, was thought a fit perſon to be King 
of Bohemia, and accordingly was elected by the Eſtates of that 
Kingdom : but he was no fooner inveſted in the Crown, than 
that the Emperor with great Forces aſſaulted him in Prague,and 
not only drove him with his Wite and Children from thence, 
but took from him alſo his own Patrimony, the Palatinate, fo 
as though now a King, he was ſain tw' fly to the States of the 
Low Conntreys for a place of Reſidence. 

King James,although he had never given his conſent to the 
Palſgraves taking upon him the Government of that Kingdom, 
as foreſceing in his great Judgment what the event would be, 
yet in this diſtreſs, he could not forbear to take care of the 
Queen his Daughter ; and thereupon ſent his Ambaſſador Sir 
Richard Weſton to the Emperor, to follicite the reſtoration of 
the Palatinate; but returning without ſuccels, King James had 
then a Conference with Count Gundomar, the King of Spaizs 
Legier in England, what courſe might be taken therein ; who 
made him anſwer, there could be no better way than to make 
a Marriage between his Son the Prince of Wales, and the In- 
fanta of Spain, the effeQing of which he ſaid would be eafle, if 
the Prince might have leave to make a Journy into Spain,which 
after much ado was conſentedunto.Upon which Prince Charles, 
with the Marquis of Buckingham, and others, making a Jour- 
ny thither (by the way of France) is magnificently received ; 
but after eight months ſtay in Spain, by the delay of the Sp-- 
niard rendred ineffeual : ſo that this Exiled Prince the King

It was now the 6th year of the Kings Reign, when on the 2gth An 1530; 
of May, the Queen was happily delivered ot her eldeſt Son (our 
preſent Soveraign Lord King Charles ) whoſe Nativity was 
uſhered in with a Star {cen at noon-day. After which a general 
Peace enſued between us. and all Foreign Nations ; however a | 
damnable Rebellion not long after broke out in Ireland, which 263% 
for {ſeveral years continued; and another more horrid had taken 
root in Scotland.T hat, by the Iriſþ Recuſants, upon prerence of re- 
gaining their Ancient Freedom from their long continued flavery ; 
and this, upon the contrary account, for fear of Popery : But up- 
on the humble intreaty of the Scots, the King in the ninth year 
of his Reign over England, An. 1633. takes his Journy thither,and Amo 15334 
1s ſolemnly Crowned at Edenborough the 18th of June, where he 
called a Parliament, in which he confirmed many old Statates, bur 
not without the oppoſition of the diſcontented Reformers (as they 
called themſelves) as ſuppofing the ſame. to have been done in 
favor of Epilcopacy. The King having vifited ſome. principal 
places in that Kingdom, in Fly returns for England. 
The Engliſþ Seas were about this time (adly infeſted with Pirats, amo 1634; 
and the Fiſhing almoſt wholly uſurped by the Hollanders ; where- 
upon the King adviſing with his Attorney General Noy, he finds 
out an ancient Prefident for the ſetting out of a-Fleet by vertue of 
the Kings own Writ ; who thereupon cauled ſeveral Sums of 
Mony, to be railed among his SubjeQs, called Ship Money ; 
wherewicth being indifferently furniſhed , He ſet forth a confi- 
derable Navy, under the command of the Earls of Lindſey and 
Eſſex : whereby not only our Ships paſſed. with great ſecurity 
upon their Trade,but England grew lo formidable to Foreign Prin- 
ces, that the King of Spain, as his ſafeſt way, made ule of our 
Botroms for tranſporting his Bullion, which yielded an ineſtima- 
ble benefit both ro our Merchants for Exchange of their Com- 
modities, and to the Kings Mint, | 
The good effedts of the laſt Expedition cauſed the King to ſer Ano 1536, 
out another Fleet under command of the Earl of Northam- 
berland, by whom the Dutch Buſles were ſo ſcoured from the Bri- 
tiſb, Sea , that they: deſired very fubmiſlively. co Fiſh by the Kings 
Commiſſion : yet by example of one Mr. Hamden of Buckingham 
ſhire, many denyed the payment of this Ship Mony,as a thing ille- 
gal : whereupon the King was. willing the ſame ſhould be refer- 
red.to the twelve Judges : , who all, except. Hutton and Crooke, 
gaveitheir Judgment againſt Hamden, and his Aſſociates : which 
yet did no good as to the quieting of the Malecontents, whoſe 
ſcucculous Pens are now ſet at work to write againſt the King and 
the Biſhops : for which Mr. Prim, Mr. Burton, and Dr. Baſtwick,, 
three / violent and reſtleſs ſpirited. Men, loft their Ears ; bur the 
Puricanical Party knowing their own ſtrength, were not hereby at amo 1537, 
all terrified ; and thoſe in Scotland, upon: the inipoſition of -the

Anno 1635, them of ) and all Epiſcopal Diſcipline, till at laſt the King wich 
an Army 1s obliged to force them to an Accommodation; and 
they, upon the Kings too merciful Conceſſions, ſubmit, their long 
intended miſchiefs being not yet ripe for execution. 

The King, upon his return, the 1 3th of Aprz/, called another 
Parliament, who firſt require of the'King to be ſatisfied in three 
Points, iz. Property of the Subje& z' Secutity of Religion ; Pri- 
viledge of Parliament. But whilſt they confidered which was 
beſt firſt to be treated of, comes in that Firebrand Sir Henry Vane, 
and falſly told chem, that the King demanded twelve Subfidies : 
whereat they fell into ſuch a heat againſt his Majeſty, that they 
reſolve to Vote againſt the War with Scotland; upon which, af- 
ter twenty two days Seſſion, by advice of his Countel, he diſſolved 


them. 

This done, the Convocation now fitting, framed a Proteſtation 
for the ſettlement of the Church, wherein che Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury Dr. William Land ſkewed himſelf very zealous againſt the 
Puritans : Hereupon a Paper was poſted onthe old Exchange in- 
couraging the Apprentices to Rifle his Houſe at Lambeth ; which, 
on Monday the 12th of May, at night, they attempted , bur 
were repulſed, many taken and impriſoned, which were after- 
wards by their Companions forcibly reſcued ; for which one of 
the Ringleaders was taken and hanged. 

The Scots ſtill continuing their mſolence, the King was once 
more obliged to march with an Army againſt them towards Scot- 
land ; where, at Newbarne near Newcoftle, Leſley, with his Forces, 
meets part of the Kings ' Army commanded by the Lord Conway, 
upon.the 28th of Aga, at the River Tyne ; and after a hot dil- 
pute, the Scots gain cheir paſſage, and: put thoſe Forces ro flight. 
His Majeſty hereupon retires to Tork, 'is there contented to Treat 
with them, receiving their Petition, which, its effe&, contained, 
That a/Parliament ſhould be forthwith called : The Reformed 
Religion/in: boch Kingdoms confirmed : The Earl of Strafferd 
and the Archbiſhop of Canterbury brought to the Bar, ec. which

The Marquis of Mortroſs deteſting the perfidious proceedings 
of his Councrymen, thoogh he had been a Covenanter, became 
now Loyal, as by certain Letters to His Majeſty appeared, which 
by the Treachery of Hamilton, were ſtolen out of the Kings Pocker, 
tranſcribed, andthe Copies conveyed to the Covenanters, which 
rendred the Earl odious among them. However, through their 
daily importunities, the King, in purſuance of his promile, called 
a Parliament, which began at Weſtminſter Tuelday the 3d of 
November. With which began all the Kings miſery (though 
with the former Parliaments he had trouble ſufficient ) for the 
firſt chiog they fell upon for the pleafing of the people, was the 
reduQion of Monopolies ; receiving of Petitions from ſuch as for 
cheir turbulency had ſuffered in the Starchamber, Council Table; 
or High Commiſſion Court ; and ſtriking at the Earl of Strafford, 
againft whom Mr. Pymis ſent to the Houſe of Lords, with an Im» 
peachmentof High Treaſon. 

And now came Alderman Peynington with ſeveral hundreds at 
his heels, bringing a Petition of the Cicizens againſt Church Ce- 
remonies; whereupon it was Vored that the Clergy inno Synod or 
Convocation have any power to make Canons, but the Parliament; 
That che preſent Canons of the Church were againſt the Laws; 
for which the Archbiſhop of Canterbary, as one of the chief Fra- 
mers of them, muſt be accuſed, and hkewiſe, with the Farl of 
Strafford, commurred to the Black Rod, againſt whom the Bre» , 
chren with full Mouthes, now exhibir their Charge, fraught with 
nothing elſe bur inyeterate Malice and groundleſs ConjeQtres ; 
and all for fear of Popery : The Parliament ar rhis time taking up- 
on them to expoſtulate with the King copcerning the Reprieve of 
one Goodman a Prieſt : as though it lay not in the Kings power, 
without them, to pardon any MalefaGor whatſoever after Con- 
demnation. 

After many horrid Clamours, the King on the 15th of February 

aſſes that fatal Bill for a Triennial Parliament; upon which pro- 
ceeds the Earl of Strafford s Tryal, who, to every Article prefer- 
red againſt him, gave fufficient anſwer; yet, fince by the accu- 
mulation of all together, they found him guilty of High Trea- 
ſon ; the King unwillingly complyed with what he knew was but 
out of Malice conttived , and figned the Watrant for his Execu- 
tion (which co His Majeſties own death he repented) and ac- 
cordingly he is beheaded'on Tower Hill on the 12th of May fol- 
lowing. Hereyupon the Parliament ſeem contented , and yield 
that the Scotch Army ſhould be disbanded ( having Voted 

00000 [. towards ſupply. of the lofſes and neceffities of rheir 
bras Brethren of Scotland) which, contrary to their forrher Agree» 
ment gpon the late Treaty, they had kept above eight Monchs in 
England; and the King, the more to'oblige them, makes a Pro- 
oteſs into Storlend, where he fays about four Months ; during 
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Stwarts. * which time the Rebellion before ſpoken of in Ireland breaks forth Book 7. 
into ation : the Caſtle of Dublin had like to have been ſeized the © © 
23d of October, 1641. but the ſame night the deſign was diſcove- 
red by Owen O Conally, whereupon the Lords Mac-Guire and Mac- 
Mahon, with divers others, are ſeized on ; yet in all other parts of 
that Kingdom, the Plot ſucceeds, many places being ſurprized. 
Forces were hereupon immediately raiſed in England,togo againſt 
them, and the Marquis of Ormond made Genera), whilſt on the 
other fide the Rebels ele& Sir Phel:im O Neal for theirs, who are 
the firſt day of January, proclaimed Traitors, The War conti- 
fiues long, many Places and Towns are taken on both ſides, and 
many bloody Cruelties. committed; 

The King returns from Scotland, cauſes Proclamation tobe 
made for obedience to the Laws concerning Religion againſt in- 
novation either of Rights or Ceremonies, ſommoning both Houles 
to appear before him, whereat they (diſguſted) frame a Remon- 
ſtrance, wherein all the misfortunes that had happened ſince the 
beginning of the Kings Reign, are remembred, and laid to the 
charge of the Biſhops and Papiſts; whereupon a tumultuous 
Rabble of London Apprentices and others in Arms,. came before 
IV hiteball, crying, Dewn with the Biſhops and the Whore of Baby- 
lon :.. which by the Kings Servants out of. ScotLz:d, Yard, were dil- 
perſed, but by the Commons Houſe gratified with a Vote (con- 
trary to all former Laws and firſt inſtitution of Parliaments) to 
aboliſh the Biſhops wholly from being Members or having any 
Votes in the Parliament Houſe : Whereupon twelve of them pro- 
teſting againſt the proceedings of the Commons,ablent themſelves, 
being all of them not long after charged with Treaſon, ten com- 
micted to the Tower, and-rwo tothe Black Rod, 

Theremaining JunQo(tor a Parliament it cannot hereafter be prc- 
erly called) Peritioned the King for a Guard to be commanded 
by the Earl of Eſſex,when His Majeſty had more necd of one for 
himſelf : who ſending tothe Lord Mayor and Aldermen to ſup- 
e{s the rudeneſs of their Apprentices, he received no other (a- 
tisfaCtion than another Petition from them much /to the ſame pur- 
- pole of the Jaſt from the Parliament;; which the King denying, is 
informed that all the Jate Tumults were chiefly coyntenanced by 
five Members ofthe Commons Houſe z wiz. Mr. Hollis, Mr.Pim, 
Sir Arthur Haſlerig, Mr. Strode, and Mr. Hamden , with whom 
the Scots had held Correſpondence in, all their. late diſturbances. 
Theſe were {ent for by the King, but. demed-to:come ; whereupon 
their Trunks and Papers being (erzed, he. reſolves to Arreſt theic 
Perſons in che Houſe, where; coming wich his own, Guard he: de- 
mands them, and forces the Doore, but found .none of them 
there... This cauſed ſo loud a Cry againſt the King, that all Ex- 
rope rang of. it; . which, Clamours - the Londoners maintain with 
their Sworda in.their bands, till the King and;Queen, for fear, of 
their lives, gre inforced to,.xemove to. Hempten, Court,and Sir Tho-

"The States of Holland earneſtly preſſing His Majeſty to have 
the Princeſs Mary ſent unto her Betrothed Husband the Prince of 
Orange, at this time ſhe went over, accompanied with the Queen 
her Mother ; after whoſe departure the King being at Greenwich, 
receives another Petition from the Sedentaries fot the Militia,and 
after that, at Theobalds, another, to all which he gave the ſame 
anſwer ; viz. That by no Law the Militia belonged to any but Him» 
ſelf. - Whereupou they by Sea and Land prepare for War, and 
reſolve to take it, ſending theit Declaration to the King then at 
Royſton by the Earls of Pembroke and Holland, 9 Marti. 

His Majeſty hereupon removes to York; having all the way ſent 
ſuch Gratious Anſwers to their demands at Weſtminſter,that to any 
might have been farisfatory, ſave only to ſuch as were reſolved 
ro {et and ſee the Kingdom all on Fire; eſpecially in that which 
they moſt cryed our for, viz. The Execution of the Penal Laws 
againſt the Papiſts, and the Reducement of the Rebels in Ireland ; 
declaring his intention to go himlelf in Perſon to chaſtiſe thoſe 

| bloody People: from whence coming to Hull, he is flatly denied 
entrance by Sir Fobn Hotham, which is juſtified by the Sedenta- 
ries; whereupon the King ſummons the Gentry of Tork ſhire to 
his aſſiſtance,and anſwers another declaration from the Juno. Ups 
on this,many of the honeſteſt of both Lords and Commons, whoſe 
Voices had been hitherto out: roard by the greater number of the 
reſt, {eeing their treaſonable intentions, withdrew themlelves,and 
repair to the King.

adjacent Counties, was no leſs ative, the Earl of Warwick be- 
ing by them made Admiral ; the King proclaiming Traytors all 
ſuch as rook part with them, and chey the like againſt ſach as 


ſided with Him. 


Both Armies now in the Field, the King marches to Notting- 
bam, whence He ſends many grations Meſſages to Weſtminſter, 
which unlels he would forſake His evil Countellors (meaning all 
His beſt Friends) they refuled. Whereupon His Majeſty was 
enforced to {et up His Standard, and marching to Hwll, is thence 
repulſed by Sir Fohn Meldram, and Sir Jobn Hotham. Prince Ru- 
pert and Prince Maurice in September arrive in England, and of- 
tering their Service to their Uncle, were immediately put into 
Commands His Highneſs Prince Rxpert,with a ſmall Body of Horſe 
flew up and down through divers Counties, and gained a confide- 
rable Body together, and the King himſelf moves, though with a 
flower pace, and had gotten a great number wherewith, marchiog 
to Shrewsbury (a place of great concernment, as being the inlet 
to Wales) He: there orders a Mint to Melt down the Plate 
which was largely contributed by the Gentry. - | 

Robert Berty Earl of Lindſey, is choſen General for the King, 
and the general Rendezvous of His Forces was appointed at Tork, 
Robert Deverenx Earl of Eſſex General for the Parliament, ap- 
pointed a Rendezvous of all their Forces at Northampton, being 
about 20000 Horle and Foot. 

The King with an Army of about 14000 Foot, and: 4000 
Horſe and Dragoons, came on Saturday the 22d of Oftober with- 
in ſix Miles of Keynton, and quartered His Army at Crepreda and 
Edge-hill. The Ear] of Eſſex quartered at Keynton with his Ar- 
my : and on Sunday the 28th, both Armies draw up in Oppoſi- 
tioy, the King having the advantage of a high Hill, called Edge- 
hill, at the foot of which was the Vale of the Red Horſe,where 
Eſſex his Army was ranged in Battalia upon rifing Ground; on 
the Right Wing were three Regiments of Horſe, commanded by 
Sir Philip Stapleton, Sir William Balfore, and the Lord Fielding : 
Sir Fohn Meldram commanded the Van ; the General, Colonel 
Hollis and the Lord Brook in the Rear; on the Left Wing were 
twenty Troops of Horſe commanded by'Sir Fames Ramſey. The 
Earl of Lindſey was General for the King, (but the Battcl was Or- 
dered by the Lord Rathen Earl of Forth who on foot lead the 
main Body of the Army witha Pike in his Hand. 

The Forlorne on the Kings fide was commanded by Major 
Blackiiake and Captain Hamond, who being come _—_—_ the 
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Rupert General of the Horſe, commanded the Right Wins: 
charged fariouſly the Eriemics lefe Wrng,'and wk = 
ſuing them ro Keynton Towii,ook the Citriages, the Earls Wi 
gons and Cloak- bag, being too eager of the Plunder. | 

The Earl of Lindſey roo adventnrous, was mortally wounded ; 
and by reaſon; of the abſence -of 'Prince Rupert, the Kings main 
Body was affaulred- with great fury, and-his Standard loſt (Sir 
Edmond Varney the Standard Bearer being killed) which was af. 
terwards retaken by Sir Fobn Smith, Knighted therefore. The Foot 
on both ſides fight with equal Valor until mght, by which they were 
parted. Both Armies continne in the Field all night, the Vidory 
being much diſputed, for there were real Signs of Viftory on 
both fides by the taking of Enfigns and Cannon, of equal num- 
ber ; and although the Parliament loſt more Men, yet the-King 
loſt more Men of Quality, the number of the ſlain being com- 
puted to be between 5 and 6co0. 

Eſſex removing Weſtward, the Kivg comes to Colbrook, where 
the Earls of Northumberland and Pembroke; with ſome of the 
Commons, Preſent him with a Treaty ;- bue becauſe Sir John 
Eveling was one of the Commiſſioners, 'who had been proclaim- 
ed Traitor at Oxford, the King would not accept it ; which fo 
diſtaſted the Sedentaries, that they Voted ir a refulal of the 
Kings to admir of a Treaty , and ſend to acquaint the City 
therewith. Notwithſtanding, within a few days after, upon the 
removal of that Inſtrument Eveling, the King accepted of the 
the reſt : But all fignified nothing, for by this time Eſſex being 
come to London, and having increaſed his Army with Apprenti- 
ces and ſeveral other licentious Perſons, came marching towards 
Him ; which His Majeſty met at Brainford, where the t 3th of 
November another cruel Fight was engaged in, the Kings Party 
having the better , which, it well followed , the buſineſs had 
been happily ended. But the next day many more Forces from 
London appearing, the King withdrew from thence to Oatlands, 
ſo to Reading, and thence to Oxford. 

December the 15th, Colonel Goring landed with the Queens 
Standard, and ſome Store of Ammunition in the North, and join- 
ing with the Earl of Newcefile at Tork, they proclaim Fairfax and 
his Son Sir Thomas Traitors,and take Leeds. Another Treaty is 
intended, and preſented tothe King at Oxford, in which was pro- 
poſed a Ceſſation of Arms. Mean while the Queen lands at 
Bridlington, having been purlued and ſhot at by the Earl of War- 
wick's Ships; from whence, by the Marquis of Mountroſs She 
was conveyed to Tork, and there honourably received by the Earl 
of Newcafile, where She begins to model her Army. 

And now to the afliſtance of their Brethren ar We$iminſter, came 
in the Scots, who, near Newcaftle, paſs the Tyne into Torkfbire, 
againſt the Earl of Newcaſtle and the Queens Army. Upon chis the

The 26th of April, Reading was treacheroufly yielded to Eſſex 
by. Colonel Fielding, after it had been bravely, defended by Sir 
Arthur Aſton : and the 23d of May the Queens Voted a Trai- 
cor by the Sedentaries,. for her love ſo exemplarily expreſſed to 
the King Her Husband. 

Many Encounters; happen in the Welt between Sir Ralph 
Hopton for the King, and Sir George Chudley for the Juno, with 
various ſuccels, In May this year Robert Teomans and George 
Bourcher were executed at Briſtol, for endeayouring the ſur- 
render of that City to the King, which was followed by the 
death of that grand Fomenter of this unnatural Rebellion Mr. 
John Pim. . Mr. Fobn Hamden, ſuch another, was at this time 
flain at Tame , where Prince Rupert encountring the Bucking- 
hamſhire Forces, routed them. Several Conflicts happen this 
year in divers parts of the Kingdom, wherein the Kings Forces 
had commonly the viGory. Briflol and Exceter were both taken 
for the King 3 beſides the Signal Victory of Roundway Downe, 
obtained by the Lord Wilmot, Earl of Caernarwan, Earl of Craw- 
ford, and Lord Biron, againſt Sir Wiliam Waller. 

Ar this the Parliament became fo grievouſly diſturbed, that 
now either the powtull Preachings of their Miniſtry muſt help 
them, or never, to fit up an Army for Eſſex and Waller in miſera- 
ble diſtre(s, which was ſpeedily muſtered -upon Hounſlow Heath, 
out of the incxhauſtible Treaſury of Rebellion, for the relict 
of Glocefter, now beſieged by the King ; which upon the 5th of 
September they effeQed, His Majeſty upon their advance remo- 
ving towards London ; which had He done before this laſt Army 
was raiſed, would in all likeliood have put an end to the War.

that he had but ane way: to hiſt for himſelf, which was by put- 
ting to Sea, leaving his Low ro mediate for an Accommodation; 
unto which the King giving too gracious a regard , the Enemy 
gained ſo much advantage, that increafing their force in the North, 

Newcaſtle is taken, by the Scots,and the Earl of that place befieged 
in Tork, To his relief came Prince Rwpert ; at whoſe approach 
the Befiegers draw of ;- the Prince follows 5 intending ro 
them ; and accordingly on the 3d of July, 1 644: at fevena clock 
in the morning, the Sedentaries Forces baving the 'advantage of 

nate) of. Ground ( being on the South-ſide of Marſton Moor, within fouir 
ſton-Moore, Miles of York.) Prince Rupert withthe Right Wing fell onthe 
PTY Enemy, and routed part of themy General Gorzng and Sir Charles 

Lucas fell on the main Body, and put them to flight ; but-purkyiog 
too far, the Enemy rallied, and fell on the divided Bodies, tocally 
diſperſed them, took 3000 prilancrs, 20 pieces bf Cannon,  be- 
fides a confiderable number of Officers. - Immediately the -Lord 
Fairfax, with his Sor, and the Earl of Mancheſter, furround-Jork , 
SirT homas Glenham being thenGovernor for the King;but by reaſon 
that all their Powder and Ammunition was ſpent in the late Battel, 
he was compelled to furrender the City up honourable Terms. 

_ Prince Rupert marches. into Lencoſhire with the broken Forces 
he had left, many of:the beſt of his Arty, with'the Earl of New- 
caſtle leavipg him;rake to-Sea,and land at Hambbrongh. By which 
incouraged , the Sedentaries make new Levies in the” affociat 
Counties, both of Men and Mony,: which under the Earl of Man- 
ehefier they fend Weſtward : whilſt Prince Rupert near Briſtol 
ſecking to pals bis Army-over at: Anſt Ferry near Chepfiow, is there 
incountred and worſted. - However the Kiog now gathering all 
his Forces tagether,: came to Newberry , where, with the {ame 
preparation, came Mancheſter, Eſſex, and Waller. The 23th of 
Ofober, 1644+ another deadly Battel enſuing, which concluded 

, much aſter the ſame manner with the former in that place; His 
* Majeſty removing towards Dexnington, was by them purſued, the 

Caſtle ſummoned, ard in vain attempted. 

The Sedentaries, as if hitherto afraid to exerciſe much of their 
Tyranny in cold blood, ' proceed now with confidence to fir judi- 
cially upon the lives of ſuch whom they had in their hands, and 
deemed. Delinquents ; the firft whereof were the Hothawes, Sir 
Jobs the Father, and Sir Fob» the Son, with Sir Alexander. Carew, 
all thece beheaded on Tower- bill;for baving been Traitors,avd in+ 
_— tp become haneſt : and after them followed the execu- 
tion of. the. Ir;Þ Lord Mecgiore at Tyburn. And upon the 10h 
of Decewher, 1644..erfaed the decollation of Williom Lend Lord 
Archbilliop of Cauferbury upon: Tower-hill, after above: an hun- 
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bridge, which, like to the reſt, came to nothing, 

In Scotland the Marquis of Mountroſs having ſeized Dumfrees 
and expeQiing aid otit of Ireland, of which he received bu: 3 100 
Men from the Farl of Antrim, marched intothe High-Lands; and 
had ſeveral skirmiſhes with Argile : In all which he behaved 
bimfelf with mach heroick Valor. 

Eſſex at this time laying down his Commiſſion, hath x 00001. 

annum, voted him ont'of Definquents Eſtates, and his Com: 
mand conferred on Sir Thoytas Fairfax, in whoſe Commiſſion the 
Commons vored that the Clauſe (For preſervation of His Majefties 
Perſon) ſhoald be lefr onr. - A new Model of all their Army is 


effected, and Oliyer Cromwell being made Lieucenant-General, 


beats a Party of the Kings at Iſlip Bridge, takes Bletchington 
Houſe, and defeats another Party at Brampton-Baſh. And Maſs 
fey takes Eyeſham by Storm, whilſt Prince Rupert on' the other 
fide relieves Chefter then befieged by Brereton , and returning 
Southwards again, forceth the Town of LeiceNer: 

Mean while the Lord Goring in the Weſt, overthrows Colonel 
Welden near Taunton, with ſome other ſucceſſes ar this time hap- 
pening, whereby the Kings affairs looked again with a very good 
aſpc&, till now ſacceeded the fatal Battel of Naſeby upon the 
14th of Fuze, t 645. which was loſt not for want -of any Gal. 
lantry in the Kings Party, but purſuance of the ViRory too far, 
when it was as good as gained, the Rebels being once pur to-an 
abſolure Rout, and all their Carriages raken ; till Cromwel rally- 
ing, fell upon the Kings Left Wing, whilſt Prince Rnpert with 
the reſt purſued the Enemy; and returning too late, they became 
Maſters of the Field, notwithſtanding the King Himſelf, wich 
moſt inexprefſible Valour , had gallantly withſtood the moſt 
deſperate Charge of thar Villain, '*and no leſs than five times 
rallied upon him ; however, now at laft —— His Ma- 
jeſt was forced to retire; and though hotly purſued, made good 
His Retreat to Lichfield. This unlucky overthrow proved the 
utter ruine of all che Kings Inrereft, fince after this no Place 
ſtood long againſt the fury of the Enemy. LeiceSter within 
ewenty days was retaken by Sir Fob Gell; the Lord Goring 
ſhortly after routed by Fairfax, and Bridgwater taken. In the 
North the Caſtles of Pontefra& and Scarborough were taken by 
Poynes and Sir Matthew Boynton + as in the Weſt again , was 
Bath, by Rich and Okey. Hereford being befieged by the 
Scots, they riſe with intention to march into Scotland againſt 
Montroſs. 

All this while the King with a Flying Army which he had got- 
ten together in Wales,came to Leice$ter, fighting by the way with 
s'Party of the Scotch Horſe, beating afterwards Sir Fobn Gell carries 
fome priſoners to Welbeck Houſe, and taking Huntington, came to 
Cambridge,where after a ſmall'diſpute he forcech His entrance;thence

through Batteries, and the Enemy ready to Storm, he, paſſed into 
Wales. : tic, 
Fairfax now before Sherborne, won. the {ame from Sir Lewis 
Dives, the 17thof Auguſt : from whence he ſat down before 
Briftol, takes the Town by Storm, and the Caſtle by Surrender: 
from thence to Exceter. Whilſt Cromwel marching to the Dewj- 
ſes, rakes that Place, WincbeSter, and Baſwng Houſe. Pickering 
takes Laycock; Raynsborough, Barkley Caſtle; and Morgan, Chep- 
ow. 
Montroſs in "Scotland, (chough over-powered, yet) moſt gal- 
lantly behaved himſelf againſt the Kings Enemies there : His 
Majeſty therefore, deſirous to afliſt him, ſends Sir Marmaduke 
Langdale with what Forces he could make tqwards him. Theſe 
paſſing through Torkſbire, near Sherborne ſurprized above 80o of 
the Enemy, but not knowing well what ro do with them for 
want of a Hold near hand to convey them to, they themſelves 
were encountred by Copley and Lilburne, and unfortunately made 
to change condition with their Priſoners. After this followed 
the loſs of Hereford by ſurprize, and Chefter by ſurrender, after a 
long Siege. His Maxeſty being now at Newark, upon a diffe- 
rence there ariſing amongſt the Lords of His Parry, comes to Ox- 
ford : where in a ſhort time after Fairfax with part of his Army 
blocks him up 3 the reſt ET p the Lord Hoptor in the Weſt 
at Torrington, defeated him and at Traroſhut him up ; from whence 
he failed into France. | 
The Queen alſo having taken her laſt farewel of the King 
her Husband at Abington, in the month of July 1644 embarqued 
at Pendennis Caſtle, and failed into France, where being enter- 
tained at the charge of the preſent French King Lewis XIV. her 
Nephew, She vaſſed a ſolitary and retired life until the year 1660. 
when after nineteen years baniſhment (upon the Reſtauration of 
of Her Son to the C:own of England) ſhe came to London, and 
having ſetled Her Revenues here, retyrned with Her youngeſt 
Daughter the Lady Henrietta into France , whom She beſtowed 
in Marriage to the then Duke of Anjox; and. in the Month of 
July, 1662. coming again into England, fſetled Her Court at So- 
merſet Houſe 5 where She reſided till May, 1665. and then croſſed 
the Seas again to Her Native Countrey ; which after four years 
more became the place of Her death. She deceafing at Her 
Houſe at Columbe four Leagues from Paris,upon the xoth day of 
Augxſt,S. N. about four of the Clock, in the Morning, Ar. 166g. 
Im che fixtieth year of Her Age. Her Body was expoſed upon a 
Bcd of State in Her Chamber, and the nexe day Embalmed, and 
afterwards conveyed to the Monaſtery of Chaliot, attended by 
the Lady Marſhal de Pleſſhes, and ſeveral other Ladies of Quality.

The King, Dake of York, Prince Rupert, and Prince Maurice 
were all this while at Oxford, ſurrounded with the Enemies EF "My 
ces, Expecting only the reliet of the Lord Aftley's Foot to join 
with the Kings Horle at Farrington ; but theſe by the way at Stow 
in the Woulds/'are encountred by Brereton and Morgan, and totally 
ronted. | 

In all- which defeats the Policy of the Sedentaries was very re- 
markable when rhey found their ends near hand compleated ; for 
few 'or none of / thole ſucceſſes happened unto them, wherein they 
pretended not to find Letters to publiſh of the Kings in favor of 
Popery, either in Ireland or elſewhere (not excepting thoſe Let- 
ters from publication which privately paſſed betwixt His Majeſty 
and the Queen) intending thereby to alienate the hearts of the 
people from Him, which at the laſt anſwered not their expe- 
Qation. 

In Scotland only the Kings affairs at this time went well under 
the Condut of the Marquis of Montroſs, who in two ſignal 
Battels at Alderne and Kilfth, gave the Covenanters notable over- 
throws; bur was at Jaſt himſelf defeated by Dawid Leſley, and 
many of his Men killed and taken; yet he ſtill continued to up- 
hold His Majeſties Intereſt till all was loſt'; and the King commir- 
ring his Perſon to the Scots, commanded the Marquis to disband 
his Army. Whichin a ſad diſguife'His Majeſty was now forced 
to do, paſſing from Oxford with one Parſon Hadſor,and Mr. Fobn 
Aſbburnham, to Newark, before which Town the Scotiſh Army lay : 
unto whom His Majeſty diſcovering Himſelf, commanded the 
Place to be ſurrendred. And now all:thoſe that had moſt taith- 
fully ſerved Him, as their laſt refuge, were forced to do the 
ſame with themſelves upon any Condicions they could get, All 
the laſt Gariſons which had ſtoutly ſtood out for the Kings Inte- 
reſt now ſurrendring, even Oxford it {elf. Prince Rupert and 
Prince Maurice tranſport themſelves beyond Sea ; the Duke of 
Tork is brought to St. Famesr's, where he met his Siſter the Prin- 
cels Henrietta Maria (ent thither likewiſe, upon the ſurrender of 
Exceter, and ſhortly after conveyed by the Lady Dalkeith from 
'Oatlands into France. Prince Charles being happily gotten into 
the Iſle of Ferſey ſome time before. 

The Earl of Eſſex having now lived to ſee an end of this fatal 
War whereof he had been a moſt violent Promoter, dies of an 
Apoplexy the 14th of September, 1646. with whom (though the 
horrid miſchicf ſtill continued that was begotten by it) the Pres- 
bytetian Cauſe periſhed ; for the common Enemy being quite 
beaten out of the Field, there happened great divifions among 
the Commons and Army at home ; for being diſtinguiſhed into 
two Parties under the Titles of Presbyterian and Independent : 
The Independent being - the moſt ſubtile and cloſe, infinuared 
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Stugrts.

into the greater part of the Army,and cartied on their Deſigns with Boaky,. - 


more vigour and reſolution than the other. 

His Majeſty was by the Scots brought to Newcaftle (fearing 
that Fairfax might have forced him out of their hands) from 
whence He ſent co the Sedenraries for a Treaty, and they to Him 
return ſixceen Propoſitions without ever a word of, Reaſon, 
which were therefore denied by the King,who defired perſonally 
to Treat with them art Weſtminſter : Whereupon the Scots having 
plainly told His Majeſty, That if He loft England in not complying 
with the Parliament, as to the ſettlement of their Covenant , He 
ſhould not Reign in Scotland : They tor 2000900 |. in Money de- 
livered Him up to their diſpoſal ; who preſently Vote him to be 
brought ro Holmby Houſe, ordering Marſbal and Caryl,two FaQii- 
ous Miniſters tor His Chaplains 3 which He abhorring, deſired two 
of His own, but was denied. 

The Work being now done, he that firſt engaged them in ic, 
began to pay many of them their Wages, making their Servants 
(the onely Inſtruments whereby all their Villany was accompliſhed) 
their. Maſters, and raiſing a Religious Divifion among themſelyes, 
the mayor part Voting to have the Army disbanded ; and the Ar- 
my with the reſt putting them to defiance, impeaching eleven of 
the chicteſt of them for. aQiong things againſt the Liberty of the 
People ; and London it {elf now receives in part its Reward ; 
which not being able to ſuſtain the inſolence of the Army lying 
near i', complain to their Patriots of both Houſes to have it re- 
moved turther from them, and they themſelves put into a poſture 
of Defence, which at Guildhall was on both fides fo ſtrongly 
Argued, that from Words they tell ro Blows, and at laſt the City 
to lubmiſlion : Whereupon Sir Thomas Fairfax with his whole 
Army marched teriumphantly through London to Weſtminſter, and 
the next day baek again to the Tower, whereof he conſtituted 
one Titchbarn his Lieutenant. 

The King this while is removed to Hampton Court, from whence, 
being perſuaded by a {pecious pretence of one Hammond, that a 
Deſign was ſet on foot to kill Him, He was jugled into the Iſle of 
Wight, where while He remained, ſome few of His beſt SubjeRs in 
ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom endeavoured His Relief, and ſome 
that had been His Enemies recanting,took their Parts, As in Wales, 
Powel, Poyer, and Laugberne, with Sir Fohn Owen and others of the 
Loyal Party : the Earl of Holland, with the Lord Francis Villers at 
K ing$ton-upon-Thames: the Kentiſh Men,and others, with the Lords 
Goring and Capell ; who being forced out of Kent, pals into Eſſex, 


. and fortifie themlelves in Colchefter:But all ere long were defeated 


by the rwo powerful Rebels, The three firſt caſting Lots for their 
lives, ic fell on Poyer, who was ſhot to death at London : the 
Lord Francis flain in the place of Fight, and Sir Charles Lucas 
and Sir George Liſle ſhot to death by Order of Fairfax, upon the 
ſurrender of Colchefier. The reſt were reſerved to a further Tryal, 
whilſt Duke: Hamilton with an Army of Scots entring ru 
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Chap... joined with Sir Marmaduke Longdale, and ſuſtained the ſame for. Chaves i; - 
— rune with the former, being defeated! by Cromwel ind Lambert 
and the Duke taken Prifoner. regatta; 

And now rhany of the Members which all this ſad time had nuc= 
ſed the Rebelhon in boch Holes, bepan' to ſee the/milery where- 
in they had ihvolved themſelves, and upon more moderate Con« 
ditions than ever, - were content to Trear with His 'Majeſty, and 
acquieſce, if Epiſcopacy might but down” with ſome few depen- 
dencices apon the ſame i Whereto the:King not aprecing, yer for 
Peace ſake,fo far condeſcended as to grant Presbyrery a three yeats 
Reign; which che major Part of the Sedentaries Votewas a ground 
of Peace ; till from the Army they received a Petition, ſeconded 
with a reſolute Remonſtrance, That the Kivg, as the moſt grand 
Delinquent, ſhould be bronghr to Juſtice : Againſt which the far 
greater part Proteſt, and ſtand to their former Vore:whereupon the 

whole Army coming up ro Londor, violently enter the Parliament 
Houle, 'and by the Ears pull out all them that had Voted contra- 
to their Remonſtrance. ” 

And thus after ſo much bloodſhed and ruine tothe whole Na- 
tion, wete theſe miſerable Men ſerved by their own Creatures, 
and ina moment both their Tyranny and Honour laid in the duſt ; 
for at a Council of War held by the Army at the Bull in St. 
Albans (where were preſent ſixteen Colonels, beſides other Offi- 
cers) a Declaration was Read of all their Grievances.and Deſiree, 
containing twenty fix ſheets of Paper ; which was ordered to be 
Preſented to the Houle ( who were now by their Commiſſioners 
in a Perſonal Treaty with His Majeſty in the Ifle of Wight) and ac- 
cordingly was done tothe Commons Houſe upon the 26th of No- 
vemver, 1648. (being the day before ſubſcribed by the Gene- 
ral) ſhewing, The miſgeings of the King and Parliament ſeverally; 
alſo in all Treaties betwixt theme, eſpecially that they are now in. They 
conceive the Parliament hath abundant cauſe to lay afide any further 
Proceedings in this Treaty,and toreturn to their Vote of Non-addreſſes, 
and ſettle with or againſtthe King, that be may Govern no more, 
by rejefting thoſe Demands of the King , eſpecially concerning 
bis Reſlitution, and coming to London with Freedom, Honour, and 
Safety ; and that they proceed againſt the King in way of Juſtice; 
and that a peremptory day be ſet for the Prince of Wales and Duke 
of York to come in; if not, to be declared uncapable of any Go- 
wernment, and fland Exiled for ever as Traitors. 

Hereupon the King is by Colonel Evers conveyed from News 
port to Hurſt Caſtle, a very noiſome and unwholelome Place; 
where, during his conſtraint, He compoſed His Book, Entituled, 
9 IKON BAZIAIKH', Or the Portraiture of His Sacred Majeſty in 
His Solitude and Sufferings : A Royal Monument which he hath 
lefe co Poſterity. 

The Houſe upon this Declaration ſate all day and night cill 
eight of the Clock next morning ; many Speeches were made 


by divers Members of the Kings Conceſſions ; among the reſt 
Mr. Prin 
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Mr. Prin made a long Specch, proving the Kings, Conceſſions to 
be a Ground for a ſerled Peace, which was aftexwards Yored. in 


the Houſe, 129 being for it, and 84 againſt it...; Lipon thir,:on 
Wedneſday, December the 6th, ſome” part of the Army having a 


Liſt of thole Members:that were tobe taken into. C uſtody,being 


.34 perſons, they accordingly ſeize them, and-carry themto the 


Kings Head in the Strand,.and divers-other, places -in W/ eftminſter, 
having Gnards uporr them; but -1iot long after. many of. them 
were diſcharged by the General. The remaining Members con- 
tinue fitting,to whom came Lieutenant General Cromwell, and had 
their Thanks for his faichful Service; both in. Exgland and Secot- 
land. The ſame day the Lords' Vote His Majeſtzes Conceſſion a 
ground for Peace, and forthwith Adjourn 3. and-upon the 4 2th 
of December, the remaining part-of, the Commons Houſe, Null 
the Vote for His Majeſties Conceſſions, and Order the General to 
take care of the King ; whereupon a Council of War was orde- 
red to fit to draw up a Charge againſt Him; and: accordingly Or- 
ders were iſſued out for His removal:So that upon the 1 oth of De- 
cember His Majeſty came from Hurſt Caſtle to Windſor io 3 days,at- 
tended by Colonel Harriſon and a Guard of 2000:Horle,and was 
delivered up to the Governor there;and upon the 28 of December, 
an Ordinance was brought into the Houle,nominating divers Per- 
{ons for Tryal of the Kivg 3 which being tendred to the Lords, 
was refuſed ; whereupon the Commons the 4th of January, Vo- 
ting the Supreme Authority to be inthe People, and conſequent- 
ly in them as their Repreſentatives, proceed without the Lords, 
and order their Commiſſioners for Tryal of the King , to meet 
on Monday in the Painted Chamber, to conſider of the Manner, 
Time, and Place ; whereupon the Lords Vote, That the King 


| could not commit Treaſon againſt the Common Wealth : and, That no 


AG of the Commons is binding without the conſent of the Lords. 

Thus laying their-violent hands an. Majeſty,and commirting an 
Infolence beyond all hope- of Pardon, they cannot juſtific them- 
ſelves but by an AG out-facing all Divinity and Majeſty at once, 
in ereing- that High Court of Juſtice ( as they .called it) to 
Try their King as a Rebel to Himlelf; preparatory whereunto they 
make Proclamation at Weſtminſter Hall and the Old Exchange, that 
all that had any thing againſt Him, ſhould come in at the prefix- 
ed time and be heard ; and for the greater {olemnity of their Pa- 
ricide, the Law was filenced in Adjourning the Term for fourteen 
days, having as a Guard cotheir Vilanies, ordered the Army to be 
quartered in and about London. 

Upon Friday the' 19th of January, His molt Sacred Majeſty 
was brought from Windſor Caltle, being met by a Regiment of 
Horſe tour miles from London,and that night lodged at Sr Fames's: 
and on Saturday the 2oth of Fanuary , from thence He paſled 
with a ſtrong Guard of Foot through St- Fames's Park ro White- 
ball, and. thence by Water was conveyed to Sir Robert Cottons 
houle with a guard of twenty Partizans.

nels ; the whole number of Commiſſioners about ſeventy eighe ; 

which being fate ae the upper end of Weſtminſter-ball, their *, nh 

miſſion was read, together with the names of the Regicides ; 

whereupon Bradſhaw commanded SerjeantDandy junior to fetch in 

the Priſoner, wbo immediately brought the King (attended by a 

Guard of Partizans) and placed Him in a Chair. 

And now having bronght che Royal Priſoner to their Judgement 
Seat, they proceed to arraign Him with not unlike impudence 
and impiety to that of the Jews, when they brought the King of 
Kings to Tryal; for they charged Him to be a Subverter of His 
People, and would not endure His owning Himſelf to be: their 
King ; charging Him with all the Blood that had been fpilt-: 
Who preparing to give fitting Anſwers to their villanous Accu- 
{ations, could not be heard : Yet had this fignal ſarisfaQtion to 
hear Bradſhaw condemn himſelf firſt , and all his fellow Pari- 
cides by a Reply to Him, not leſs abſurd than obſervable: For 
his Majeſty arguing upon the unreaſonableneſs of not being ſuf- 
fered to ſpeak for Himſelf, ſaid, Where is there in all the World 

that Court in which no place is left for Reaſon? To which Brad- 
ſhaw unwitcivgly replyed, Sir, Tou ſhall find that this wery Court 
is ſuch an one, Nay ( then retorted the King ) in yain will my 
Subjefts expe Fuſtice from you, who ſiop your Ears to your own 
King ready to Plead His Cauſe. 

To their denial of Juſtice they added ſo many contumelies, 
indignities, and affronts, as would have tempted Him to deſpair, 
had not His Faith been as ſtrong as his Reaſon, and the greatneſs 
of his Mind more invincible than that of his Power. Four times 
was his Sacred Majeſty brought before this pretended Tribunal of 
Juſtice ; the ſecond time being on the 22d of Fanuary ; the third, 
on the 23d; and the fourth time onthe 27th of the ſame month. 
When, contrary-to all Law, Reaſon, Religion, Honeſty, Oaths 
of Allegiance and Supremacy, ſeveral Votes, Declarations, Re- 
monſtrances,Proteſtations,and Covenants, He was, by the Mouth 
of that murthering Villain Bradſhaw, ſentenced to be beheaded. 

Tueſday the 3oth of Fazuary that fatal day, which they had Amo 1648, 
appointed for his Martyrdome, being come, the King Prays, and - 
Receives the Sacrament from the Hands of the Biſhop of London, 
who was licenſed to attend on Him,from which He received much

Near oneof the Clock He was convey+ 
ed through a Window of the Banqueting-Houle, co. the Scaf- 
fold covered with Black, attended by: the aforeſaid Bilhop and 
the Guard, where He beheld two Executioners diſguiſed with 
Vizards, the Axe and Block, with thoſe Ropes and Rings which 
they had provided (in caſe He had ſirugled with them) co bind 
Him down to the Scaffold ; at which He was not at all affrighted, 
but declaring Himſelf to the World to die an innocent Man, 
and a good Chriſtian, accordiog to the Profeſſion of the Church 
of England, Praying that His Enemies might Repent, and with 
St. Stephen, That His Death be not laid to their Charge 3 with an 
heroick-magnanimity endured the fatal Stroak,thereby exchanging 
Hts Crown on Earth,for one far more glorious in Heaven. 

His Body was laid in a Cofhn covered with black Velvet, and 
from thence carried to His Houſe at St. Fames's, where it was 
put in a Coffin of Lead , there to be ſeen by the People : On 
Wedneſday the 7th of February His Corps was delivered to two 
of His Servants, to be buried at Windſor, whither the Dake of 
Richmond, the Marquis of Hertford, the Earls of Lindſey and 
Southampton, together with. Door Juxon Biſhop of London , 
and divers others repaired. There, wich much difficulty they find 
a Vaulc in St. George's Chappe!, where King Henry VIII. was 
formerly buried : Which being prepared, a ſmall piece of Lead, 
ſome two Foot long and two Inches broad, was provided, on 
which was inſcribed,

which was ſawdered to the Breaſt of the Corps. All things be- 
ing in readineſs, the Body was brought to the Vault by the Sol- 
dicrs of the Cariſon, over which was a black Velvet Pall, which 
was ſupported by the four Lords, the Biſhop of Londox ſtood 
by weeping ; then was ic depoſited. in Silence-and Sorrow, the 
Pall being caſt in after it.

ded in Perſon the whole Royal Navy on the Seas'between Eng- 
land and Holland, where, with incomparable Valour, and ex- 
rraordinary hazard of his own Perlon, after a moſt ſharp diſ- 
pute, he obtained a-fignal Viftory over the whole Dutch Fleet 
commanded by Admiral Opdam, who periſhed with his own 
and many more Dutch Ships in that Fight. 

This was not the laſt Battel in which his Royal Highneſs ad- 
ventured himſelf for the defence of this Kingdom, when his 
Majeſty and the whole Nation growing extreamly ſenfible of 
the great danger unto which the Kings only Brother and the firſt 
Prince of the Blood was expoſed, he was not ſuffered any more 
ſo to hazard his Royal Perſon.

A Match fo proportionable in every circum- 
ſtance, thatic demonſtrates the Creator of all Beings to have 
made them for each other ; ſeeming rather to be the revivers of 
the former alliance betwixt the Royal Houle of Stuart and the 
Illuſtrious Family of Naſſan, than a new Marriage between 
a Prince IF illiam and a Princels Mary; in the ſame degree of 
Conſanguinity and Deſcent, ſhe being the Daughter ofa Son of 
King Charles I. and he the Son of a Daughter of that Bleſſed 
Martyr,in whom are equally united his Royal Blood and King- 
ly Virtues. It betog allo obſervable, Fhat this Illuſtrious Couple 
entred into this State of Matrimony the very ſame day of the 
Month, chat both this Prince and the Princels Royal Mary his 
Mother,made their entrance into this World, being the 4th day 
of November.

1670. her Godmothers be- 
ing the Ducheſs of Buckingham and the Marchioneſs of Wor- 
ceſter, and her Godfather, the Prince of Orange. She ſcarce 
had compleated her tenth Month, when ſhe breathed her laſt

This moſt illuſtrious Prince Fames Duke of York, hath 
taken to his ſecond Wife the Lady Mary d Efte , Siſter to 
Francis the preſent Duke of Modena, and Daughter of Al- 
pbonſo & Efte third of the name Duke of Modena, by Madam 
Lanra Martineſſe his Wite. She was born upon the 25th day 
of September, An. 1658. and had not palled the fifteenth year

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Jong, being thence hurried ro Caresbrook Calile in the Iſle of Book 7. 
Wight, where his Siſter the Lady Elizabeth dying of grief,and 
his entertainment being thought too great an expence to the 
Sedentaries, they reſolve to ſet him at liberty ; and about the 
beginnirg of February, 1652. they {end him,with two Servants 
to Dunkrik, promiſing to allow him a {mall exhibition for his 
maintenance, provided he would not come near his Brother,or 
any of his Relations. But being got on that fide the water,he 
was received according to his birth, and from Bruxels attended 
tothe Princeſs of Orange his Siſter at Breda, who received him 
with great joy, having been in continual fear that his life would 
be raken away by thoſe that ſpared not that of his Royal Fa- 
ther ; nor was he received with lels joy at Paris, by the King 
his Brother, to whom, as alſo his Mother the Queen, and his 
other Relations, he was welcomed as one rilen trom the dead, 

| being civilly treated by the King and Queen- Mother of France, 
and that whole Court. 

In the year 1654.the King beivg at Cullen, kindly entertained 
by the Princes of Germany, ſent the, Marquis ' of Ormond to 
Paris to wait on this his Brother the Duke of Gloncefter,to him ; 
whom he the-more earneſtly defired to have near him, leaſt 
his youth might be prevailed upon by the ſubtilty of Argu- 
ments, and temptation of Riches and Promotion, to change 
his Religion 3 whereupon he undertakes the Journey, and ha- 
ving ſtayed ſome time at the Hagxe with his Siſter the Princeſs 
Royal, wasat laſt accompanied by her to the King their Bro« 
ther at Cullen aforeſaid, ſhe her {elf ſtaying with them in Ger- 
many till after the Fair at Franckford. 

By Letters Patent bearing date the 13th day of May in 
the 1 1th year of his preſent Majeſty King Charles IL. his Brother, 
An. 1659. he was created into the Dignities of Duke of Gloy- 
cefter, and Earl of Cambridge: And though he lived not to be 
Inſtalled, yet was he Elected inco-the moſt Noble Order of 
the Garter (with Charles Prince of Tarente) by His Majeſty at 
Paris, An. 1653. 5, Car. 2. and his Inveſtiture performed by 
Sir Edward Walker Garter, at the Hague on Monday the 1 4th 
of April inthe morning, 1n the ſame year, the Queen of Bo- 
bemia his Aunt, and the Princeſs of Orange his Siſter, with ma- 
ny more eminent Per{ons,being preſent at the Ceremony. Ha- 

ving been thus Partaker with his Majeſty in his greateſt affli&i- 

ons during the Jong continuance of the Jate unparalel!'d Ulſur- 

pation, had at length the happineſs to ſee him peaceably re- 

ſtored to the Royal Throne of his Anceſtors, accompanying 

him into England, and landing at Dover upon the 25th of May 

the following year, viz. An. 1660. But departed this lite at 

Whiteball unmarried, on Thurſday the 13th of September next , , fat 

enſuing at nine of the Clock in the evening, being aged twenty =o 

years, two months, and five days, generally lamented by all 

200d Men, being a Prince excellently accompliſhed, Religious, 
Learned, 
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Chap... Valiant, Wiſe above his years, a Dutiful and AﬀeRionate © 1 
Brother, a good Maſter, and a true Friend; 

His Body being embalmed and coffin'd,was inſtantly removed 
from thence to Somerſet Houle;and placed in the Privy Chamber 
there, where it reſted until Friday the 21 day of September 
aforeſaid, under a large Pall of black Velvet lined with a Sheet 
of fine Holland; another leſſer Pall to cover the Trefſels. The 
Pall was adorned with eight Eſcocheons of his Royal High- 
nefſes Arms within the Garter, and upon the Corps was pla- 
ced his Ducal Coronet and a Cap of Eſtate, on a black Velvet 
Cuſhion. 

At fix of the Clock in the evening five Barges conveyed the 
Body and Attendants by Water to the Parliament Stairs , 
eighteen Gentlemen of the Privy Chamber being appointed to 
carry it, and twelve to ſupport the Canopy over it; from 
whence to the door of the Abbey, a Guard of Soldiers was 
placed on each fide the Paſlage,through which(by Torch-light) 
the Funeral proceeded,confiſting of many Gentlemen,Eſquires, 
Knights, Baronets, Sons of the Nobility, Peers, and Great 
Officers of the Kingdom, who preceded the Corps, before 
which a Herald bare the Coronet and Cuſhion;four Noblemen 
ſupported the Pall, and after the Body followed his Royal 
Highneſs the Duke of Tork, who was chief Mourner, before 
whom went Garter Principal King of Arms, bareheaded, and 
after him followed the Dukes of Buckingham, Richmond and 
Albemarle, and after them fourteen Earls, and divers perſons 
of Honour. The Body being thus brought into the Choire of 
King Henry VII. his Chappel, was depofited, and a Chair ſet 
for the Duke of Tork, whil'ſt Dr. Haywood read part of the 
Service. Then was it carried into the Chappel on the right fide 
of the Choire,and ſolemnly Interred, He {in the abſence of the 
Dean) reading the Office of Burial, and Garter proclaiming his 
Stile) in the Sepulcher of Mary Queen of Scotland his Great- 
Grandmother. His Coffin being covered with black Velvet, 
hath this Inſcription thereon in a Silver Plate :

Daughter. of King Charles I. and Queen Mary youngeſt Davgh- 
ter of King Henry IV. of France, was born upon the 4th day 
of Nowember in the year 1631, at St. James's; and about the 
tenth year of her age(May 2.4n.164 1.) was,at Whitehal, eſpou- 
ſed to William of Naſſau, the onely Son of Henry F rederick, 
Prince of Orange,then Commander in chict of all the Forces of 
the States General both by Sea and Land. 

Upon the 23 day of February in the ſame year,ſhe embarked 
at Dover (being thither accompanied by the King her Father) 
from whence with the Queen, ſhe failed into Holland, and was 
there received with much honour by her Father-in-Law Henry- 
Frederich,, a Prince who,by his great Valour and ConduR, had 
rendred that Republick flouriſhing, by adding thereunto ſeveral 
Towns in Friſe, Ower-Iſſel, and Gelderland, with (mall Expence, 
few Forces, and little Bloodſhed, ſo that he deſervedly acqui- 
red the appellation of Father of Soldiers. 

He departed this life (to the great trouble of that State) in 
the year, 1648. leaving Iflue Willians of Naſſau his only Son 
beforementioned, to ſucceed bim in his Hereditary Honours 
and Commands ; but thele he enjoyed but a little while; for 
Death growing envious of thoſe great Aﬀtions which his Cou- 
rage promiſed to the World, ſnatched him away in the flower 
of his age at the Hague in Holland, where he died of the Small- 
pox, upon the 6ch day of Nowember, S. N. 1650. being twen- 
ty four years old. 

The Princeſs RoyalMary his diſconfolate Widow, was by him 
left great with Child, who nine days after the dearth of this 
Prince of Orange her Husband, (wiz. the 14th of November, 
S. N. 16g0.) at nine of the Clock at night was delivered of a 
Poſthumus and her only Child : 

21. William Henry,born at the Hague Prince of Orange,and is 
now living, An. 1677. To whom were Godfathers,the Lords 
Scates General of Holland and Zealand, and the Cities of Delft, 
Leyden, and Amfterdam. 

In his eighth year this Prince was ſent to the Univerſity of 
Leyden, and An. 1660. upon the Princeſs Royal his Mothers 
fatal Viſit into Englend, his Intereſt was by her recommended 
ro. the;States, who Hoding in him an carly appearance of the 
rare Qualities of kis Anceſtors, have not only admitted him co 
the ſame Dignities pd Troft which they formerly had in that 
Commonwealth, but have railed him toa pitch of Greatzels and 
Command far abgye any of themy'repoſing in this generous 

Prince a faith anſwerable to the eminency of his Birth, his 
Royal Alliance, and his growing Courage and Virtue, which 
he hath moſt happily employed in a brave defence of his Coun- 
perſon of his youth :

on the 24th day of December, 1660, tothe very great grief of 
the King and the Duke of Jork, to whom ſhe had been an cx- 
ceeding kind Siſter in the time of their Exile, being a Lady 
of a noble Soul, an admirahle Virtue, and all Princely En- 
dowments. Her Corps was from Whitehall immediately re- 
moved to Somerſet. blouſe, and from thence by Barge (upon 
the 27th of the fame Month (is. three days after) conveyed 
by water to the Parliament Stairs; and thence proceeded in the 
ſame manner as did the private Interrment of her Brathes the 
Duke of Gloceſter, being interred with him in the Vaulc of 
Mary Queen of Scotland in the Chappel of King Henry VII. 
with the Memorial following on a Copper Place affixed co her 
Coffia covered with black Velver.

He was born at the Palace of St. Fames upon the 29th day 

of May, An.1630. in honor. of whole Nativity, Medals were made 
imprefſed on the one fide with theſe words, IN. HONOR: CARO: 
PRINC: MAG: BRI: FRA: ET.- HIB: NAT: 29. MAIL. 
1630. The other ſide is charged with four oval Shields in Croſs their 
Buſes concentring; between which Iſſue forth ſeveral Rayes repreſenting 
the Star which at his Birth was ſeen(at noon-day by many thouſands ) 
Such a Remark of Heaven being never vouchlated at any Nativity, 
beſides that of our Saviour. On thefirft Eſcocheon are the Armes of 
France and Fngland quarterly;on the ſecond, Scotland ; on the third, 
France alone;and on the fourth, Ireland;about which is circumſcribed, 
HACTENUS ANGLORUM NULLI. Signitying 
that no Engliſh Man before him was born to ſo high Tirles aud 
ſo large Poſleſſions, He being the firſt Prince of Great Britain, 
France, and Ireland. 

He was baptized upon the 27th day of Fune next following, 
by the then Biſhop of London, Dr. William Land, haviog for God- 
fathers his two Uncles Lewis X ITI. the French King, and Frede- 
rick Prince EleQor Palatine of the Rhine, reprelented by their 
Proxies the Duke of Richmond, and Marquis of Hamilton, His 
Grandmother the Queen-Mother of France being his Godmo- 
ther, was repreſented by the Ducheſs of Richmond. 

In May 1638. He received the Honour of Knighthood, was 
FleRed into the moſt Noble Order of the Garter,and Inſtalled at 
Windſor with great Solemnity : about which time, by Order, not

Creation He was called Prince of Wales, and had the whole Pro- Book”, 


firs of thar Principality, and divers other Lands annexed,and the 
Earldom of Cheſter granted unto Hun, holding his Court apart 


from that of the Kiog his Father. 


At the age of eight years this Prince had for Governor the Earl 
of Newcaft, and after lim the Earl of Berlbirt and for Precep- 
tor or Tutor Door Duppe late Biſhop of Wincheſter : He was, 
at the age of 12 years, with the King his Father ar the Battel of 
Edgehbil,and ſoon after at Oxford was commited to the care of the 
Marquis of Hertford. At about fourteen years old we find Him 
in the head of an Army in the Weſt; and afterwards from Corn- 
wal is tranſported into the Iſle of Scilly, and af 
thence to his Royal Mother the Queen at St: 
Paris. | 

In the year 1648. being at Sea with ſome Naval Forces, He 
made an attempt to reſcue the King his Farther (then a Priſoner 
in the Iſle of Wight ) out of the hands of his Rebellious SubjeRts. 
After whole horrid Murder, Fan. 30. the Sedentaries at Weftmin- 
fter declare Monarchy and the Houſe of Peers uſeleſs, and form a 
Commonwealth,caufing all publick Inſtrumeats co be ifſaed forth 
in the name of the Keepers of the Liberties of England by Au+ 
thoriry of Parliament, handl(elling their new Government with 
the Bloud of Duke Hamilton, the Earl of Holland, and the moſt 
loyal Lord Capel , all three Peers of this Kingdom ; who were 
beheaded in the new Palace Yard in Weſtminſter, the gth day of 
March, in the ſame year, 

His Majeſty King Charles IT. is in Holland ſaluted King, and 
ſoon after Proclaimed in Scotland, where he landed in Fune,r65 0. 
having narrowly eſcaped the Engliſh Fleet which lay in wait to 
intercept him in his paſſage. Crommwel being lately conſtituted 
General of the Commonwealths Army, invades Scotland,and up- 
on the 3d day of September, obtains a great Vicory againſt the 
Scotch Covenanters at Dunbar ; after which, his Majeſty in his 
twentieth year, is, on New-Jears Day, Crowned at Scoone near 
St. Fobnſton, with as great Magnificence and Solemnity as the 
State of Aﬀairs would then admit of : For the Joſs of the late 
Batre), and the great diſ-union betwixt the Royaliſts and the Co- 
venanters, whole zeal would not admit of their afſiſtance,ſo much 
weakned the Kings Aﬀairs, that the Engliſh Rebels had over-run 
a great part of that Kiogdom, forcing His Majeſty into the moſt 
Northern Parts; where finding he could not long ſubfiſt, He 
marches with all ſpeed into England, and is (o cloſely attended by 
Cronrwel's Army , that His Engliſh Friends were thereby pre- 
vented from a conjunQionwith Him, very few coming in unto him 
of any quality or intereſt,cxcept the Earls of Derby and Shrews- 
bury : So that having marched as far as Worceſter, His Majeſty is 
there encountred by Cromwel, upon the ſame day of the Month 
that the year before he had won the Battel of Dunbar, viz. the 3d 
of September , *and had the fortune (much aa Lats. * the 
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Chip.3: Scots) to deſtroy the Kings whole Army, which were either ſlain Charter 1. 
ot made priſoners: Bat the King, after heroick Atts 6f Perſonal © 
Valour, is, bythe King of Kings, not only ſhielded in the day of 
Battel, but wonderfully delivered out of the hands of the Pur- 

Aters, who, after he had wandred in Diſguiſe about England for 
the ſpace of fix Weeks, a Sum of Money promiſed to thoſe 
that (howld difeover Hinr,- and penalty of High Treaſon to any 
that ' ſhould 'eonceal Him , being feen and known to many 
perſons of all Conditions, and both Sex , and neceſſicated ro ap- 
pear in ſo many Places and Compames,' at laſt found an oppor. 
timity to tranſport Himſelf from a Creek near Shoram in Suffex, 
to Feecam not far from Havre de Grace 'in France. In which 
Kingdom being for ſeveral years received and treated as King of 
Great Britain; by His Mtdration and Intereſt with the Prince of 
Conde, and Duke of Lorrain, then in the head of two mighty 
Armies againſt the French King, quenched the Flames of that 
univerſal Rebellion, and was mainly inſtrumental in the recalling 
the then baniſhed Cardinal Mazarine. 

The years from 1651 to 165g. in Germany, Spain, and Flan- 
ders, He paſſed his time in thoſe Studies and Exerciſes which be- 
came his Royal Perſon, in follicicing the aid of Chriſtian Princes, 
and in advifing and with vigor promoting the ſeveral Attempts 
cf his Friends in Exgland, until the year, x 660. at which time 
His Majeſty being at Bruxels within the Spaniſh Territories, and 
obſerving an univerſal inclination and diſpofition of all England to 
receive Him, He prudently removed to Breda in the Dominions 
of the States of the Vnited Netherlands in the Month of April, 
and thence in May to the Hague ; whence, after a ſplendid Enter- 
rainment, and an humble and hearty Invitation by the Englſb 
Commillioners,lent from the then Convention at Weſtminſter, He 
embarqued at Scheweling the 23d of May 1660. on board the 
Engliſh Fleet, landed at Doyer the 25th,and on the 2 gth followiog, 
being His Birth-day, and then juſt thirty years of Age, He made 
His entrance into London, being received with the greateſt and 
moſt univerſal joy and acclamations imaginable. 

His Majeſty fate in Parliament the firſt day of June following; 
and on the 22d of April,1661.rode triumphantly trom the Tower 
to Weſtminſter, in order to his Coronation, which the next day, 
(being the Feaſt of St. George) was there performed inthe Church 
of Sr. Peter, with all the circumſtances of Royalty. 

Thus was this perſecuted and afflicted King miraculouſly pre- 
ſerved, and by the Almighty Hand (notwithſtanding the power 
afid ſubtilry of his moſt inveterate Enemies) Seated in the Throne 
of his Fore-fathers in Peace, the defire of Himylike Lighcniog fly- 
ing throughout the whole Kingdom, in fo forcible a manner, that 
He was ſolemnly Invited, triumphantly Received, free and un- 
burthened from any Conditions or Limitations, or Obligation to 
any Foreign Prince or Potentate, without effuſion of Blood or 


open Violence. This was the Lords doing, and muſt for ever be
